Mr.  F.  W.  Blarney,  chemist  and  druggist.  Frome,  has  been 
appointed  dispenser  at  the  Taunton  and  Somerset  Hospital. 

A  verdict  of  misadventure  was  returned  at  the  inquest, 
rou  November  11,  on  George  Walker  (32),  Goldsmith's 
How,  London.  N.E.  Stovaine  had  been  injected  into  the 
spine  to  produce  local  anaesthesia. 

A  cash  girl  employed  by  Messrs.  J.  Hulme  &  Co., 
chemists  and  druggists,  Oldham,  was  charged  at  the  local 
Police.  Court,  on  Monday,  with  stealing  21.  from  the  till, 
and  was  bound  over  to  come  up  for  judgment  if  called  upon. 

Mrs.  Le  Neve  Foster,  wife  of  Mr.  Eeginald  Le  Neve 
(Foster,  F.C.S.,  of  Messrs.  Calvert  &  Co.,  chemical  manu- 
facturers, Manchester,  was  killed  on  November  5  through 
her  motor-car  colliding  with  a  goods  train  at  a  level  crossing 
near  Northwich. 

At  Manchester,  on  November  5,  Richard  Edward  Coupe, 
a  commercial  traveller,  was  sentenced  to  three  months' 
hard  labour  for  obtaining  3?.  17s.  6c?.  by  false  pretences 
from  Messrs.  Brown  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  druggists, 
Chorlton-on-Medlock. 

Northwich  has  unanimously  decided  that  the  services  to 
the  town  of  Sir  John  T.  firunner,  Bart.,  who  has  for 
twenty-three  years  represented  the  division  in  Parliament, 
should  be  permanently  recognised,  if  possible,  by  the  erec- 
tion of  a  bronze  statue. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Stooke,  Gillingham,  was  the  representative 
of  the  local  chemists  at  a  conference  in  the  Town  Hall, 
Chatham,  on  Wednesday,  November  11,  regarding  the 
Shops  Bill,  and  speaking  in  regard  to  chemists'  long  hours, 
said  nothing  but  compulsory  legislation  will  prevent  them. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw,  who  is  President  of  the  Hudders- 
field  Chemists'  Association,  presided  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Huddersfield  Chamber  of  Trade  on  November  10, 
and  in  his  address  said  that  private  traders  pay  more  than 
their  just  share  of  imperial  taxation  because  no  Govern- 
ment apparently  dare  to  levy  income-tax  on  co-operative 
societies. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Drake,  chemist,  8  Lee  Street,  Hull,  was 
■cycling  on  the  Holderness  Road  on  Saturday,  November  7, 
when  he  collided  with  a  young  lady  cyclist  who  was  crossing 
the  road.  Mr.  Drake  struck  his  head  on  the  front  axle- 
ttox  of  a  passing  tram-car,  and  was  picked  up  and  taken  to 
the  surgery  of  Dr.  Hollings worth,  who  found  him  to  be 
suffering  from  a  bruised  right  shoulder  and  a  scalp  wound. 
The  lady  was  not  much  the  worse. 

At  the  Hackney  Photographic  Society  Exhibition 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  exhibit  negatives, 
transparencies,  and  lantern  slides  illustrating  the  results 
obtained  by  means  of  "Tabloid"  and  other  photographic 
chemical-preparations  issued  by  them.  These  are  also  illus- 
trated by  specimens. 

Purity  of  Soda-water. 
Dr.  Collingridge,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
City  of  London,  has  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  in 
regard  to  the  purity  of  soda-water  sold  in  the  city.  It 
seems  that  in  May  1907  an  investigation  as  to  the  origin 
■of  a  case  of  diphtheria  threw  suspicion  on  soda-water  which 
the  patient  had  purchased  from  a  city  shop.  On  bacteri- 
ological examination  the  soda-water  was  found  to  be  free 
from  the  Klebs-Loffler  diphtheria  bacillus,  but  to  contain 
an  abundance  of  living  micro-organisms.  This  started  an 
investigation  of  three  dozen  samples,  ten  of  which  were 
found  to  be  pure,  seven  fairly  pure,  and  nineteen  impure. 
The  next  step  was  to  communicate  with  manufacturers,  and 
a  large  number  of  factories  were  visited  at  the  request  of 
the  owners.  The  water-storage  conditions  were  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory  in  a  number  of  cases,  owing  to  the  use  of 
wooden  tanks  or  to  the  absence  of  covers,  and  a  meeting  of 
manufacturers  was  held  on  July  18,  when  Dr.  Collingridge 
submitted  a  series  of  regulations  which  the  conference 


agreed  to  accept.  It  was  also  decided  that  a  register  be 
kept  by  the  Mineral- water  Trade  Protection  Society  of 
those  makers  who  would  undertake  to  carry  out  these  regula- 
tions in  their  works,  and  who  were  prepared  to  obtain  the 
certificates  as  to  the  sanitation  of  the  premises  and  the 
bacteriological  purity  of  their  products.  The  registration 
fee  is  21.  2s.,  and  at  the  time  of  issuing  the  report  forty 
firms  have  registered  with  the  Society. 

Contracts. 

Metropolitan  Asylums  Board. — Indiarubber,  Gutta- 
percha, and  Telegraph  Works  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  the  supply  of 
waterproof  sheeting  to  the  Central  Stores. 

Yarmouth  Town  Council  has  appointed  Mr.  W.  S.  Poll, 
Regent  Road,  to  supply  all  drugs  required  at  the  Corpora- 
tion's Isolation  Hospital  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months, 
and  for  the  succeeding  year  the  contract  is  to  be  placed  with 
Mr.  A.  R.  Davis,  chemist,  Regent  Road. 

Trade  in  India. 

The  Tariff  Commission  has  this  week  issued  a  long  report 
on  the  trade  relations  of  India  with  the  United  Kingdom, 
British  possessions,  and  foreign  countries.  It  states,  inter 
alia,  that  the  United  Kingdom  has  a  preponderating  share 
of  the  Indian  import  trade  in  chemicals,  drugs,  and 
medicines,  but  in  dyeing  and  tanning  materials  nearly 
two-thirds  of  the  imports  come  from  Belgium.  The  trade 
of  Belgium  with  India  in  chemicals  has  grown  rapidly  in 
recent  years.  "Belgium"  occurs  here,  no  doubt,  as  the 
shipping  country,  most  of  the  goods  originating  in  Germany 
and  Switzerland. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Two  curious  cases  of  poisoning  of  children  are  recorded  in 
this  district,  one  by  sucking  phosphorus  from  matches  and 
the  other  swallowing  prussic  acid. 

A  display  of  modern  business  systems  appliances  and 
advertising  is  being  held  at  the  Masonic  Hall,  New  Street, 
this  week  daily  from  11  a.m.  to  8  p.m. 

A  well-known  local  journalist,  Mr.  Dudley  Evans,  has 
been  appointed  successor  to  the  late  Mr.  W.  F.  Haydon, 
F.C.S.,  as  Secretary  to  the  Birmingham  Exchange. 

The  death  is  announced  at  the  age  of  sixty-seven  of  Alder- 
man Reynolds,  ex-Mayor  of  Birmingham,  who  welcomed 
and  entertained  the  B.P.C.  at  its  last  visit  to  the  city. 

A  special  underlined  whip  was  circulated  among  the 
chemists  to  secure  a  good  audience  for  the  President  and 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  at  the  meeting  on  Wednesday  evening. 

The  Midland  Shop  Assistants'  Union  have  decided  to 
stimulate  their  members  to  a  fresh  endeavour  to  secure  early 
closing  and  other  benefits,  which  at  present  they  sorely  lack. 

The  assistants  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  in  the  district  are  trying 
to  form  a  class  in  optics  this  winter.  It  appears  that 
some  pecuniary  inducement  is  being  held  out  to  those 
assistants  who  show  a  knowledge  of  optics. 

A  packer  who  had  been  pilfering  articles  from  Messrs. 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  was  neatly  trapped  by  a 
chemist  to  whom  he  sold  the  stolen  property.  Mr.  Bland, 
chemist,  Moseley  Road,  Birmingham,  purchased  some 
Beecham's  pills  from  a  young  man  named  Edward  Phillips, 
but  his  suspicions  were  aroused,  and  he  sent  the  goods  to 
Messrs.  Beecham.  The  boxes  were  found  to  be  marked  with 
the  private  number  of  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  who  were 
communicated  with.  Phillips  was  taxed  with  stealing  the 
goods,  and  made  a  full  confession.  At  the  Birmingham 
Police  Court,  on  November  5,  he  was  fined  51.,  or  in  default 
one  month's  imprisonment. 

A  petition  to  the  Home  Secretary  is  being  circulated  by 
Mr.  John  Key.  76  Hill  Street.  Birmingham,  praying  for 
the  release  of  his  brother,  Harry  Key,  chemist,  a  member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  who  was  con- 
victed at  the  Birmingham  Assizes  on  a  charge  of  sending 
two  postal  packets  containing  indecent  articles  or  matter 
through  the  post,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Post 
Office  Protection  Act,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months' 
imprisonment.  The  packets  contained  rubber  goods  and  a 
price-list  which  were  held  by  the  jury  to  be  indecent.  Key 
suffers  from  chronic  rheumatism  and  valvular  disease  of  the 
heart,  and  it  is  feared  that  the  carrying  out  of  his  sentence 
will  involve  grave  consequences  to  his  health.  Mr.  John 
Key  makes  his  appeal  to  the  chemists  of  the  United 
Kingdom. 
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Analyst's  Affairs. 
The  Bristol  public  analyst  reports  that  out  of  sixteen 
samples  of  drugs  examined  last  quarter  only  one,  of  cam- 
phorated oil,  was  not  up  to  standard. 

Hull  City  Council  have  decided  to  appoint  an  analyst, 
and,  in  view  of  the  great  number  of  bacteriological 
specimens  arising  out  of  the  medical  examination  of  school- 
children and  the  probability  of  the  examination  of 
specimens  following  on  the  Local  Government  Board's 
order  concerning  tinned  meat  and  other  matters  of  public 
health,  it  was  resolved  that  he  should  also  be  a  bacteriolo- 
gist.   The  salary  is  to  be  350/.  a  year. 

The  following  samples  were  taken  in  the  county  of  Surrey 
during  the  quarter,  viz.  :  Epsom  salts  3,  tincture  of  rhubarb 
2,  compound  liquorice  powder  9,  citrate  of  magnesia  2, 
lemonade  powder  1,  seidlitz  powder  1,  camphorated  oil  1, 
linseed  and  liquorice  and  chlorodyne  lozenges  1.  All,  with 
the  exception  of  the  linseed  and  liquorice  and  chlorodyne 
lozenges,  were  genuine  or  did  not  justify  proceedings  being 
taken.  The  lozenges  were  purchased  from  asweet-shop.  The 
county  analyst  reports  that  each  lozenge  contained  0.3  grain 
of  chloroform.  He  remarks  that  if  the  lozenges  were  eaten 
daily  in  large  quantities  harmful  results  would  follow,  and 
that  the  sale  of  the  article  as  sweets  ought  to  be  stopped.  In 
the  case  of  samples  of  quinine  and  orange  wine,  reported  last 
quarter  as  containing  strychnine,  fines  amounting  with  costs 
to  9/.  19s.  6d.  had  been  inflicted. 

"  Tom  Cherry." 

The  man  who  is  known  to  the  police  under  this  name 
was  apprehended  by  the  Herts  police  at  Royston,  on 
Tuesday,  November  10,  and  remanded  until  next  week. 
He  has  again  been  impersonating  Mr.  Thomas  Connell 
Smith,  with  the  object  of  obtaining  money  from  Messrs. 
Ransom  &  Son,  Hitchin.  He  gave  a  number  of  chemists 
a  lot  of  trouble  in  1903  and  1905,  and  amongst  the  names 
he  has  used  are  Rowland  Spencer  and  A.  J.  Baker. 

Represented  that  he  was  Thomas  Beecham's  Traveller. 
At  the  Sussex  Assizes  on  November  10,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Grantham,  William  Wells  (51),  described  as  a  herbalist, 
came  up  for  trial  on  the  charge  (C.  <£•  D.,  November  7. 
p.  708)  of  obtaining  money  by  falsely  representing  himself 
as  connected  with  the  firm  of  Thomas  Beecham,  St.  Helens. 
He  called  on  two  grocers  at  Fernhurst  and  urged  them  to 
open  an  agency  for  the  sale  of  Beecham's  pills.  One  of 
them,  Mr.  A.  A.  Austin,  demurred  that  it  would  not  pay 
him  to  take  out  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  patent  medicines. 
"Oh,"  said  Wells,  "Messrs.  Beecham  would  pay  for  the 
licence  the  first  year,  relying  on  the  sale  proving  sufficiently 
remunerative  to  the  agent  for  him  to  continue  the  licence." 
"Rather  expensive,  isn't  it?"  suggested  Mr.  Austin;  but 
Wells  assured  him  that,  "  seeing  that  the  firm  spend  11,000/. 
a  year  in  advertising,  the  cost  of  a  few  licences  is  a  matter 
of  no  consequence."  He  went  so  far  as  to  measure  a  space 
for  an  advertising-plate.  Then  Wells  suggested  that  Mr. 
Austin  was  suffering  from  indigestion.  As  a  fact  such 
happened  to  be  the  case.  On  Mr.  Austin  admitting  it,  Wells 
produced  a  chip  box  containing  a  brown  powder  which  he 
described  as  a  new  preparation  which  the  firm  were  bringing 
out,  and  he  succeeded  in  getting  Mr.  Austin  to  purchase  it 
for  Is.  Zcl.  In  the  other  case  Wells,  in  the  same  manner, 
sold  Mr.  S.  H.  Carpenter  a  powder  which  was  to  strengthen 
a  weak  chest  and  cure  pains  in  the  back.  But  although 
Mr.  Carpenter  said  he  never  heard  any  traveller  present  his 
case  so  well,  he  did  not  take  any  of  the  powder.  Instead 
he  handed  it  to  the  police,  on  finding  that  the  Beecham's 
pills  which  he  had  ordered  did  not  arrive.  Mr.  Austin 
wrote  to  Messrs.  Beecham  about  the  non-delivery  of  the 
pills  he  had  ordered  from  Wells,  and  at  their  request  took 
out  a  warrant.  Evidence  was  given  that  Wells  was  in  no 
way  employed  by  Messrs.  Beecham,  who  do  not  employ 
travellers  nor  prepare  the  powders  Wells  sold  as  theirs. 
Wells  denied  representing  himself  as  in  any  way  connected 
with  Messrs.  Beecham,  but  declared  he  bought  Beecham's 
pills  in  large  quantities  to  sell  again.  The  powders,  he  said, 
were  good  for  the  liver  and  for  indigestion,  and  were  not  a 
fraud.  The  police  said  there  had  been  very  numerous  com- 
plaints about  Wells  in  another  county,  and  the  jury  having 
found  him  guilty,  he  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprison- 
ment.

Distilled  Water  for  Compounding. 

At  Banbridge  Board  of  Guardians  last  week,  Dr.  Taylo? 
in  his  requisition  for  medicines  applied  for  4  gals,  of  dis- 
tilled water  for  compounding-purposes,  as  the  water-supply 
of  the  dispensary  depot  at  Tanderagee  is  dangerous  to  the 
public  health.  The  Guardians  resolved  to  send  the  analyst's 
report  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  not  to  sanction 
the  doctor's  requisition. 

Drug-supply  Complaints. 

The  Waterford  Guardians  on  November  4  considered  a 
letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  in  which  the  com- 
plaint of  one  of  the  medical  officers  was  made  that  "  fre- 
quently one  or  two  articles  are  not  . sent  by  the  medicine- 
contractor  until  some  time  after  the  order  is  delivered."  It 
was  stated  that  Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd  are  the  contractors, 
and  it  was  alleged  that  the  preference  for  Irish  firms  Which 
the  Board  had  shown  had  made  the  Irish  contractor  lax 
in  furnishing  the  supply. 

Trade  Items. 

Mr.  Victor  Ernest  Hanna,  M.P.S.I.,  of  Butler's  Medical 
Hall,  53  Lower  Sackville  Street,  Dublin,  is  about  to  open  a 
pharmacy  on  his  own  account  at  Lower  Mount  Street, 
Dublin. 

Mr.  Edgar  B.  Aplin,  director  of  Aplin,  Thackeray  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  pharmaceutical  chemists,  Queen  Street,  Dublin,  has 
been  asked  to  restart  the  dormant  Chemists'  Association, 
which  flourished  in  Dublin  some  years  ago.  Mr.  Aplin  was 
President  of  the  more  recent  Dublin  Chemists'  Assistants' 
Association.

Chemists'  Hours  in  Scotland. 

An  interesting  symposium  has  been  held  in  the  "  Weekly 
Scotsman"  on  the  subject  of  what  young  men  do  with 
their  Sundays.  Among  the  contributors  is  "J.  R.  S., 
chemist,"  who  tells  how  he  spends  Sunday,  after  working 
from  9  a.m.  till  8  p.m.  and  till  10  p.m.  on  Saturday,  with  two 
hours  off  per  clay  for  meals,  and  no  half  holiday  or  early 
night  off.  There  is  no  "  diet  of  worship  "  in  his  Sunday, 
which  is  mainly  recreative,  but  he  continues  : 

After  supper  I  read  a  chapter  from  the  Bible,  and  some- 
times make  a  bold  attempt  to  sing  a  psalm,  and  say  my 
prayers  as  I  have  been  taught  from  infancy.  .  .  .  Give  up 
better  weekly  hours,  and  you  will  get  the  young  men  to  come 
to  church  on  Sunday.  Though  I  can  only  speak  for  myself, 
as  a  chemist  I  know  dozens  of  young  men  in  the  trade  who 
never  go  near  a  church,  and  can  you  blame  them  ?  In  fact, 
during  church  hours  many  of  them  are  on  duty.

The  obiter  dictum,  of  Dr.  N.  Gordon  Cluckie  regarding, 
"spectacles  prescribed  by  irresponsible  shopkeepers" 
(0.  db  D.,  November  7,  p.  708)  has  not  been  allowed  to- 
pass  unchallenged.  Letters  in  the  local  Press  make  it  quite- 
clear  that  the  doctor's  warning  does  not  refer  to  chemists- 
and  other  opticians,  who  cannot  certainly  be  classed  as- 
irresponsible.  At  the  same  time  it  may  be  doubted  whether 
the  doctor's  sweeping  statement  rests  on  a  firm  foundation. 
It  would  be  better  for  medical  men  with  pronounced 
opinions  on  this  subject  if  they  backed  up  those  opticians 
who  are  working  to  improve  the  status  of  those  who  test 
sight  and  fit  spectacles. 
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French  News,

Death  in  the  Wine. — The  deaths  of  three  persons  and 
the  illness  of  many  others  has  been  caused  at  Saint 
Etienne  during  the  past  two  months  owing  to  a  large  cask 
■of  wine  having  been  treated  with  arsenic  in  mistake  for 
tartaric  acid. 

M.  Georges  Le  Roy,  Director  of  the  Municipal 
{Laboratory  at  Rouen,  has  published  a  pamphlet  on  "  The 
New  Government  Laboratories  for  the  Eepression  of 
Adulteration,"  which  resumes  and  condenses  the  law  of 
2.905  and  the  various  supplementary  decrees,  the  official 
analytical  processes,  and  other  documents  relative  to  this 
aaatter. 

Lt/cienne  Briere,  the  girl  of  thirteen  who  poisoned  her- 
self with  strychnine  in  front  of  all  her  classmates  in  a 
school  at  Courbevoie,  a  Parisian  suburb,  had  been 
•employed  for  a  short  period  in  a  pharmaceutical  factory 
near  Paris  to  put  up  cachets.  She  explained,  in  a  letter 
she  wrote  to  her  parents,  that  she  had  stolen  the  strychnine 
in  a  pharmacy. 

Victorien  Sardou,  the  dramatist,  who  died  this  week, 
■was,  it  appears,  intended  for  the  medical  profession,  and 
studied  for  about  eighteen  months  at  the  Necker  Hospital. 
But  his  father  was  unable  to  advance  the  money  necessary 
for  the  continuation  of  this  career,  and  young  Victorien 
took  up  the  career  of  journalism  and  literature.  His 
ikhowledge  of  medicine  crops  out  in  some  of  his  later 
.dramas.  The  "Affaire  de  Poisons,"  his  latest  success, 
arid  the  "  Sorciere."  in  which  the  heroine  is  as  much  a 
lady  pharmacist  as  a  witch,  were  both  noticed  in  the 
■€>.  db  D.  When  Sardou  was  a  child  he  had  a  bad  attack 
of  scarlatina.  A  neighbouring  Parisian  practitioner  was 
called  in,  and  pulled  him  through.  The  two  fathers  (M. 
Sardou  pere  and  the  doctor)  were  talking  together,  when 
the  latter  remarked,  "  I  also  have  a  son.  I  shouldn't  be 
astonished  if  he  succeeded  in  chemistry.  He  spends  all 
his  Sundays  in  my  laboratory  fiddling  about  with  the 
■retorts  and  the  bottles."  The  worthy  doctor  was  not 
destined  to  be  disappointed.  His  name  was  Berthelot, 
and  his  little  Marcellin,  like  M.  Sardou  Victorien,  reached 
■■the  highest  ranks  in  his  self-chosen  calling. 

Price-protection. — A  "referendum"  has  recently  been 
taken  of  French  pharmacists  on  the  subject  of  price-pro- 
tection of  proprietary  medicines.    The  idea  originated 
with  M.  Chevret,  of  St.  Etienne,  and  M.  Feneon.  The 
latter  proposed  the   "  boycottage "  of  proprietaries  of 
•which  the  owners  refused  to  aid  the  pharmacists  in  secur- 
ing a  minimum  profit,  but  the  scheme  of  the  former  was 
more  general  in  its  character.    The  General  Association  of 
Trench  pharmacists  decided  to  adopt  the  project  of  sound 
ing  "the  trade"  on  the  subject  by  means  of  a  circular 
simply  requesting  adhesion  to  the  general  idea  of  an 
agreement  among  pharmacists  to  regulate  prices,  leaving 
the  details  for  subsequent  consideration.    The  result,  if 
somewhat  lengthy  in  development,  seems  remarkable  in 
its  way,  some  7,400  pharmacists,  according  to  the  latest 
•statistics,  having  signed  the  engagement  proposed  by  the 
Association  without  restriction.    The  object  is  to  secure 
a  minimum  profit  of  25  per  cent,  to  the  retail  pharmacist 
on  all  proprietaries,  and  in  order  to  secure  this  to  unite 
dn  refusing  to  stock  those  on  which  the  benefit  does  not 
represent  a  ' '  living  wage. ' '    The  fact  that  the  retail  sale 
of  medicaments  in  France  is  by  law  exclusively  reserved 
■to  pharmacists  puts  in  the  hands  of  the  latter  a  weapon 
of  which  the  English  chemist  cannot  avail  himself.  A 
^committee  is  now  to  meet  and  prepare  a  scheme  which  will 
be  submitted  to  all  who  have  signed  the  referendum. 
This  committee  consists  of  nine  delegates  of  the  Associa- 
tion, two  representing  the  Syndicate  of  Commercial  Phar- 
macies and  the  Syndicate  of  "  Grandes  Pharmacies,"  and 
cine  pharmacist  representing  the  independent  retail  phar- 
macists.   It .  is  hoped  that  the  present  partial  price-pro- 
tection schemes,  the  "premium"  and  "ticket"  groups, 
may  thus  be  swept  away,  or  rather  merged  in  one  uni- 
versal system.

New  South  Wales. 

Preparations  of  Arsenic. — Mr.  Gilbert  H.  Perry, 
chemist,  Marrickville,  was  charged  at  Newtown  Police-court 
on  September  23  with  selling  and  delivering  poisons  without 
having  complied  with  the  conditions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 
It  appears  that  a  prescription  was  made  up  for  a  Mrs. 
O'Brien,  who  died  from  arsenical  poisoning  after  taking 
some  of  the  medicine.  The  prescription  contained  in  each 
dose  five  minims  of  liquor  arsenicalis  and  fifteen  minims  of 
liquor  Donovani,  and  had  been. obtained  from  a  friend  of 
deceased's  husband  who  was  not  a  medical  practitioner. 
For  the  defence  it  was  contended  that  this  being  a  prescrip- 
tion it  was  sufficient  to  enter  it  in  the  prescription-book,  and 
also  that  the  arsenic  being  a  "preparation"  was  a  poison 
as  set  forth  in  Part  I.  of  the  second  schedule  of  the  Act. 
On  the  last-named  point  the  summons  was  dismissed.  The 
case  has  excited  a  lot  of  interest  in  New  South  Wales  owing 
to  some  foolish  remarks  by  a  local  medical  journal.  The 
question  has  also  been  raised  as  to  whether  the  term  "  legally 
qualified  medical  practitioner  "  whose  prescription  is  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  when  entered  by 
the  chemist  in  the  prescription-book  applies  only  to  one 
qualified  according  to  the  law  of  New  South  Wales.  Is  the 
chemist  to  verify  the  prescriber's  signature  or  initial  each 
time  he  makes  up  a  prescription  ? 

Regulating  Sight-testing. — Now  that  pharmacists  in 
New  Zealand  are  considering  the  question  of  promoting 
legislation  to  regulate  the  practice  of  sight-testing,  "  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia  "  recalls  the  fate  of  the 
Sight-testing  Opticians  Bill,  brought  before  the  New  South 
Wales  Parliament  in  1906.    So  far  from  this  Bill  ever  being 
approved  by  the  Government  it  received  very  short  shrift, 
and  has  never  become  law.     The  Bill  was  introduced  by 
Mr.  Robson,  read  a  first  time  on  September  12,  1906,  in  the 
Legislative  Council;  on  September  27  it  came  on  for  its 
second  reading,  and  Mr.  Robson  asked  that  it  should  be 
referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  because  it  was  desirable  to 
protect  the  public  from  the  operations  of  unskilled  and  un- 
trained men.    The  Government  strongly  opposed  the  mea- 
sure, which  had  been  framed  on  the  exact  model  of  the  Bill 
in  the  House  of  Lords  in  the  previous  April  which  had  never 
got  past  the  first  reading.    To  carry  the  measure  would  be 
to  give  to  men  admittedly  unqualified  the  right  to  continue 
in  the  business.     Sir  Arthur  Renwick  (a  doctor)  said  it 
would  be  dangerous  to  encourage  the  persons  promoting  the 
Bill  to  become  a  privileged  class.    He  moved  that  the  Bill 
should  be  read  that  day  six  months,  and  with  little  protest 
this  was  carried  by  eighteen  votes  to  five.     The  Bill  was 
on  the  model  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  would_  have 
authorised  the  registration  of  everybody  who  was  in  the 
business  of  selling  spectacles. 
New  Zealand. 
Quackery-prevention  Bill. — The  Anti-Quackery  Bill 
on  September  15  was  reported  from  the  Legislative  Council 
Statutes  Revision  Committee  with  a  new  set  of  claws  and 
teeth.     All  that  remains  of  the  original  Bill  is  Clause  1  : 
' '  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Quackery  Prevention  Act, 
1908."  Yet — to  change  the  metaphor— it  is  still  "  the  same 
old  knife,"  though  minus  one  blade.    Put  briefly,  the  Bill 
will  make  it  an  offence  to  publish,  concerning  any  article, 
for  the  promotion  of  its  sale  as  a  medicine,  article,  orappli- 
ance,  any  statement  which  is  false  in  any  material  particular. 
Whoever  publishes  such  a  statement,  whether  proprietor, 
servant,  agent,  advertising  agent,  perhaps  even  bill-sticker, 
will  be  liable,  including  printers,  publishers,  and  proprietors 
of  registered  newspapers ;  but  the  latter  are  not  to  be ^  prose- 
cuted unless  they  have  been  warned  by  the  Chief  Health 
Officer.    All  others  are  liable  to  prosecution  without  warn- 
ino-     Every  information  is  to  be  laid  by  the  Chief  Health 
Officer,  and  no  prosecution  is  to  be  commenced  without  the 
leave  o  f  the  Attorney-General.    The  penalty  is  not  to  exceed 
100Z.  for  the  first,  or  200?.  for  any  subsequent  offence.  ,  The 
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missing  "  blade  "  is  that  it  will  be  legal  to  publish  extrava- 
gant advertisements  of  fraudulent  articles  in  periodicals 
printed  outside  New  Zealand,  to  import  those  periodicals,  to 
•establish  depots  and  supply  the  articles.  This  was  also  pro- 
vided against  in  the  original  Bill,  which  made  it  an  offence 
-to  "supply."  If  the  Bill  passes  it  will  still  be  legal  to 
publish  in  New  Zealand  anything  about  any  proprietary  so 
long  as  it  can  be  proved  to  be  true.  The  tribunal  will  be, 
•first,  the  Chief  Health  Officer;  second,  the  Attorney- 
iGeneral ;  third,  a  stipendiary  magistrate;  and,  finally,  the 
Supreme  Court. 


India  and  the  East. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D  "  Correspondent.) 


Messrs.  A.  S.  Watson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  opened  a  new 
pharmacy  at  Tientsin. 

The  Ctium  Eevenue  of  India  continues  to  increase.  The 
September  returns  were  Es.  28,00X00  more  than  the  esti- 
mate, bringing  the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  official 
^rear  to  Rs.  81,00,000  more  than  the  last  Budget  statement. 

Big  Haul  of  Cocaine. — Through  the  exertion  of  Mr.  H. 
Lorimer,  of  the  Bombay  Preventive  Service,  a  large  quantity 
-of  cocaine  was  discovered  in  the  possession  of  two  stewards 
on  board  the  Austrian  Lloyd  s.s.  Franz  Ferdinand.  The 
accused  were  charged  with  illegal  importation  of  cocaine  into 
Bombay  to  the  value  of  Rs.  5,715.  The  Chief  Presidency 
Magistrate,  before  whom  they  were  charged,  sentenced 
them  to  three  months'  imprisonment,  and  ordered  the 
•cocaine  to  be  confiscated. 


West  Indian  Notes.

"St.  Lucia. — Mr.  T.  G.  Westall,  proprietor  of  one  of  the 
most  important  drug-stores  in  the  island,  has  left  for  a  short 
Iholiday  in  Barbados  on  account  of  ill-health. — The  volcano 
Souffriere  is  active.  A  great  deal  of  sulphur  is  obtained 
-from  it. 

Barbados. — Messrs.  Collins  &  Co.  have  recently  opened 
.another  drug-store  in  Broad  Street,  and  have  called  it  "  The 
'Carlisle  Pharmacy."  It  has  been  most  elaborately  and 
attractively  fitted,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  drug-stores  in 
the  island. — Mr.  Downie,  manager  of  Messrs.  Knight  & 
Co.,  has  resigned  his  position,  and  proceeded  to  Canada  on 
October  29  to  take  up  his  studies  in  medicine. — Mr.  King, 
who  has  been  with  Messrs.  Knight  &  Co.  for  a  number  of 
years,  has  been  appointed  manager  of  C.  F.  Croney's  drug- 
store. 

•  Demerara  has  the  reputation  of  being  a  keen-cutting 
place  for  druggists,  and  the  recent  advent  into  Georgetown 
of  another  drug-store  has  somewhat  enlivened  these  matters. 
As  reported  in  the  C.  <b  D.  a  few  months  ago,  an  up-to-date 
,pharmacy  has  been  opened  under  the  name  of  Smart-Dal- 
gleish  &  Co.  The  company  was  organised  by  Mr.  J.  Smart- 
Dalgleish,  capital  was  readily  subscribed  locally,  and  it  is 
stated  that  shares  to  the  value  of  $100,000  have  been  issued. 
The  premises  taken  are  those  which  were,  up  to  the 
beginning  of  this  year,  occupied  by  .  Messrs.  Brodie  & 
Rainer,  but  they  have  been  so  improved  that  they  are  hardly 
to  be  recognised  as  the  same. 

Chemist  and  Druggist's  Examination. — Since  the 
•coming  into  office  of  the  Surgeon-General,  Dr.  Godfrey,  it 
.has  seemed  to  be  his  ambition  to  bring  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist's  examination  of  British  Guiana  up  to  a  higher 
■standard  and  to  make  the  student  more  efficient  in  his  pro- 
fession. Up  to  the  present  there  has  been  no  school  or  class 
where  a  student  can  be  properly  coached  for  the  examina- 
tion, but  the  Government  have  now  awakened  to  the  fact 
that  such  an  institution  is  not  only  necessary,  but  is  com- 
pulsory if  anything  like  a  fair  percentage  of  passes  is  to 
'be  obtained.  They  are  now  organising  a  night  chemistry 
class,  and  have  appointed  Mr.  Bamford,  Steward  of  the 
'Colonial  Hospital,  as  lecturer. — The  chief  dispenser  (Mr. 
Marshall)  of  the  Colonial  Hospital  ,  is  now  on  leave  of 
absence,  and  resumes  his  duties  in  December. 


South  African  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Orange  River  Colony. 

Meetings  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  and 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  O.R.C  were  held  in 
Bloemfontein  in  the  second  week  of  October,  but  no  business 
of  interest  was  transacted  at  either.  The  committee 
appointed  by  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  recommending  legislation  to  regulate  the 
sale  of  patent  medicines  has  met  several  times,  and  the 
report  to  the  November  meeting  of  the  Council  is  awaited 
with  interest.  It  is  believed  that  something  on  the  same 
lines  as  the  U.S.A.  Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act  will  be 
recommended. 

The  Following  Incident  may  prove  instructive  to  those 
who  wish  to  obtain  a  footing  in  South  Africa  for  new  pro- 
prietaries. An  O.R.C.  firm  received  a  commission  to 
obtain  from  London  a  small  supply  of  a  new  article  which 
was  being  extensively  advertised  in  the  home  papers.  On 
their  London  buyers  sending  to  the  maker,  they  we  re  refused 
supplies  on  the  ground  that  an  agent  for  South  Africa  har7 
been  appointed.  The  agent  was  applied  to,  and  he  stated 
that  he  had  placed  all  his  stock  with  a  firm  who  had  taken 
the  sub-agency  from  him,  and  he  could  not  supply  direct. 
The  sub-agents  on  being  applied  to  replied  they  had  no 
stock,  and  could  not  supply. 

Transvaal. 

Mr.  J.  Moore,  dispenser  to  the  North  Randf  ontein  mine 
hospital,  returned  early  last  month  from  a  six  months'  trip 
to  the  Old  Country.    He  looks  very  fit  and  well. 

Messrs.  Robb  &  McLees,  of  Middelburg  and  WitbanK, 
Transvaal,  have  removed  their  Middelburg  business  from 
their  old  premises  in  Church  Street  to  handsome  and  exten- 
sive premises  at  the  corner  of  Long  and  Market  Streets, 
Middelburg. 

Johannesburg  and  Pretoria  will  be  en  fete  next  week  (our 
correspondent  wrote  on  October  18),  the  occasion  being  the 
visit  of  400  men  and  forty  officers  of  Sir  Percy  Scott's 
Fleet,  now  at  Durban.  A  Jack  Tar  is  a  very  rare  sight 
on  the  Rand,  as  it  is  so  far  from  the  coast.  There  are 
thousands  of  people  living  in  the  Transvaal  who  have  never 
seen  a  sailor.  The  squadron  is  remaining  at  Durban  till  the 
conclusion  of  the  Unification  Conference. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

A  General  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  Buildings, 
Capo  Town,  on  Thursday,  October  15.  Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew 
(President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  among  those  present  were  : 
Messrs.  J.  Austin-Thomas,  J.P.,  J.  Sowden,  W.  H. 
Froembling,  F.  J.  Harpur,  W.  H.  Aitken,  G.  Cleghorn,  C. 
Merry,  C.  Weller  (Lennon,  Ltd.),  H.  E.  Cope,  H.  S.  Pollexfen, 
J.  Clayton  Smith  (Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.),  J.  Francis,  and 
Mr.  J.  Dell  (Secretary). 

General  Dealers.— The  Secretary  read  letters  from  the 
Northern  Districts  Chemists'  Association,  G.  S.  Fuller  (Aliwal 
North),  J  Carnegie  (ButterworthJ,  R.  H.  Caswell  (Vryburg), 
all  having  reference  to,  and  being  strongly  in  favour  of,  the 
action  the  Society  was  taking  regarding  competition  by 
general  dealers.  The  Secretary  also  gave  an  account  of  the 
reception  of  the  recently  appointed  de  sutation  to  the  Attorney 
General  (Mr.  Burton).  A  telegram  was  read  from  the 
South  African  Pharmaceutical  Association,  Fort  Elizabeth, 
in  which  their  Secretary  stated  : 

My  executive  strongly  support  your  Society  in  your 
resolutions,  and  ask  that  your  deputation  should  also  repre- 
sent this  Society. 

Messrs.  F.  C.  Mathew,  A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  W.  H.  Froembling, 
J.  Snowden,  J.  Austin-Thomas,  C.  G.  Edmeades,  and  the 
Secretary  formed  the  deputation  which  waited  on  Mr.  Burton. 
The  President,  in  introducing  the  deputation,  gave  concise 
reasons  for  its  visit,  explaining  the  disabilities  under  which 
chemists  suffer  by  reason  of  general  dealers'  and  doctors' 
competition,  especially  in  country  districts.  He  trusted  that 
these  might  ultimately  be  removed  or  lessened.  He  called 
on  Mr.  Edmeades,  who  gave  his  experiences  at  Robertson, 
where  he  had  been  in  business,  but  had  been  compelled  to  close 
on  account  of  unregistered  persons'  competition.  Mr.  A.  E.  A. 
Tothill  spoke  forcibly  on  the  subject  of  the  sale  of  poisons,  and 
suggested  that  chemists  alone  be  allowed  to  deal  in  these. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Froembling  had  prepared  a  statement  which  Mr. 
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Burton  requested  him  to  read  in  full,  after  which  the  Attorney- 
General  corrected  Mr.  Froembling  on  the  point  of  hawkers 
being  allowed  to  sell  medicines,  and  complimented  him  on 
having  presented  the  case  in  such  a  concise  and  perfect 
manner.  He  further  expressed  his  complete  agreement  with 
the  deputation's  views  on  every  count,  and  stated  there  was 
no  necessity  to  argue  any  of  the  points,  as  they  would  only  be 
attempting  to  convert  the  already  converted.  He  was  un- 
able to  make  any  promises,  but  did  not  think  anything  could 
be  done  till  next  year.  The  subject,  he  said,  is  a  controversial 
onej  as  there  are  many  conflicting  interests  to  consider.  He 
advised  a  vigorous  campaign  among  members,  and  concluded 
by  saying,  "  I  am  with  you  in  all  points."  The  meeting  con- 
firmed the  deputation's  report. 

Retail  Peice-list. — This  subject  was  next  dealt  with,  and  it 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  J.  Sowden,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  Cleg- 
horn,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  present 
a  list  to  the  next  general  meeting,  such  committee  to  have 
power  to  ask  for  suggestions  from  any  retailer  interested. 
This  was  agreed  to,  and  Messrs.  J.  Sowden,  J.  Austin- 
Thomas,  W.  H.  Froembling,  J.  Clayton  Smith,  G.  Cleghorn, 
A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  W.  E.  Crow,  W.  A.  Sleggs,  F.  J.  Harpur, 
and  J.  Dell  (Secretary)  were  appointed  the  committee. 


Canadian  News.

The  Opium  Traffic. — Canada  has  been  invited  to  send 
a  representative  to  the  International  Conference  on  the 
opium  traffic  called  to  meet  at  Shanghai  next  January, 
and  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  has  been  asked  to  represent  the 
Dominion. 

Ignorance  No  Excuse.— George  Lazenis,  a  Greek,  of 
Montreal,  was  found  guilty  of  selling  medicine  under  a 
counterfeit  trade-mark  and  sentenced  by  Judge  Choquet  to 
a  fine  of  $25  and  costs,  with  the  option  of  three  months  in 
gaol.  Lazenis  pleaded  in  defence  that  he  did  not  know  he 
was  acting  contrary  to  law,  as  he  could  neither  read  English 
nor  French.  The  Judge  remarked  that  "if  foreigners  do 
not  understand  our  language  sufficiently  to  know  our  laws 
they  should  not  come  here  to  carry  on  business." 

Cocaine  Sales.— The  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec  is  very  active  at  the  present  time  in 
suppressing  the  sale  of  cocaine.  The  officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation claim  that  the  cocaine  habit  is  becoming  so  wide- 
spread that  special  legislation  is  needed  to  deal  with  it. 
But  until  such  legislation  is  passed  they  are  seeing  that  the 
law  governing  its  sale  is  strictly  enforced.  Seven  drug- 
gists of  Montreal  have  just  been  brought  before  Judge  Leet 
in  the  Police-court  to  answer  to  the  charge  of  selling 
poisonous  drugs  illegally.  In  most  cases  the  complaint  was 
that  the  vendors  had  not  made  the  registration  of  the  sale  of 
these  drugs  as  required  by  the  law.  One  pleaded  guilty,  two 
others  were  proved  to  have  committed  a  breach  of  the  law, 
and  the  other  four  cases  were  remanded  for  a  further 
hearing.  In  the  cases  in  which  the  hearing  was  completed  the 
maximum  penalty  of  $25  on  each  count,  or  a  total  of  $100, 
with  costs,  was  imposed  by  Judge  Leet.  Those  thus  fined 
were  :  Joseph  Pigeon,  412  Notre  Dame  Street  West,  accused 
on  four  counts;  Alfred  Monet,  20  St.  Catherine  Street  West, 
four  charges;  John  J.  Weinfield,  197  Bleury  Street,  four 
charges.  The  specific  charge  against  these  men  was  that 
they  had  either  sold  cocaine  to  persons  whom  they  did  not 
know,  or  that  on  selling  the  drug  they  had  not  made  the 
necessary  record  of  the  sale.  Every  sale  should  have  been 
entered  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose  and  open  for  inspec- 
tion at  any  time  to  the  Secretary-Registrar  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec.  In  announcing  the  sentences  Judge  Leet  declared 
that  the  evidence  submitted  showed  a  remarkable  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  the  druggists.  The  sale  of  poisons  to 
habitual  users  was  a  most  reprehensible  offence,  and  worthy 
of  the  heaviest  penalty.  He  therefore  condemned  the 
accused  to  pay  a  maximum  fine  of  $25. 

The  Law  which  Restricts  the  sale  of  drugs  which  have 
by  regulation  been  declared  poisonous  by  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Association  is  very  clear.    It  reads  : 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  keep  or  sell  any  of  the  poisons 
named  in  the  said  schedule  unless  the  box, "vessel,  wrapper, 
or  cover  in  which  such  poison  is  contained  be  distinctly 
labelled   with   the  name  of   the   article  and  the  name 


"  poison,"  and  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller  oS 
the  poison.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  any  such  poison  to* 
any  person  unknown  to  the  seller  unless  identified  by  some 
person  known  to  the  seller.  On  every  sale  of  such  poison  the- 
seller  shall,  before  delivery,  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  an. 
entry  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  stating  in  a  set 
form  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name  and  the  address  of  the- 
purchaser,  the  name  and  quantity  of  the  poison  sold,  and; 
the  purposes  for  which  it  is  stated  by  the  purchaser  to  be 
required.  The  signature  of  the  purchaser  and  of  the  person, 
if  any,  who  introduces  the  purchaser,  shall  be  affixed  to  such 
entry.  The  book  specified  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  shalli 
be  called  the  Poison  Sales'  Register,  and  shall  be  open  to'' 
inspection  by  the  Secretary-Registrar  at  any  time. 

The  penalties  for  the  infraction  of  this  article  of  the  statutes. 

are  as  follows  :  For  selling  the  poisons  without  observing, 

these  restrictions,  $25  and  costs.     For  refusing  to  submit. 

the  register  of  sales  for  inspection,  $10  and  costs. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 


Do  Exhibitions  Pay  ? — In  answer  to  a  question  addressed) 
to  943  exhibitors  at  the  Jubilee  Exhibition  at  Nuremberg 
in  1906,  as  to  whether  they  were  satisfied  with  the  financial 
results,  154  replied  in  the  affirmative,  9  had  just  balanced 
their  accounts,  and  780  declared  they  had  derived  no 
pecuniary  advantages  whatever. 

Radium  in  Saxony, — The  Second  Chamber  has  agreed  to. 
an  amplification  of  the  regulation  referred  to  in  the  C.  <f>  D. 
of  November '7,  p.  734,  which  reserves  to  the  State  the- 
research  and  obtaining  of  minerals  containing  radium,  with, 
the  limitation  that  the  privilege  may  be  transferred  to- 
others.  Professor  Schiffner,  of  the  Freiberg  School  of 
Mining,  has  been  commissioned  to  prepare  a  report  on  the- 
distribution  of  radio-active  minerals.  This  has  now  been, 
laid  before  the  Chamber.  It  states  that,  outside  Saxony,, 
uranium  compounds  are  found  only  in  a  few  places  in  Ger- 
many, in  the  Black  Forest  and  in  the  Riesen,  and  Fichtelge- 
birge.  The  occurrence  of.  radium  in  Saxony  is  confined 
principally  to  the  veins  of  cobalt-silver  formation.  Up  till 
now  this  has  not  been  the  object  of  any  special  research, 
owing  to  its  irregular  and  isolated  occurrence,  and  because- 
the  uranium  content  of  the  ore  was  not  of  particularly  high, 
value ;  but  the  discovery  of  its  radio-active  properties  has 
aroused  general  interest,  and  it  does  not  seem  improbable 
that  private  capital  will  set  up  mining  works  on  some  of 
the  mineral  veins  of  the  Johanngeorgenstadter,  Annaberg,. 
Marienberg,  and  Schneeberg  district.  Professor  Schiffner 
investigated  about  seventy  mines  and  watercourses  in  the- 
Erzgebirge,  as  a  result  of  which  he  finds  that  the  occurrence- 
of  radium  in  water  is  more  frequent  and  valuable  than  its- 
presence  in  minerals  containing  radium.  He  strongly  re- 
commends the  use  of  such  water  for  therapeutic  purposes. 

Russian  Notes. — An  article  in  the  "  Pharmatz  Journal '.'' 
says  that  the  early  difficulties  in  regard  to  the- 
introduction  of  women  into  Russian  pharmacy  have  quite- 
disappeared.  Masters  no  longer  distrust  their  ability  to. 
deal  with  the  business,  and  male  pharmacists  no  longer 
fear  them  as  competitors,  finding  them,  on  the  contrary,, 
comrades  seeking  to  level  up  the  wages  rather  than  to  level, 
down.  They  are  not  so  strong  as  men,  but  they  make  up. 
for  this  by  greater  assiduity. — Under  the  title  of  "  A  New 
Type  of  Pharmacy,"  the  "Pharmatz  Journal"  describes 
the  pharmacy  of  the  Krestovoszhdvizhensky  Society  of 
Sisters  of  Mercy  which  has  been  opened  on  the  Phontanky- 
for  about  two  years.  Its  peculiarity  is  that  it  is  a  phar- 
macy without  pharmacists.  The  chief  sisters  determined' 
to  do  without  the  latter  as  they  cost  money,  and  as  the- 
public  knows  nothing  about  the  preparation  of  medicines 
it  does  not  care  who  makes  them  up.  The  amateur  phar- 
macists have  acquired  the  method  of  making  up  simple- 
medicines,  and  when  they  are  in  a  difficulty  with  a  com- 
plicated prescription  they  just  lay  hold  of  the  telephone  and' 
ask  someone  who  knows.  But  the  "  Journal  "  observes  that 
the  telephone  cannot  possibly  take  the  place  of  a  university 
education.  Russian  law  strictly  forbids  the  preparation  of 
medicines  by  those  who  are  not  qualified  pharmacists,  and! 
only  last  year  the  Government  issued  a  circular  limiting  the- 
proportion  of  pharmaceutical  apprentices  and  increasing: 
the  number  of  pharmacists  in  the  pharmacies. 
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American  Notes.

The  California  Fig  Syrup  Co.  announce  that  in  future 
the  title  of  their  laxative  medicine  will  be  "  Syrup  of  Figs 
■and  Elixir  of  Senna."  This  is  for  U.S.A.,  and  complies 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Camphor-works  Sold. — The  business  of  Messrs.  William 
F.  fcimes  &  Sons,  camphor-refiners,  Philadelphia,  has  been 
sold  to  the  American  Camphor  Co.,  of  Boston.  Messrs. 
■Simes's  business  was  founded  in  1815  as  a  drug-store,  and 
•camphor-refining,  which  has  for  some  years  been  the  sole 
industry,  sprang  from  an  invention  of  a  former  proprietor 
for  compressing  camphor. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Dohme,  of  Sharp  &  Dohme,  Baltimore,  is 
iback  after  his  trip  to  Europe.  According  to  the  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Era"  Mr.  Dohme  and  his  brother  formed  a  most 
favourable  impression  of  the  Briton  at  home.  They  found 
him  hospitable  and  obliging,  and  his  self-reliance  im- 
pressed them  strongly.  They  saw  very  little  of  the  drug- 
trade,  but  gave  some  attention  to  industrial  conditions 
an  England,  and  they  say  that  few  idlers  were  to  be  seen 
^except  in  London,  where  the  crowd  of  unemployed  and 
of  professional  agitators  is  always  great. 

Drug-importing. — The  Drug-trade  Section  of  the  New 
York  Board  of  Trade  has  appointed  a  committee  on  legis- 
lation, consisting  of  Mr.  Irving  McKesson  (McKesson  & 
Robbins),  Mr.  Jesse  L.  Hopkins  (J.  L.  Hopkins  &  Co.), 
Mr.  W.  J.  Gesell  (Lehn  &  Fink),  Mr.  J.  M.  Peters  (W.  J. 
Matheson  Co.),  and  Mr.  Oscar  W.  Smith  (Parke,  Davis 
.&  Co.).  This  committee  is  to  endeavour  to  secure  the 
repeal  of  the  Law  of  1847,  which  governs  the  importation 
<of  a  number  of  drugs  and  chemicals  into  New  York,  and 
•which  conflicts  with  many  provisions  of  the  National  Pure 
Food  and  Drugs  Act.  The  same  subject  came  before  the 
first  meeting  of  the  session  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of 
Pharmacy,  and  is  to  be  further  debated  at  the  meeting  on 
-November  17. 

The  Election  of  Officers  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  was  dramatic. 
When  the  regular  nominating  committee  made  its  report  to 
the  convention  it  was  discovered  that  all  the  nominees  were 
members  of  the  American  Druggists'  Syndicate — a  co-opera- 
tive manufacturing  and  buying  club  numbering  8.000  drug- 
gists. "  The  administration  "  looked  upon  this  as  an  effort 
to  bring  its  regime  to  an  end,  and  so  it  brought  forth  a 
substitute  ticket  made  up  of  the  "conservatives."  The 
■ensuing  election  was  the  hottest  in  the  history  of  the  drug 
trade  and  lasted  nearly  four  hours.  The  ticket  represented 
■by  the  A.D.S.  membership  was  finally  lost  by  a  vote  of  about 
fifteen — a  narrow  margin.  So  sensational  an  event  has 
rarely  occurred  in  the  drug  trade. 

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  doing  a 
■notable  thing  in  appointing  a  committee  of  fifteen  to  decide 
-upon  standards  for  unofficial  drugs  and  chemicals.  The 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  all  adopt  the  standards  of  the  U.S. P. 
■and  the  N.F.  so  far  ac  they  go,  but  these  fail  to  cover  a  large 
number  and  variety  of  things  not  to  be  found  in  either  book. 
With  such  things  the  food  and  drug  authorities  may  be,  and 
very  often  are,  exceedingly  arbitrary  in  the  establishment 
of  requirements,  and  the  A. Ph. A.  proposes  to  lay  down 
.standards  which  will  be  just  as  definite  as  those  prescribed 
in  the  official  books.  When  the  work  has  been  done  it  is 
hoped  that  the  various  State  and  Federal  authorities  will 
accept  it,  and  it  will  then  have  the  force  of  law.  The  com- 
mittee of  fifteen  is  made  up  of  manufacturing  pharmacists, 
manufacturing  chemists,  wholesale  druggists,  retail  phar- 
macists, and  pharmaceutical  teachers. 

The  U.S. P. — It  is  of  unusual  importance  to  report  that 
the  Federal  Government,  deciring  to  co-operate  in  the  work 


of  pharmacopceial  revision,  has  appropriated  $lci,000  for 
assistance  to  be  rendered  during  the  coming  year.  The 
work  will  be  done  in  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  of  the  Marine 
Hospital  and  Public  Health  Service,  and  Mr.  M.  I.  Wilbert, 
of  Philadelphia,  and  Dr.  M.  G.  Motter,  of  Washington, 
have  been  employed  as  experts.  Professor  Remington,  chair- 
man of  the  Revision  Committee  of  the  U.S. P.,  hopes  that 
the  national  Government  will  render  a  good  deal  of  assist- 
ance of  one  kind  and  another.  The  Federal  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  together  with  the  innumerable  State  laws  based  upon 
it.  have  all  had  the  effect  of  making  the  "U.S.  Pharma- 
copoeia" and  the  "  National  Formulary"  legal  standards. 
Up  to  three  years  ago  they  were  academic  standards  only. 
It  might  be  considered  imperative  that  every  pharmacist 
should  supply  himself  with  the  latest  editions,  but  inspec- 
tors have  found  that  20  or  30  per  cent,  of  the  druggists  have 
not. 

Cultivating  Medicinal  Plants. — At  the  October  meet- 
ing of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  Mr.  J.  A. 
Bor.neman,  Ph.D.,  read  a  paper  on  "The  Cultivation  of 
Belladonna  in  Philadelphia."  Mr.  Borneman  has  about 
three  acres  of  land  under  cultivation  at  Fox  Chase,  on  the 
outskirts  of  Philadelphia,  on  which  he  has  proved  that 
belladonna,  conium,  hyoscyamus,  digitalis,  echinacea, 
absinthe,  wormwood,  aconite,  and  inula  can  be  raised  in  the 
soil  of  Pennsylvania.  The  speaker  declared  that  while  he 
had  only  used  the  product  of  his  efforts  for  his  own  nee, 
and  that  his  object  was  purely  for  experimental  purposes, 
he  is  convinced  that  it  is  possible  to  raise  all  of  these 
medicinal  plants  on  a  large  scale.  In  practically  every 
case,  he  said,  the  alkaloidal  value  of  the  plants  he  raised 
is  higher  than  that  of  the  imported  variety.  According  to 
the  "Era,"  Mr.  Borneman,  in  conjunction  with  Professor 
Kraemer,  is  conducting  similar  experiments  on  a  roof- 
garden  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  where  about  1,400  plants 
are  under  cultivation. 

Fire  Precautions. — The  Municipal  Explosives  Com- 
mission of  New  York  City  has  issued  a  tentative  retail 
drug  schedule  fixing  a  limit  to  the  quantities  of  various 
chemicals  which  drug-stores  may  keep  in  stock.  The  list 
contains  about  100  items.  The  following  are  selected  to 
give  an  idea  of  the  comprehensiveness  of  the  list  and  the 
suggested  maximum  quantities  :  nitric  acid,  15  lb.  ;  col- 
lodion, 3  lb.  ;  camphor,  with  balsams  and  resins,  100  lb.  ; 
carbon  bisulphide,  1  lb.  ;  glycerin,  100  lb.  ;  amyl  nitrite 
pearls,  4  doz.  ;  magnesium  ribbon,  8  oz.  ;  powdered  char- 
coal, 2  lb.  ;  cotton  wool,  50  lb.  ;  lint,  10  lb.  ;  potassium 
permanganate,  5  lb.  ;  silver  oxide,  none  ;  mercuric  nitrate, 
none  ;  ferric  nitrate,  none ;  mercuric  oxide,  2  lb.  ;  calcium 
carbide,  none ;  potassium,  sodium,  fend  zinc  dust,  none. 
Representatives  of  the  drug-trade  have  been  examined  by 
the  Commission  and  have  obtained  alterations  in  the 
quantities  of  some  of  the  important  drugs,  such  as  silver 
oxide,  glycerin,  camphor,  and  carbon  bisulphide.  The 
list,  which  is  likely  to  be  adopted,  is  divided  into  acids, 
volatile  inflammable  liquids,  inflammable  liquids,  com- 
bustible solids,  oxidisers,  and  substances  reacting  with 
water. 

Proprietaries  in  Prescriptions. — The  North- Western 
Branch  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  re- 
cently held  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Hennepin  County 
Medical  Society  at  Minneapolis.  An  address  was  given 
by  Dr.  Wulling  on  "  The  Council  of  Pharmacy  and 
Chemistry  of  the  American  Medical  Association."  As  has 
been  mentioned  before  in  these  notes,  the  Association  have 
established  a  laboratory  for  investigating  the  merits  of  the 
proprietary  preparations  offered  for  the  use  of  medical  men. 
The  Council  have  resolved  that  after  January  1,  1909.  it 
will  not  accept  (1)  pharmaceutical  mixtures  whose  titles 
indicate  their  therapeutic  action  or  use  ;  (2)  pharmaceutical 
mixtures  whose  titles  are  not  descriptive  of  their  composi- 
tion;  (3)  preparations  which  are  unessential  modifications 
of  an  official  or  otherwise  well-known  preparation.  The 
Council  has  also  attempted  to  provide  standards  for  un- 
official non-proprietary  preparations,  and  as  an  instance  of 
its  efforts  towards  stimulating  scientific  prescribing  it  is 
stated  that,  on  account  of  the  digestive  impossibilities  of 
elixir  digestivum  compositum,  the  Council  have  asked 
that  it  be  deleted  from  the  "  National  Formulary."

Legal  Reports. 


High  Court  Case. 

Abortefacients  by  Post. 
At  the  High  Court  of  Justiciary,  Edinburgh,  on  Novem- 
ber 9,  William  Baxter,  assistant  chemist,  appeared  to  answer 
to  a  charge  of  remitting  certain  drugs  by  post  with  instruc- 
tions as  to  their  use  for  the  object  of  being  administered 
by  a  certain  party  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  abortion. 
The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  presided;  Mr.  A.  M.  Anderson, 
advocate  depute,  conducted  the  prosecution;  and  Mr.  J. 
Crabb  Watt,  K.C.,  appeared  for  the  defence.  Mr.  Watt, 
before  the  accused '  was  called  upon  to  plead,  entered  an 
-objection  to  the  relevancy  of  the  complaint.  The  facts  which 
•came  out  in  the  discussion  appeared  to  be  that  a  person  in 
Glasgow  communicated  with  a  friend  in  Edinburgh  with 
the  result  that  the  friend  consulted  the  accused  as  to  his 
friend's  object  to  obtain  drugs  to  be  administered  to  a  young 
woman  in  Glasgow.  The  accused  posted  a  quantity  of  ergot 
■and  pills  to  Glasgow,  but  the  address  did  not  find  the  party 
for  whom  they  were  intended,  and  the  parcel  of  drugs 
found  its  way  to  the  dead-letter  office.  When  the  Post 
Office  authorities  opened  the  parcel  to  ascertain  to  whom  it 
should  be  returned  they  became  aware  of  the  character  of 
the  contents  and  handed  them  over  to  the  police.  Mr.  Watt 
advanced  reasons  for  his  objection  to  the  indictment,  and 
Mr.  Anderson  having  replied,  the  Lord  Justice  ClefTc  upheld 
Mr.  Watt's  contention.  He  had  no  difficulty  in  saying  the 
indictment  was  not  relevant.  It  bore  upon  the  face  of  it 
that  it  was  an  indictment  of  an  attempt  to  commit  a  crime 
by  having  supplied  a  certain  drug  to  be  used  in  a  certain 
way  to  procure  abortion.  It  was  not  said  it  even  reached 
the  person  to  whom  it  was  intended  to  go.  In  point  of  fact 
they  were  told  it  never  did  reach  the  woman.  The  indict- 
ment was  based  entirely  on  this  :  that  a  certain  person  sent 
to  another  person  a  parcel  which  did  not  reach  him  which 
■contained  stuff  likely  to  cause  abortion.  The  question  they 
were  dealing  with  was  whether  at  common  law  this  consti- 
tuted an  attempt  to  commit  a  crime.  Here  the  attempt  was 
said  to  have  been  made  to  serve  some  stuff  through  the  post 
to  a  particular  man  who  intended  to  use  it  for  the  purpose 
of  making  this  young  woman  abort.  He  was  perfectly  unable 
to  see  how  it  could  be  held  that  an  attempt  was  thereby  com- 
mitted, and  this  statement  he  elaborated  by  several  illustra- 
tive supposititious  cases.  There  was  something  said  of  being 
accessory,  but  this  was  not  a  case  of  being  accessory  at  all. 
There  could  be  no  accusation  against  the  prisoner  unless 
something  had  been  done.  He  therefore  held  that  the  in- 
dictment could  not  stand,  and  the  accused  was  released. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Sale  of  Kay's  Essence. 
At  the  Sheffield  County  Court  on  Friday,  November  6,  a 
misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  solicitor  for  the  de- 
fendant rendered  necessary  another  adjournment  in  a  case 


in  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  brought  an  action 
against  Miss  Bennett,  assistant  to  Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton, 
chemist,  298  South  Read,  Walkley,  Sheffield,  for  5/.,  the 
amount  of  penalty  alleged  to  have  been  incurred  by  the 
defendant  on  July  13  by  selling  a  bottle  of  Kay's  Compound 
Essence  of  Linseed.  At  the  previous  hearing  (C.  Jb  D.,  No- 
vember 7,  p.  711)  the  case  had  been  adjourned,  points  of 
law  that  had  been  raised  involving  questions  of  fact  that 
necessitated  the  attendance  of  witnesses  for  the  plaintiffs ; 
but  now  Mr.  R.  F.  Payne,  of  the  firm  of  Messrs.  A.  Muir 
Wilson  &  Co.,  who  represented  the  defendant,  said  Mr. 
Wilson  had  understood  that  the  case  was  adjourned  in- 
definitely, and  he  was  that  day  away  from  the  city.  Mr. 
Payne  agreed  that  in  Mr.  Wilson's  absence  evidence  should 
be  taken  as  to  the  actual  sale  of  the  compound,  the  points 
of  law  to  be  reserved  to  another  day. 

Arthur  Foulds,  inquiry  agent,  of  Manchester,  then  gave 
evidence.  He  said  that  on  July  13  he  bought  the  Kay's 
essence  at  the  shop  of  Mr.  Appleton,  the  defendant  serving 
him  with  it.  He  asked,  "  Is  the  guv'nor  out  ?  "  She  replied 
"Yes."  As  far  as  he  could  see  or  hear  there  was  nobody 
else  in  the  shop.  In  cross-examination  it  was  suggested  that 
the  defendant  carried  the  compound  behind  a  screen  where 
Mr.  Appleton  stood,  and  said  "  Is  this  alright?  "  Witness 
denied  seeing  or  hearing  anything  of  the  sort. 

Mr.  A.  Neal,  who  appeared  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  said  with  regard  to  Mr.  Wilson's  point,  raised  at 
the  last  hearing,  that  the  compound  was  a  patent  medicine, 
that  had  been  definitely  settled  by  the  decisions  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Piper  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  v.  Fox.    The  case  was  again  adjourned. 

Medical  Acts. 

The  Title  "Bachelor  of  Medicine." 
At  Bow  Street  Police-court,  before  Sir  Albert  de  Rutzen, 
on  November  5,  William  Henry  Tucker,  alias  John  Dale 
Tucker(58),of  4  Columbia  Street,  Hackney,  was  charged  ona 
warrant  with  falsely  pretending  to  be,  and  taking  and  using 
the  description  of,  bachelor  of  medicine,  thereby  implying 
that  he  was  registered  under  the  Medical  Acts.  For  the 
Medical  Defence  Union,  which  prosecuted,  Mr.  Graham 
Campbell  stated  that  the  accused,  in  applying  for  a  prac- 
tice to  a  transfer  agency,  filled  up  a  form  in  the  name  and 
title  "  William  Tucker,  M.B."  He  had  an  ordinary  doctor's 
shop  at  4  Columbia  Road,  and  there  he  prescribed  for  a 
detective,  charging  Is.  Id.  for  advice,  a  bottle  of  medicine, 
and  two  pills.  When  the  detective  arrested  him  on 
November  4  Tucker  said  that  he  was  a  M.D.  of  Phila- 
delphia. Evidence  was  given  by  Dr.  Frederick  Hall, 
medical  transfer  agent.  Dr.  Alfred  G.  Bateman,  the 
detective  who  consulted  the  accused,  and  Detective- 
inspector  Ball,  who  said  he  knew  the  prisoner  as  John  Dale 
and  John  Dale  Tucker.  He  was  present  at  his  trial  at 
Warwick  Assizes  in  March  1906,  when  he  gave  the  name  of 
William  Henry  Tucker.  He  was  released  from  prison  in 
June  last  on  a  licence,  which  would  expire  next  March. 
Many  years  ago  the  prisoner  was  a  publican  in  Leicester- 
shire, and  also  acted  as  an  assistant  to  a  doctor  there.  He 
had  made  a  system  of  obtaining  medical  practices  by  the 
payment  of  a  deposit,  and  he  generally  took  the  name  of  the 
doctor  who  had  formerly  carried  on  the  practice.  The 
accused  informed  the  Magistrate  that  a  registered  practi- 
tioner is  to  run  his  practice  for  him  while  he  devotes  his  time 
to  bringing  out  a  specific.  The  Magistrate  imposed  a  fine 
of  151.,  with  51.  5s.  costs.  The  money  was  paid,  and  Tucker 
was  allowed  to  go. 

Dentists  Act. 

Unregistered  Practitioner  Fined. 
At  Old  Street  Police-court  on  November  10,  Joseph  Wein- 
berg, 81  Whitechapel  Road,  was  charged  with  infringing 
Section  3  of  the  Act  by  holding  himself  out  as  specially 
qualified  to  practise  dentistry.  The  prosecution  was  insti- 
tuted by  a  Mr.  George  Reid  Mallard,  of  Finsbury  Pave- 
ment, who  was  stated. to  be  a  qualified  dentist.  Mr.  G.  H. 
Young  represented  him,  and  Mr.  Walton  defended,  and 
intimated  that  the  facts  would  not  be  contested.  Mr. 
Young  said  that  the  defendant  exhibited  in  the  window  of 
his  shop  some  painted  announcements  which  described  him 
as  a  "  Teeth  Specialist,"  and  read  "  Teeth  Extracted  Pain- 
lessly with  Cocaine  or  Ether ;  Nerves  Destroyed  " ;  or  "  All 
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the  Latest  Improvements  of  the  Dental  Art."  These  and 
others,  it  was  submitted,  were  an  infringement  of  the  Act, 
Mr.  Yoimg  added  that  the  defendant  had  been  convicted 
at  this  court  some  months  ago  and  fined  10/.  for  using  the 
word  "Dentist."  For  the  defence  it  was  said  that  the 
announcements  on  the  painted  cards  produced  were  in  the 
defendant's  window  at  the  time  of  the  last  proceedings, 
and  were  then  not  referred  to  as  being  objected  to.  But 
recently  the  High  Court,  in  the  Brown  v.  Barnes  appeal 
decision,  had  widened  the  scope  of  the  Act,  and  in  conse- 
quence these  proceedings  were  taken.  The  Magistrate 
(Mr.  Cluer)  said  he  had  seen  the  case  in  the  law  reports, 
and  from  it  it  certainly  seemed  that  the  use  of  certain  addi- 
tions and  descriptions  to  advertisements  might  bring  a  man 
within  the  Act.  As  to  one  of  the  defendant's  announce- 
ments, he  asked  if  the  words  "  Teeth  Extracted  by  Atmo- 
spheric Suction  "  would  be  such  a  "  description  "  as  to  come 
within  the  Act. — Mr.  Young  said  he  should  so  contend. — 
Mr.  Cluer  :  And  the  only  way  out  of  it  would  be  to  add 
the  words  "  By  an  unqualified  person  "  ? — Mr.  Young  :  Yes. 
— Mr.  Walton  said  the  defendant  had  been  practising  for 
something  like  forty  years  and  was  far  more  qualified  than 
many  of  the  young  men  starting  a  practice. — Mr.  Young  : 
Well,  he  recently  had  an  action  against  him  for  breaking 
a  jaw  when  teeth-extracting,  and  the  verdict  against  him 
was  for  80?. — Mr.  Walton  :  That  shows  the  animus,  for 
this  prosecution  is  by  a  dentist  who  dislikes  opposition. — 
Mr.  Cluer  :  Defendant  may  set  up  in  opposition,  but  he 
must  do  it  as  an  unregistered  dentist. — After  some  further 
argument  the  Magistrate  said  the  fact  that  the  cards  had 
not  been  objected  to  at  the  last  prosecution  had  possibly 
misled  the  defendant,  and  it  would  now  be  sufficient  if  he 
paid  the  costs — 3/.  3s. 

Other  Cases. 

At  the  Thames  Police-court  on  November  11,  L.  Wein- 
berg. Commercial  Road,  was  summoned  at  the  instance  of 
the  Stepney  Borough  Council  for  exhibiting  certain  notices 
implying  that  he  was  specially  qualified  to  practise  den- 
tistry. Mr.  Young,  who  appeared  for  the  Council,  said  they 
would  be  satisfied  if  he  took  down  the  notices  and  paid 
3/.  3s.  costs.  The  defendant  agreed  to  do  that,  and  the 
Magistrate  ordered  accordingly. — J.  Weiser,  a  hairdresser, 
of  Commercial  Rond.  was  also  ordered  to  pay  3?.  3.s.  costs 
under  similar  circumstances,  and  he  also  agreed  to  take 
down  all  notices  relating  to  dentistry. 

Mer,chandise=marks  Act. 

Using  Other  Makers'  Syphons. 
At  Marylebone  Police-court,  before  Mr.  Paul  Taylor,  on 
November  11,  Eli  Cox  and  F.  Osborne,  trading  as  Cox  & 
Osborne,  mineral- water  manufacturers,  Ainger  Road, 
Chalk  Farm,  were  summoned  by  the  London  Bottle  Ex- 
change and  Mineral-water  Trade  Protection  Society,  Ltd., 
for  selling  four  synhon-bottles  of  soda-water  to  which  the 
trade-mark  of  Messrs.  Idris  &  Co. — "  N.  Paul  &  Co." — 
was  falsely  apnlied,  in  contravention  of  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Act.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  defendants  sup- 
plied four  syphons  of  soda-water  to  a  dairyman  which  were 
bought  from  him  by  an  officer  of  the  Society,  who  found 
that  while  the  syphons  bore  the  label  of  the  defendants, 
they  belonged  in  fact  to  Messrs.  Idris  &  Co.,  and  had  that 
firm's  trade-mark  embossed  upon  the:n.  Mr.  Freke  Palmer 
urged,  in  defence,  that  there  was  no  proof  that  the  contents 
of  the  syphons  were  not  of  the  manufacture  of  Messrs. 
Idris  &  Co.  That  point  was,  however,  overruled,  and  the 
Magistrate  imposed  a  fine  of  21.,  with  3/.  3s.  costs. 

County  Court  Cases. 

An  Oil  Transaction. 
At  Birkenhead  County  Court  last  week,  before  Judge 
Shiress  Will  and  a  jury,  Messrs.  H.  Dawson  &  Co.,  oil-manu- 
facturers, Manchester,  sued  Mr.  D.  Rowlands,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Chester  Street,  Birkenhead,  for  10/.  10s.  for  oil 
supplied.  For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  the  plaintiff's 
traveller  represented  that  a  lucrative  business  could  be  done, 
but  the  defendant,  finding  that  this  was  wrong,  refused  to 
pay  because  the  traveller  had  "  fraudulently"  deceived  him 
with  regard  to  commission.  The  jury  found  for  the  de- 
fendant, and  judgment  was  given  accordingly. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Pil.  Pltjmbi  cum  Opio. 
At  the  Mansion  House  Police-court,  before  Alderman  Sir- 
Charles  Wakefield,  on  November  11,  John  Chas.  Meachei\ 
chemist  and  druggist,  Wood  Street,  was  summoned  under 
Section  7  of  the  1875  Act  for  selling  a  compounded  drug, 
which  was  not  composed  of  ingredients,  in  accordance  with 
the  demand  of  the  purchaser.  An  assistant  to  the  de- 
fendant was  asked  for  a  "pil.  plumbi  cum  opio"  and  sup- 
plied a  Plummer's  pill.  Mr.  Cyril  Kirby,  of  Messrs.  Neve,. 
Beck  &  Kirby,  appeared  for  the  defendant  and  explaineoY 
that  the  mistake  was  a  pure  accident  on  the  part  of  the 
assistant,  who  misread  the  order.  Mr. .  Vickery,  who  pro- 
secuted for  the  Corporation,  stated  that  the  defendant  hac! 
been  three  times  previously  fined  under  the  Act.  The 
Alderman  imposed  a  fine  of  10/.,  with  four  guineas  costs. 

Camphorated  Oil. 
At  the  Willesden  Magistrates'  Court,  Alderman  G.  Wright 
presiding,  on  November  12,  Mr.  A.  J.  E.  Baker,  chemist 
and  druggist,  34  High  Road,  Willesden  Green,  N.W. ,  wa& 
summoned  for  selling  camphorated  oil  15.68  per  cent, 
deficient  in  camphor.  Mr.  Ramsden  Walker  stated  on* 
behalf  of  Mr.  Baker  that  neither  the  purchase  nor  ana- 
lysis was  disputed,  Mr.  Baker  pleading  guilty.  Inspector 
Helliwell,  who  proved  the  purchase,  stated  that  the  prose- 
cution did  not  suggest  fraud,  but  carelessness,  on  the' 
part  of  the  defendant.  Mr.  Edward  Bevan,  analyst  for 
Middlesex  County,  proved  his  analysis.  Mr.  Baker  stated) 
that  samples  had  been  taken  by  the  inspectors  on  various 
occasions,  but  he  had  not  been  summoned  before.  Re- 
garding an  informal  sample- of  camphorated  oil  which  the 
inspector  had  told  him  was  15  per  cent,  deficient  in 
camphor,  he  remarked  at  the  time  that  it  was  impossible, 
as  he  always  used  the  B.P.  quantities.  The  sample  now 
in  question  was  from  the  same  stock-bottle,  and  he  had1 
since  found  a  deposit  of  camphor  in  the  bottom.  Mr. 
R.  A.  Robinson,  barrister-at-law  and  the  Council's  chief 
officer  under  the  Act,  supplemented  Mr.  Bevan's  evidence 
by  explaining  how  camphorated  oil  is  made,  and  that  the- 
deficiency  in  this  case  was  due  to  the  camphor  being; 
incompletely  dissolved.  Questions  were  asked  about  loss 
by  evaporation  and  replied  to.  Ultimately  Mr.  Baker  was 
fined  5s.  and  ordered  to  pay  the  analyst's  fee.

Cox,  Wm.  Francis  (by  trustee),  116  Craven  Park  Road", 
Harlesden,  Chemist. — Dated  October  14 ;  filed  November  4. 
Re-assignment  to  debtor  by  trustee  of  property  comprised  in 
a  deed  of  arrangement  filed  on  June  22,  1908,  all  claims  of 
creditors  and  costs  having  been  paid. 


Bankruptcies  and  Failures. 

Be  George  H.  Watjgh,  Belfast,  Chemist  and  Medical  Practi- 
tioner.— The  Ir:6h  Court  of  Appeal  gave  judgment  in  this- 
case  (see  C.  &  D.,  November  7,  p.  713)  on  November  6.  It 
had  reference  to  the  ownership  of  hired  furniture  in  the 
bankrupt's  house.  The  Lord  Chancellor  said  it  was  plain 
the  wife  got  the  furniture  as  agent  of  her  husband  and  with) 
his  money.  As  to  the  point  about  hire-purchase,  it  was  an 
extravagant  contention  that  the  public  were  not  entitled  to 
presume  that  the  owner  of  a  house  was  not  the  owner  of  its- 
furniture  because  a  custom  of  hire-purchase  had  become  so- 
general.  He  agreed  with  the  Recorder's  decision.  Lords 
Justices  Frtzgibbon  and  Holmes  concurred,  and  the  appeal  by 
the  furniture  dealer  was  accordingly  dismissed  with  costs.  It 
is  expected  that  the  case  will  now  be  taken  to  the  House 
of  Lords. 

lie  Frank  Collins  Langlet,  127  Praed  Street,  Paddington, 
W.,  Chemist.— The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  (see 
G.  &  D.,  October  24,  p.  643,  and  November  7,  p.  713)  was  held1 
before  Mr.  Registrar  Brougham  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  November  6.  In  the  course  of  his  evidence  the  debtor 
6tated  that  he  was  employed  as  a  chemist's  assistant  prior 
to  1892,  but  in  that  year  he  started  on  his  own  account  at 
12  London  Street,  Paddington,  with  a  capital  of  450/.  The- 
shop  cost  130/.  to  fit  up.  The  lease  expired  in  June  1906, 
and  witness  removed  to  127  Praed  Street,  where  he  expended! 
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some  220/.  on  alterations  and  fittings,  and  subsequently  con- 
tinued the  business.  He  attributed  his  failure  to  the  cost 
<(163Z.)  of  dilapidations  on  leaving  12  London  Street,  to 
-expenses  in  connection  with  the  removal  of  the  business,  and 
to  decline  in  trade.    The  examination  was  concluded.

Stephenson  was  apprenticed 
to  his  father  and  passed  the 
Minor  examination  in  January 
1886,  and  the  Major  in 
October  of  the  same  year. 
Thereafter  he  went  out  to 
India  as  one  of  the  staff  of 
Messrs.  Kemp  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Bombay,  and  after  some  years 
became  manager  of  the 
business  of  Messrs.  Phillips  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bombay,  which 
position  he  held  until  he  came  home  to  start  a  business  on 
his  own  account.  He  purchased  the  pharmacy  at  137  George 
Street,  Edinburgh,  and  there  he  has  developed  a  consider- 
able connection  with  the  medical  profession.  He  is  the 
editor  and  proprietor  of  "  The  Prescriber." 

Mr.  Thomas  Wilson  is  a  native  of  Burntisland,  where 
he  is  now  in  business.  He  served  his  apprenticeship  with 
the  late  Mr.  George  Pringle 
there,  after  which  he  was  for 
two  years  with  Messrs.  James 
Hardie  &  Son,  Dundee.  He 
left  them  to  attend  Mr.  William 
Duncan's  classes  in  Edin- 
burgh, and  passed  the  Minor 
examination  in  1895  and  the 
Major  in  1896.  Then  he  re- 
turned to  Burntisland  as  as- 
sistant to  Mr.  Pringle  and 
acquired  the  business  at  110 
High  Street,  Burntisland, 
where  he  does  a  high-class  dis- 
pensing and  photographic  busi- 
ness. Mr.  Wilson  is  regarded 
as  an  all-round  good  man  with 
an  intimate  knowledge  of  phar- 
macy and  the  retail  drug-trade  and  of  sound  judgment. 

American  Arsenic— In  1907  the  production  of  white  arsenic 
in  the  United  States  amounted  to  1,751  short  tons,  valued  at 
$163,000.  as  compared  with  737  short  tons,  valued  at  $63,460, 
and  754  short  tons,  valued  at  $35,210,  in  the  two  previous 
years.  According  to  these  statistics  there  has  been  a  consider- 
able increase  in  the  average  value  during  the  last  two  years. 
The  only  works  concerned  in  last  year's  production  were  the 
Everett  Foundry  in  Washington,  the  Washoe  Foundry  in 
Anaconda,  Montana,  and  the  Putnam  County  Mining  Co.  in 
Carmel,  New  York.  The  arsenic  works  near  Tacoma  in 
Washington  were  shut  down.

King's  Birthday  Honours. 

THE  honours  list  issued  on  November  9,  King  Edward's 
sixty-seventh  birthday,  was  free  from  peerages,  and 
contained  the  names  of  a  goodly  number  of  professional 
men.  Mr.  Herbert  L.  Samuel, 
Parliamentary  Under  Secretary 
for  the  Home  Department,  is 
to  be  sworn  of  his  Majesty's 
Most  Honourable  Privy  Council. 
He  is  Liberal  M.P.  for  the  Cleve- 
land Division  of  Yorkshire,  and 
took  charge  of  the  Government 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  in  the 
House  of  Commons  last  year.  It 
is  understood  that  he  will  again 
take  charge  of  it.  Mr.  Samuel  is 
a  Balliol  man,  and  took  tirst-class 
honours  when  he  graduated. 
He  is  understood  to  have  recently 
refused  higher  office,  because  he 
desired  to  see  the  Children's  Bill 
through  the  House  of  Commons. 
,  Our  Parliamentary  representative,  writing  on  Tuesday, 
says  :  Throughout  the  discussion  on  the  Licensing  Bill  on 
Monday  Mr.  Samuel  was  the  subject  of  many  congratula- 
tions from  all  sides  of  the  Chamber  on  the  honour. 

The  Order  of  Merit  has  been  conferred  upon  Mr.  Alfred 
Russel  Wallace,  F.R.S.,   who  shares  with  Darwin  the 

honour  of  discovering  the 
principle  of  natural  selec- 
tion. Dr.  Wallace  was 
originally  a  land  surveyor 
and  architect,  but  in  the 
forties  he  commenced  to 
travel,  the  first  result  of 
this  being  two  books  on  his 
wanderings  on  the  Amazon. 
Since  then  he  has  devoted 
himself  to  the  study  of 
natural  history  and  social 
science.  He  is  president  of 
the  Land  Nationalisation 
Society.  In  1866  he  married 
Miss  Annie  Mitten,  eldest 
daughter  of  the  late  Mr.

William  Mitten,  F.L.S.,  chemist,  Hurstpierpoint,  and  thus 
is  brother-in-law  of  Miss  Flora  Mitten,  one  of  the  first 
ladies  to  pass  the  Major  examination. 

A  K.C.B.  is  conferred  on  Dr.  Donald  MacAlister,  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Glasgow  University  and  President  of  the 
General  Medical  Council.  Dr. 
MacAlister  studied  at  Aberdeen 
University  before  he  came  south 
to  Cambridge,  where  in  1877 
he  graduated  as  B.A.,  being 
Senior  Wrangler  and  first 
Smith's  Prizeman.  He 
graduated  as  B.Sc.  at  the  Lon- 
don University  in  the  same  year. 
He  was  mathematical  master  at 
Harrow  and  lecturer  in  natural 
philosophy  at  St.  Bartholomew's 
in  1879.  He  studied  medicine 
all  this  time,  and  in  1881 
graduated  as  M.B.  at  Cam- 
bridge and  became  a  Member 
of  the  Boyal  College  of  Physicians.  Until  1907  he  remained 
at  Cambridge  attached  to  St.  John's  College  as  director  of 
medical  studies,  and  he  was  also  Linacre  lecturer  on  physic. 
He  represented  the  University  of  Cambridge  on  the  General 
Medical  Council  from  1889  until  June,  when  Glasgow 
University  (of  which  he  has  been  Principal  since  the 
beginning  of  last  year)  appointed  him  its  representative. 
He  succeeded  Sir  William  Turner  as  President  of  the 
General  Medical  Council  in  1894.  We  note  that  the  official 
list  spells  Sir  Donald  MacAlister's  surname  with  a  small 
"a,"  which  is  incorrect,  although  curiously  enough  his 
father-in-law,  Dr.  Alexander  Macalister,  writes  it  in  that 
manner.

clay, of  Messrs.  Southall  Bros. 

&  Barclay,  Ltd.,  Birmingham. 

"A  well-known  Birmingham 
philanthropist,"       says  the 

"  Times."     Sir    Thomas  has 

for  many  years  been  the  leader 

of  the  Liberal  party  in  Bir- 
mingham.    He  is  a  native  of 

Sunderland,  and  was  appren- 
ticed to  the  late  Mr  John 
Maw  son,  Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
with  whom  he  remained  until 

1861,  when  he  became  a 
traveller  for  Messrs.  Southall, 
Son  &  Dymond.  He  was  taken 
into  partnership  five  years 
later  and  has  actively  participated  in  the  business  since,, 
now  as  the  head.  In  1869  Mr.  Barclay  passed  the  Major- 
examination.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Trade  Association  of  Great  Britain,  and  has- 
been  closely  identified  with  the  principal  movements  ira 
pharmacy  during  the  past  forty  years.  In  Birmingham 
and  the  Midlands  he  has  done  much  public  work,  especi- 
ally in  regard  to  education  and  the  Birmingham  water- 
supply.  He  is  a  J.P.  for  the  counties  of  Warwick  and! 
Worcester.  He  is  an  ardent  Methodist  and  the  leader  of 
the  Birmingham  Central  Mission,  in  which  he  has  had  a 
most  active  assistant  in  Lady  Barclay,  the  daughter  of 
the  late  Mr.  Henry  Pethybridge,  senior  partner  of  the 
firm  of  Dingley  &  Pethybridge,  bankers,  of  Launceston, 
Cornwall.  Sir  Thomas  Barclay  is  the  first  pharmaceutical  . 
chemist  to  be  knighted  by  the  King. 

Mr.  Jonathan  Hutchinson,  F.R.C.S.,  F.R.S.,  the  dis- 
tinguished surgeon  and  authority  on  leprosy  as  well  as- 
many  other  subjects,  is  also  to  be  knighted.  He  is  in  his 
eighty-first  year,  and  received  his  medical  education  at 
St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital.  He  is  Regius  Professor  of 
Surgery  at  the  London  Hospital  College,  with  which  his 
name  has  always  been  identified. 

Another  new  knight  is  Dr.  Thomas  Oliver,  F.R.C.P., 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  and  physician  to  the  Royal  Infirmary 
there  as  well  as  Professor  of  Physiology  at  the  Durham 
University.  His  services  to  the  Home  Office  in  regard  to- 
dangerous  trades  marked  him  out  for  recognition.  Sir 
Thomas  was  born  at  St.  Quivox,  Ayrshire,  on  March  2,  1853, 
and  after  his  education  at  Ayr  Academy  studied  medicine  at 
the  Glasgow  University,  where  he  graduated  in  1874.  He 
was  a  general  practitioner  in  Preston  before  he  settled  down 
in  Newcastle  as  a  physician  in  1879. 

A  knighthood  is  also  conferred  on  Dr.  Joseph  J.  Thomson, 
F.R.S.,  Cavendish  Professor  of  Experimental  Physics  at 
Cambridge  and  President-elect  of  the  British  Association, 
is  one  of  the  most  brilliant  men  of  the  present  day.  He  was 
born  near  Manchester  on  December  18,  1853,  and  was 
educated  at  Owens  College  and  Trinity  College,  Cambridge. 
He  was  Second  Wrangler  and  second  Smith's  Prizeman  in 
1880.  His  work  in  physical  science  is  chiefly  electrical 
and  mathematical,  and  led  up  to  the  enunciation  of  th© 
electron  theory  a  few  years  ago.  '    .  .  . 

Dr.  Stewart  Woodhouse,  of  Dublin,  whose  name  is  in  the 
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list  of  knights,  was  formerly  medical  member  of  the  General 
Prisons  Board  of  Ireland  and  Medical  Inspector  for  the 
Local  Gove.nment  "Board.  He  was  educated  at  Trinity 
College,  Dublin  ,  vyhere  ho,  graduated  M.B.  in  1872  and  took 
the  doctorat:  in  lb/4. 

Finally  we  may  mention  Mr.  James  Duckworth,  M.P.  for 
Stockport ,  who  is  a  director  of 
Boots,  Ltd.,  and  one  of  the 
most  enterprising  grocers  in 
England.  When  in  poor 
health  he  commenced  selling 
tea  from  door  to  door,  and 
this  modest  venture  developed 
into  the  gigantic  business  of 
Messrs.  J.  Duckworth,  Ltd., 
Rochdale.  He  was  Mayor  of 
that  town  from  1891-3,  and 
was  President  of  the  United 
Methodist  Free  Church  in 
1894.  He  is  a  rich  man,  a 
personal  friend  of  Mr.  Jesse 
Boot,  and  a  Radical.  His 
services  to  his  party  no  doubt 
He  has  taken  considerable

Westminster  Wisdom. 

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representatives.) 

Poisons  axd  Pharmacy  Bill. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
November  10,  Mr.  E.  B.  Barnard  asked  the  Home  Secretary 
whether  the  Government  were  aware  of  the  importance  of 
this  Bill  to  agricultural  and  horticultural  interests,  and. 
if  so,  when  they  proposed  to  bring  it  forward  in  the  House 
ot  Commons  for  the  consideration  of  its  final  stages,  having 


regard  to  the  fact  that  it  has  already  passed  the  House  of 
Lords  after  full  investigation  at  the  hands  of  a  Joint  Select 
Committee  in  June  of  the  present  year,  and  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Departmental  Committee  in  their  report 
of  1903.  Mr.  Herbert  Gladstone  replied  that  if,  as  there 
now  seems  some  reason  to  hope,  the  Bill  could  be  made 
practically  non-controversial,  he  thought  it  might  be  pos- 
sible to  proceed  with  a.  during  the  present  Session. 

This  announcement  has  produced  a  very  good  impression 
in  Parliamentary  circles,  and  there  is  a  distinct  feeling 
of  hopefulness  that  all  outstanding  points  at  issue  will 
be  settled  at  an  early  date.  With  these  removed  there 
is,  as  the  Home  Secretary  announced,  no  reason  why  the 
Bill  should  not  be  proceeded  further  with  during  the  pre- 
sent Session  of  Parliament.  It  is  also  satisfactory  to 
report  that  one  of  the  principal  opponents  to  the  Bill, 
a  member  who  represents  the  interests  of  a  large  section 
of  the  trading  community,  and  whose  intention  was  to 
move  the  rejection  of  the  Bill,  has  this  week  stated  that 
the  reasons  for  his  action  have  been  satisfactorily  ad- 
justed.   He  will  not  now  proceed  with  his  motion. 

First-aid  at  St.  Stephen's. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome 
&  Co.,  a  new  medicine-chest,  containing  all  the  latest 
appliances  for  dealing  with  cases  of  sudden  illness  at 
St.  Stephen's,  was  on  Monday  last  placed  in  the  private 
room  of  the  Serjeant-at-Arms.  In  consequence  of  an 
agitation  which  was  set  on  foot  a  few  months  ago,  Sir 
William  Collins,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  Pat  O'Brien,  M.P.,  under- 
took to  see  how  the  existing  appliances  at  Westminster 
could  be  improved  upon.  For  some  time  past  a  temporary 
medicine-chest  has  been  placed  in  the  House  of  Commons 
at  the  instance  of  the  same  firm,  and  this  has  now  been 
exchanged  for  a  beautiful  cabinet  which  arrived  on  Monday 
last,  bearing  the  inscription  :  "  House  of  Commons  Tabloid 
Medicine-chest."  The  firm  has  also  undertaken  to  send  an 
official  to  Westminster  once  a  month  to  see  that  the  contents 
are  in  thorough  order.  The  Chief  Inspectors  of  Police  in 
both  Houses  of  Parliament  have  been  supplied  with  dupli- 
cate keys,  it  being  decided  that  the  medicine-chest  shall 
be  available  for  the  use  of  members  of  the  Upper  House, 
and  the  room  of  the  Serjeant-at-Arms  in  which  it  is  kept 
being  about  equi-distant  between  the  two  Houses  of  Par- 
liament. The  chest,  in  addition  to  a  comprehensive  assort- 
ment of  every  form  of  restorative,  contains  a  number  of 
medical  and  surgical  instruments  which  are  likely  to  be  of 
the  utmost  assistance  in  cases  of  sudden  illness. 

Parliamentary  Stocktaking. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  legislative  output  of  the 
Government,  so  far  as  the  chemical  and  allied  trades  are 
concerned,  cannot  be  said  to  be  particularly  prolific,  bear- 
ing in  mind  the  fact  that  in  all  human  probability  the 
prorogation  of  Parliament  will  take  place  about  the  middle 
of  next  month.  The  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill,  which  was  brought  from  the  Lords  on  July  23,  is  still 
awaiting  a  second  reading  in  the  House  of  Commons ; 
Mr.  Winfrey's  Pharmacy  Bill  has  long  since  been  dropped, 
and  a  similar  fate  has  attended  the  Restraint  of  Trades 
(Shops)  Bill,  which  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Seddon,  M.P.  ; 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  Amendment  (Scotland) 
Bill,  which  was  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Mitchell-Thomson, 
M.P.  ;  the  Merchandise-marks  Bills  of  the  late  Sir  Howard 
Vincent,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  Claude  Hay,  M.P.  ;  and  the 
Weekly  Rest-day  Bill,  which  was  introduced  by  Mr. 
Charles  Price,  M.P.,  the  original  sponsor  being  the  late 
Mr.  Goddard  Clarke,  M.P.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing 
there  are  the  Patents  and  Designs  Bill,  which  has  received 
the  Royal  Assent,  and  the  White  Phosphorus  Matches  Pro- 
hibition Bill,  which  was  committed  to  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  October  19. 

Breathing-space  for  M.P.s. 
Sir  Philip  Magnus,  M.P.,  who  for  some  time  past  has 
been  waging  war  against  the  Parliamentary  microbe,  has 
obtained  a  hundred  signatures  during  the  present  week  to 
a  petition  which  is  to  be  presented  to  the  Prime  Minister 
urging  that  the  Chamber  should  be  closed  for  half  an  hour 
each  evening  to  enable  the  air  to  be  purified  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  have  to  live  in  it  throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  sitting. 
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Observations  and  Reflections. 

By  "Xrayser." 


The  Census  of  Production, 

now  in  process  of  compilation,  will 
provide  an  enormous  mass  of  statistics  of  doubtful  accuracy 
and  of  still  more  questionable  utility.  In  journals  of  the 
"Tit-Bits"  character  calculations  of  the  number  of  times 
the  pins  made  in  Birmingham  in  a  year  would  go  round  the 
earth  if  stuck  in  the  Equator,  and  in  how  many  weeks 
the  matches  burned  would  reach  to  the  moon  if  placed  end 
to  end,  are  favourite  topics  ;  and  even  this  most  trust- 
worthy publication  once  committed  itself  to  an  estimate  of 
the  number  of  pills  taken  annually  by  every  man,  woman, 
and  baby  in  the  United  Kingdom  on  the  average— an  esti- 
mate, it  may  be  added,  which  has  been  travelling  around 
the  world's  Press  ever  since.  For  such  items  the  new  Census 
will  probably  be  invaluable;  and  though  persons  interested 
were  confidently  assured  when  it  was  proposed  that  no  unfair 
advantage  should  be  taken  of  the  information  which  it  was 
intended  should  be  extorted  from  them,  it  is  difficult  to 
imagine  a  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  who  has  hit  on  a 
lean  year,  or  who  is  eager  to  broaden  the  basis  of  taxation, 
who  will  not  scrutinise  the  figures  relating,  say,  to  such  in- 
dustries as  motor-cars,  aerated  waters,  and  others  occa- 
sionally threatened. 

The  Board  of  Trade 

commands  the  services  of  the  most  skilful 
statisticians  of  the  time  :  of  men  who  can  interpret  as  well 
as  collect  the  arithmetical  records  of  the  nation.  But  un- 
fortunately, those  gentlemen  get  into  the  habit  of  thinking 
in  millions,  and  consequently  our  poor  little  insignificant 
drug  trade  gets  but  a  scanty  share  of  their  attention.  Small 
items  are  grouped  under  such  heading-?  as  "  Miscellaneous," 
"  Unenumerated,"  and  "  All  Other  Products  "  which  is  to 
be  the  dust-hole  of  the  drug-trade  section  of  this  census. 
It  is  this  grouping  of  troublesome  details  and  the  lack  of 
discriminative  record  of  the  uses  of  thn  substances  produced 
which  will  discount  the  value  of  the  investigation,  at  least 
so  far  as  medicines  are  concerned.  For  example,  the  medi- 
cal historian  at  the  other  end  of  the  twentieth  century  would 
be  glad  of  materials  for  a  diagram  to  illustrate  the  gradual 
rise,  and  perhaps  the  decline,  of  synthetic  remedies ;  but 
a  single  figure  showing  the  output  of  aniline  products  will 
be  of  no  use  for  that  purpose.  We  can  hardly  expect  to 
get  to  such  close  quarters  with  our  manufactures  as  to 
ascertain  how  much  iron  is  used  for  armour-plates  and 
how  much  in  Blaud's  pills ;  but  it  might  be  possible  and 
useful,  especially  at  Budget  periods,  to  have  at  hand  in- 
formation of  the  relative  proportions  of  spirit  consumed  in 
the  form  of  beverages,  varnishes,  for  burning  in  lamps,  and 
for  medicines.  We  shall  be  able  to  judge  better  when  we 
see  the  results  of  the  first  of  these  censuses,  but  the  questions 
framed  go  some  way  to  suggest  that  more  valae  for  money 
might  be  obtained  if  the  Board  of  Trade  would  delegate  its 
statutory  powers  to  a  small  committee  of  experts  in  each  of 
the  branches  of  industry  investigated. 

The  Four  Most  Valuable  Drugs 

in  the  opinion  of  leading 
physicians  of  twenty  years  ago  were,  according  to  Sir  Ray 
Lankester,  opium,  mercury,  iodide  of  potassium,  and 
ipecacuanha.  As  another  supplement  to  that  observation 
it  may  be  stated  that  Dr.  Walter  Harris,  one  of  Charles  II. 's 
physicians,  in  a  singularly  sensible  little  book,  entitled 
"  Pharmacopoeia  Anti-Empirica,"  published  in  1683,  relates 
that  "  a  noted  contemporary  physician  has  declared  that  the 
whole  of  pharmacy  might  be  reduced  to  the  six  remedies — 


mercury,  antimony,  vitriol,  steel,  cortex,  and  opium."  That 
was  200  years  ago,  and  it  may  be  remarked  that  it  was  less 
than  another  200  years  previously  that  five  out  of  those  six 
substances  had  been  popularised  as  remedies  by  Paracelsus, 
whom  it  is  still  the  medical  fashion  to  denounce  as  a  mere 
mystic  and  a  drunken  quack. 
The  Price  of  Qualified  Service 

is  likely  to  go  higher  in  the 
near  future.  That  sentence  copied  from  a  note  on  this 
page  last  week  is  sent  to  me  by  a  correspondent  with  as 
advertisement  cut  from  last  week's  Supplement  attached 
to  it,  in  which  a-  lady  dispenser  who  will  assist  in 
nursing  is  offered  a  salary  of  2bl.  Annual,  I  presume ;  the 
gifted  ladies  who  are  "  rushing  "  pharmacy  will  make  it 
doubtful  in  the  near  future  if  monthly  may  not  be  intended. 
In  any  case  the  fact  tha"""/  this  sum  is  offered  does  not  prove 
much.  It  would  prove  a  good  deal  if  it  should  appear  that 
there  had  been  a  Pankhurst  rush  after  it. 
The  Remarkab'e  Demonstration 

in  the  Central  Chamber  of 
Agriculture  against  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  evi- 
dence either  of  flagrant  ingratitude  on  the  part  of  certain 
farmers  or  of  a  wantonly  purposeless  interference  with  a 
generally  satisfactory  condition  by  the  officials  of  the  Privy 
Council.  There  are,  it  appears,  agriculturists  who  have  not 
experienced  any  difficulty  in  getting  all  the  poisons  they 
require  for  their  business  and  who  realise  the  objection  to- 
making  them  too  easily  accessible.  Our  own  revolters  would 
have  been  wiser  in  their  obstructive  tactics  if  they  had! 
directed  their  protests  rather  against  the  licensed  poison- 
vendors  contemplated  by  the  Bill  than  against  its  title 
scheme.  There  are  many  influential  sections  of  the  public, 
and  they  are  represented  in  Parliament  too,  who  would  de- 
mand strong  reasons  for  tampering  with  our  present  poison 
law  ;  there  are  no  outsiders  who  care  a  straw  about  how  we 
describe  ourselves.  With  a  very  little  independent  support 
it  would  not  have  been  impossible  to  defeat  the  Bill  this 
year,  next  year,  and  the  year  after.  By  that  time  Mr. 
Almeric  FitzRoy  would  have  acquired  a  little  more  respect 
for  his  antagonists  than  the  title  agitation  is  likely  to  inspire 
him  with. 

The  Metchnikoff  Treatment 

so  far  as  it  consists  of  a  diet  of 
sour  milk  to  resist  the  encroachment  of  old  age  has  not  been 
seized  upon  with  any  marked  degree  of  enthusiasm.  It 
would  have  had  a  better  chance  of  popular  adoption  perhaps- 
if  we  could  have  be^n  assured  that  it  had  been  discovered 
by  an  American  Indian  or  a  Hottentot  girl  in  a  trance.  As- 
the  result  of  scientific  induction  it  does  not  appeal  to  our 
modern  Athenians.    The  theory  can  hardly  be  stated  with- 
out approaching  perilously  near  a  parody  on  one  of  our  most- 
respected  nursery  legends.    Metchnikoff  holds  that  the  bac- 
teria which  produce  lactic  acid  will  kill  the  intestinal 
bacteria  which  produce  the  toxins,  which  paralyse  the 
phagocytes  which,  in  their  normally  healthy  condition, 
clear  away  the  waste  piled  up  by  other  microbes  which 
obstructs  the  functions  which  testify  to  our  activity  and 
vigour.    Briefly,  ha  recommends  sour  milk  to  ward  off  old 
age.  I  am  not  sure  how  far  this  theory  has  been  adopted  by- 
physiologists,  but  a  curiously  interesting  confirmation  of  it 
is  contributed  to  last  week's  "  Lancet  "  by  D.  Fraser  Harris, 
M.D.,  of  St.  Andrews.    Dr.  Harris  recalls  the  circumstance 
of  Harvey  presenting  Old  Parr  to  Charles  I.  when  that 
ancient  worthy  was  152  years  of  age  ;  and  he  quotes  Harvey's 
statements  that  Parr's  "ordinary  diet  consisted  of  sub- 
rancid  cheese  and  milk  in  every  form,  coarse  and  hard  bread, 
and  small  drink,  generally  sour  whey."    "  On  this  sorry 
fare,"  he  adds,  "  but  living  in  his  home  free  from  care,  did 
this  poor  man  attain  to  such  length  of  days."  Metchnikoff 
would  no  doubt  correct  this  comment  by  reading  "  suitable  " 
for  "  sorry  "  fare.

Ebitorial  Comments. 


Dental  Descriptions. 

The  decision  of  the  Divisional  Court  of  the  King's  Bench 
in  the  case  of  Barnes  v.  Brown  continues  to  excite  a  good 
deal  of  speculation  in  dental  circles.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  decision  was  to  the  effect  that  a  person  not  regis- 
tered under  the  Dentists  Act  who  advertised  "  Painless  Ex- 
tractions "  implied  that  he  is  a  person  specially  qualified 
to  practise  dentistry,  contrary  to  Section  3  of  the  Act. 
The  Lord  Chief  Justice,  as  we  have  already  reported,  ruled 
that  the  words  in  the  section  "a  description  implying  that 
he  is  a  person  specially  qualified  to  practise  dentistry " 
means  that  the  person  has  a  special  personal  qualification  to 
practise  dentistry.  The  meaning  which  the  counsel  for  the 
appellant  endeavoured  to  put  upon  that  phrase  was  that  no 
offence  is  committed  unless  the  person  implies  that  he  has 
a  special  qualification  given  under  the  provisions  of  the 
statute.  The  distinction  is  important.  Mr.  Justice  Bigham 
went  even  further  than  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  when 
he  said  that  the  expression  "  specially  qualified  "  is  not  used 
in  the  Act  in  any  "narrow  or  technical  sense,  but  in  the 
popular  sense  of  a  person  experienced  in  the  work,"  and, 
further,  that  the  expressions  used  by  the  appellant  Barnes 
in  his  advertisement  "were  intended  to  convey  and  did 
convey  that  he  was  specially  qualified."  His  Lordship 
pointed  out  that  the  appellant  "extracted  teeth,  gave 
advice  free,  and  effected  painless  extractions,"  all  of  which 
he  considered  exercising  special  qualification.  Thus  Mr. 
Justice  Bigham  went  further  than  the  original  contention 
of  the  prosecution,  which  was,  substantially,  that  any 
person  who  advertises  to  extract  teeth  painlessly  must  in  the 
nature  of  things  be  "  specially  qualified,"  and  therefore 
amenable  to  the  Act  if  he  be  not  registered.  It  now  seems 
that  an  effort  may  be  made  to  convert  the  decision  into  a 
ruling  that  no  persons  whatever,  except  those  registered 
under  the  Dentists  Act,  may  intimate  to  the  public  that 
they  perform  dental  operations  of  arjy  kind.   The  "  Journal 
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•of  the  British  Dental  Association,"  in  the  course  of  an 

•editorial  article  on  the  subject,  says  : 

For  a  man  to  announce  "  teeth  extracted  "  is  to  claim 
to  be  specially  qualified  to  do  so.  The  extraction  of  teeth 
is  part  and  parcel  of  the  practice  of  dentistry,  and  must  ever 
remain  so.  He  claims  to  be  specially  qualified  to  practise 
■dentistry ;  nay,  if  he  alleges  that  he  practises  but  a  nart 
and  not  the  whole,  then  he  is  a  specialist  of  specialists. 
.  .  .  As  this  judgment  is  final,  there  being  no  appeal,  and 
■as  it  is  binding  on  all  Courts  of  lesser  degree,  it  would 
be, as  weil  if  those  coming  under  its  terms  should  conform 
-thereto.  Therefore,  although  wo  obviously  cannot  authori- 
tatively speak  on  behalf  of  those  who  direct  our  legal  pro- 
ceedings, it  would  appear  to  follow  that  all  other  terms 
used  by  unregistered  practitioners,  which  can,  in  a  popular 
isense,  be  taken  to  imply  special  qualification,  must  gradually 
be  brought  to  the  test — if  need  be — of  the  High  Court. 

While  we  have  no  sympathy  with  law-breakers,  we  have 
a  strong  objection  to  law-administrators  stretching  their 
statutory  powers,  and  we  consider  that  the  suggestion 
thrown  out  by  our  contemporary  is  decidedly  of  that 
■character.  There  is  nothing  whatever  in  the  Dentists  Act 
to  prevent  any  person  performing  dental  operations  and 
■saying  so,  so  long  as  he  does  not  by  title  or  description 
imply  that  he  is  registered  under  the  Act  or  is"  specially 
qualified  to  practise  dentistry.  The  Court  in  the  present 
case  did  not  discuss  the  term  "  specially  qualified  "  in  rela- 
tion to  "  qualified,"  and  we  venture  to  say  that  if  the 
British  Dental  Association  proceed  against  any  person  who 
•extracts  teeth  and  says  so  in  such  language  as  our  contem- 
porary suggests,  it  will  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
unregistered  practitioners,  including  many  chemists  and 
druggists,  in  getting  this  further  issue  carried  to  the  High 
•Court.  The  report  of  the  Old  Street  case  in  this  issue 
Sends  support  to  our  contention  that  it  is  wrong  to  say  that 
the  use  of  dental  descriptions  ol  any  kind  by  unregistered 
persons  is  an  offence. 


Cinchona  and  Quinine. 

In  our  issue  of  October  24  a  short  review  of  the  present  crisis 
in  the  cinchona-industry  of  Java  was  given,  in  which  men- 
tion was  made  of  the  remedial  measures  proposed  by  the 
veteran  quinologist  Van  Gorkom  and  by  a  prominent 
planter,  Heer  Von  Winning.  The  discussion  on  this  subject 
is  still  proceeding  vigorously  in  Java,  and  the  latest  con- 
tribution is  a  circular  issued  by  Heer  Maurenbrecher  in 
his  capacity  of  President  of  the  Preanger  Cinchona  Syndi- 
cate. Starting  with  the  observations  (1)  that  the  annual 
increase  of  the  world's  population  is  about  2  per  cent., 
>(2)  that  campaigns  against  malaria  are  now  in  regular 
operation  in  many  countries,  and  (3)  that  the  price  of  quinine 
us  so  low  that  the  drug  is  within  the  reach  of  all  classes, 
Heer  Maurenbrecher  asserts  that  there  is  no  real  over- 
production of  bark.  The  quinine  sulphate  equivalents  of  the 
toark  exports  of  Java  were  407,830  kilos.  (14,681,880  oz.)  in 
1905-6,  475.540  kilos.  (17,120,240  oz.)  in  1906-7,  and  502,550 
kilos.  (18,091,800  oz.)  in  1907-8;  while  the  actual  sales  in 
Amsterdam  and  London  in  1906  and  1907  in  the  same 
equivalent  were  521,000  kilos.  (18,756,000  oz.)  and  527,000 
fcilos.  (19,092.000  oz.)  respectively,  which  seems  to  esta- 
blish his  point  clearly.  Heer  Maurenbrecher  is  of  opinion 
it/hat  the  present  difficulty  arises  from  the  marketing  of 
inferior  bark.  In  this  connection  it  is  pointed  out  that  the 
expenses  of  an  estate  fall  into  two  classes  :  (a)  fixed  charges, 
for  administration,  repairs,  upkeep  of  nurseries,  etc.,  and 
(b)  marketing  costs,  including  collection,  transport,  freight, 
warehousing,  commission,  etc.,  and  it  is  on  the  relation 
between  the  latter  and  the  selling-price  that  the  profit  or 
loss  of  an  estate  mainly  depends.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
cost  per  unit  of  marketing  barks  of  different  quinine-con- 
ients  is  as  follows  :

From  these  data  Heer  Maurenbrecher  draws  the  obvious 
deductions  that  under  present  conditions  it  is  certainly 
unremunerative  to  market  bark  yielding  less  than  3  per 
cent.,  and  possibly  also  material  with  less  than  4  per  cent, 
of  quinine,  and  that  if  planters  would  operate  in  this  way 
they  would  at  once  reduce  estate  expenses  and  raise  the 
price  of  bark.  It  remains  to  be  seen  what  owners  of  estates 
less  favourably  situated  than  those  of  the  Preanger  group 
have  to  say  to  this  proposal. 

Turning  to  our  own  market,  we  find  that  the  whole  of  1908 
has  been  characterised  by  an  almost  entire  absence  of  anima- 
tion in  quinine,  and  the  question  is  frequently  asked  as  to 
when  any  improvement  in  the  price  may  be  expected.  For 
many  years  quinine  has  been  a  constant  speculative  medium, 
but  for  several  reasons  it  has  now  lost  its  attractions.  It 
still  remains  an  important  item  in  the  turnover  of  dealers 
and  druggists,  but  the  price  has  fallen  so  low — involving  at 
the  same  time  loss  of  profit — that  it  has  come  to  be  generally 
looked  upon  as  a  hopelessly  unsatisfactory  article.  At  the 
same  time,  the  consumption  varies  very  little  from  year  to 
year,  and  if  the  exceedingly  large  quantities  turned  over  at 
the  Amsterdam  bark-auctions  may  be  taken  as  a  guide,  the 
consumption  is  increasing  steadily.  There  are  three  prin- 
cipal factors  at  the  present  time  which  should  make  for  the 
creation  of  a  healthy  situation,  viz.  : 

1.  The  normal  consumptive  demand  in  Europe. 

2J-The  steady  stream  of  orders  from  India  and  the  East. 

3.  The  fact  that  the  United  States  is  buying  bark  freely. 

These  factors  do  not,  however,  make  the  slightest  impres- 
sion on  the  market,  so  the  causes  must  be  deeper.  No  doubt 
general  trade  conditions  as  they  affect  the  speculator  and 
dealer  play  some  part,  but  there  is  a  growing  consensus  of 
opinion  that  the  key  to  the  position  is  to  be  found  in  new 
circumstances  connected  with  the  alkaloid  rather  than  the 
bark,  all  of  which  is  readily  absorbed  when  offered  at  the 
Amsterdam  auctions.  The  periodical  sales  of  quinine  at 
Amsterdam  and  the  operations  of  the  Java  quinine-factory 
at  Bandong  are  two  comparatively  new  factors  which  are 
worth  attention.  Relatively  it  does  not  appear  that  the 
quinine  auctions  exercise  much  influence  on  the  market. 
The  sales  are  at  regular  or  fairly  regular  intervals,  the 
quantity  offered  is  constant,  and  on  several  occasions  the 
article  appears  to  have  been  withdrawn  unsold,  leaving  the 
total  quantity  disposed  of  by  no  means  heavy.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  operations  of  the  Java  factory  afford  an 
interesting  study,  and  after  looking  carefully  at  its  opera- 
tions as  presented  by  the  annual  report  (published  in  the 
C.  db  D.,  October  31,  p.  699),  it  would  appear  that  it  has 
much  to  do  with  the  present  disappointment  common,  to 
planters  of  bark,  quinine-manufacturers,  dealers  and 
speculators  in  quinine.  Large  quantities  are  produced  (last 
year  it  was  2,211,800  oz.),  but  so  far  as  this  country  is 
concerned  the  imports  are  spasmodic,  the  Dutch  East  Indian 
Government,  the  Italian  Government,  and  the  United  States' 
being  the  chief  buyers.  The  quality  and  colour  of  the 
quinine  have  varied,  and  the  price  has  always  been  on  a  low 
level.  This  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  whereas  B.  &  S. . 
and/or  Brunswick  is  offered  at  7|rf.  in  second-hands,  sellers 
are  met  with  the  statement  that  Java  quinine  can  be  bought 
at  Id.,  and  this  in  spite  of  ,  the  fact  that  in  most  cases 
the  latter  make  does  not  suit  the  trade  of  such  buyers.  The 
result  is  that  prices  of  recognised  brands  are  unnaturally 
depressed  out  of  proportion  to  the  quantity  of  Java  quinine 
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sold.  Another  remarkable  point  is  that  the  quinine-produc- 
tion in  Java  is  understood  to  be  mainly  controlled  by  the 
bark-planters  whose  interest  lies  in  high  bark-units  at  Am- 
sterdam and  high  quinine-prices.  But,  curiously  enough, 
they  are  supporting  a  scheme  diametrically  opposed  to  their 
own  interests,  whereas  if  they  pursued  a  consistent  policy 
by  regulating  the  production  of  bark,  they  would  be  masters 
of  the  situation.  The  attempts  in  this  direction  have  been 
legion,  the  latest  and  somewhat  fantastical  scheme  being 
discussed  in  this  journal  several  weeks  ago..  Originally  the 
Java  factory  was  put  forward  as  a  scheme-  to  assist  the 
planters,  but  some  regard  it  as  the  irony  of  fate  that  its 
erection  should  have  materially  assisted  to  bring  about  the 
present  unsatisfactory  and  uninspiring  outlook.  It  is  con- 
sidered that  no  improvement  can  be  expected  until  the  bark- 
shipments  are  restricted  and  the  Java  production  of  quinine 
stopped  or  the  output  more  carefully  controlled.  Mean- 
while, if  the  shareholders  are  satisfied  with  a  dividend  of 
9  per  cent.,  it: is  difficult  to  see  whose  interests  are  to  suffer 
first  for  the  proposed  ultimate  benefit  of  everybody  con- 
cerned with  bark  or  quinine.  Anybody  who  is  optimistic 
enough  to  operate  for  a  rise  in  quinine  should  not  overlook 
the  fact  that  at  the  end  of  1907  the  Bandong  factory  had  a 
stock  of  50,000  kilos.  (1,750,000  oz.)  of  quinine,  valued  at 
525,000fl.,  which  must  always  be  a  source  of  weakness,  as 
the  factory,  according  to  the  annual  report,  had  an  over- 
draft at  its  bankers  of  260,880fl.  In  order  to  repay  such 
advance  a  forced  sale  of  this  stock  may  have  to  be  reckoned 
with.  All  these  circumstances  naturally  react  upon  the 
prices  paid  this  year  for  bark  at  Amsterdam.  Considering 
that  the  shipments  from  Java  have  declined  by  1,337,000  lb. 
as  compared  with  1907,  the  tendency  at  last  week's  auction 
ought  to  have  been  much  firmer,  but  instead  of  that  bark 
was  sold  at  a  somewhat  lower  price  than  in  the  preceding 
year,  when  shipments  were  much  heavier.  A  few  years  ago 
quinine  was  sold  at  7^d.  and  afterwards  rose  to  Is.  9d., 
and  although  the  latter  figure  is  now  out  of  the  question, 
there  is  an  impression  in  well-informed  quarters  that  quinine 
is  worth  stocking  at  the  present  low  values. 


October  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  returns  for  October  do  not  show  any 
check  to  the  decline  in  our  over-sea  commerce  which  has 
previously  marked  the  year,  both  imports  and  exports  again 
showing  a  heavy  falling-off.  The  decrease  in  imports  last 
month  amounted  to  6,911,178?.,  and  brings  the  total  shrink- 
age to  date  to  46,259,000?.  The  export  figures  are  even 
more  unfavourable,  the  falling-off  last  month  amounting  to 
5,312, 0001. ,  while  for  the  year  to  date  the  diminution 
amounts  to  38,930,000?.  The  only  favourable  feature  in  the 
totals  last  month  is  a  small  increase  of  208,000?.  in  the 
transhipment  business.  Looking  at  the  import  details,  we 
find  that  about  half  of  the  decrease,  3,243,000?.,  occurred  in 
raw  materials,  of  which  raw  cotton  alone  contributed 
1,144,000?.,  this  decline  being,  of  course,  largely  attributable 
to  the  strike  in  the  spinning-industry,  now  happily  ter- 
minated. Wool  is  also  down  by  292,000?.,  and  other  textile 
materials  by  327,000?.,  which  facts  indicate  that  manufac- 
turers are  limiting  supplies  to  current  requirements.  Food, 
drink,  and  tobacco  declined  by  2,317,000?.,  grain  being 
1,850,000?.  less.  Foreign  manufactured  goods  dropped  by 
1,364,000?.,  the  shrinkage  being  an  all-round  one,  and  in- 
cluding 223,468?.  less  of  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes  and  colours, 
imports  of  which  were  856,000?.  only.  The  heaviest  falling- 
off  was  in  miscellaneous  chemicals,  63,564?. ;  painters' 
colours  and  pigments,  63,000?.;  aniline  and  naphthalene 
dye-stuffs,  40,818?.  ;  followed  by  lesser  amounts  in  borax 


compounds,  alizarine,  glycerin,  soda  compounds,  etc. 
Slight  improvements  are  indicated  in  saltpetre,  muriate  of. 
ammonia,  quinine  (16,592  oz.,  or  282?.),  synthetic  indigo- 
(4,796?.),  and  certain  tanning  substances.  Of  the  shrinkage 
of  5,312,000?.  in  exports,  the  large  sum  of  4,705,500?.  was 
in  manufactured  goods,  the  decline  being  spread  over  prac- 
tically every  article  in  the  schedule.  The  chief  loss  was- 
in  cotton  textiles,  2,119,300?.,-  due,  of  course,  to  the  lock- 
out. In  iron  and  steel  there  was  a  big  drop  of  918,700?., 
and  one  of  368,000?.  in  electrical  goods.  Compared  with 
these  the  decline  of  a  mere  55,300?.  in  chemicals,  etc.,  is  but 
small,  pointing  to  the  fact  that  this  branch  of  commerce- 
is  not  so  seriously  depressed  as  the  foregoing,  especially 
when  it  is  seen  that  the  October  figures  are  90,641?.  better; 
than  in  1906.  The  total  turnover  in  the  chemical  group  last 
month  was  1,424,079?.,  the  main  features  of  the  trading, 
being  the  falling-off  in  soda  compounds  by  42,600?.,  one  of, 
15,000?.  in  painters'  colours,  and  one  of  10,470?.  in  dye-stuffs.. 
On  the  other  side  there  were  improvements  in  copper  sul- 
phate (16,751?.),  miscellaneous  chemicals  (27,210?.  ^  sul- 
phuric acid  (1,708?.),  and  tartaric  acid  (1,293?.)  On  the- 
ten  months'  trading  there  is  a  turnover  of  13,735,000?., 
which  is  702,681?.  less  than -last  year,  but  847,200?.  more 
than  in  1906,  which  is  a  more  normal  period.  Medicines-, 
have  declined  by  191,862?.  on  a  total  of  1,276,523?. ;  but 
quinine  has  done  badly  this  year,  exports  of  British  make- 
being  609,234  oz.,  or  about  320,000  oz.  less,  and  the  low 
price  at  which  this  has  been  sold  is  reflected  in  the  value 
of  the  ten  months'  exports,  27,779?.,  or  15,762?.  less.  Ex- 
ports of  foreign  quinine  were  69,839  oz.,  representing., 
2,569?.,  as  compared  with  the  abnormal  exports  of 
312,945  oz.,  or  11,309?.,  last  year. 


The  Amalgamation 

of  certain  wholesale  drug-houses  which  is  being  spoken- 
about  on  'Change  and  elsewhere  just  now  is  not  quite  ripe- 
for  publicity,  but  a  full  statement  in  regard  to  the  matter 
will  be  issued  in  a  few  days.  When  historic  names  andi 
modern  enterprise  come  into  juxtaposition  there  is, 
naturally,  efflorescence  of  interest,  while  exaggeration  of 
the  extent  and  purpose  is  (as  in  current  rumour)  not 
unusual.  The  project  may  be  regarded  as  a  materialisa- 
tion of  a  Proctorian  principle  on  a  larger  scale  than  the- 
Newcastle  pharmacist  contemplated. 

Chemical  Trades  and  the  New  Patent  Act. 

At  the  present  moment  a  company  is  in  process  of 
formation,  principally  by  foreign  manufacturers,  to  take- 
action  and  protect  patents  which  may  be  attacked  by 
British  manufacturers  asking  for  the  revocation  of  the- 
same  under  Section  27  of  the  Act.  An  English  company 
under  the  name  of  Steele,  Lockhart  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  has  also- 
been  registered  with  an  influential  board  of  directors,  and- 
a  large  capital,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  several  works- 
and  manufacturing  patented  articles  affected  by  this 
section  of  the  Act.  It  is  estimated  by  the  Patent  Office- 
that  there  are  some  30,000  exising  British  patents  held' 
by  foreigners.  At  this  early  stage  it  is,  of  course,  im- 
possible to  say  how  many  firms  out  of  this  number  will 
erect  works  in  this  country,  but  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  number  will  be  large.  Patent  rights 
in  the  United  Kingdom  which  are  held  by  foreigners 
expire  almost  daily,  the  time  limit  in  the  Act  being  "  four 
years  from  the  date  of  a  patent,  and  not  less  than  one- 
year  after  the  passing  of  the  Act,"  so  that  unless  ar- 
rangements are  made  to  manufacture  in  this  country 
patents  rights  must  inevitably  lapse.  We  learn  further 
that  applications  are  at  the  present  time  before  the  Patent 
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■Office  for  the  revocation  of  some  eight  patents  which  are 
now  held  by  foreigners.  Some  time  must  elapse  before 
any  decision  on  these  matters  can  be  arrived  at,  but  the 
public  will  watch  further  developments  with  no  small 
amount  of  interest.  Several  large  German  and  American 
•firms  are  at  the  present  moment  negotiating  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  factory  property  in  England,  among  the  industries 
represented  being  the  chemical  trades,  iron  and  steel 
foundries,  and  the  engineering  trades.  Experts  incline  to 
the  belief  that  results  of  a  highly  beneficial  character  will 
be  very  forcibly  noticed  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  a  result 
■of  the  passing  of  the  Act. 


Squire's  "Companion. 


WE  have  had  so  many  inquiries  recently  regarding  the 
date  of  publication  of  the  new  edition  of  Squire's 
*'  Companion  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia"  that  excep- 
tional interest  appears  to  attach  to  the  book,  and  a  C.  <Ss  D. 
representative  accordingly  interviewed  Mr.  P.  W.  Squire 
•on  the  subject.  Mr.  Squire  frankly  confessed  that  there 
has  been  delay.  Two  years  ago  the  first  "copy"  for  the 
new  book  was  sent  to  the  printers,  and  Mr.  Squire  quite 
■expected  that  the  whole  would  be  ready  a  year  ago  ;  but 
the  interest  grew,  and  the  work  increased,  so  that  with  one 
thing  and  another  it  has  not  been  possible  to  get  the  complete 
work  out  before  this  month.  The  last  cause  of  the  delay 
was  the  new  edition  of  the  French  Codex,  which,  as  all  the 
world  knows,  was  not  obtainable  until  September ;  yet 
•every  item  in  that  work,  which  is  of  importance  to  British 
pharmacists,  has  been  dealt  with  in  the  new  "  Companion," 
including  the  special  tests,  and  the  standardisation  pro- 
■cesses. 

For  four  years  Mr.  Squire  has  been  working  on  the  book, 
with  Mr.  Charles  M  Caines  and  a  staff  of  analytical 
•chemists  and  pharmacists  to  check  factors  and  experi- 
mentally examine  every  new  process  or  test  embodied  in 
it.  This  systematic  research  will  be  particularly  observ- 
able in  the  "  test  "  parts  of  the  "  Companion."  Hitherto 
these  have  been  confined  to  examination  of  the  B.P.  para- 
graphs ;  but  now,  Mr.  Squire  tells  us,  his  "test"  mono- 
graphs are  a  comparison  of  the  B.P.,  U.S. P.,  and  P.O. 
standards  for  chemical  products — not  a  mere  collation  of 
these,  but  a  commentary  written  in  the  light  of  published 
criticism,  as  well  as  the  experimental  work  done  in  his 
laboratories.  An  endeavour  has,  in  short,  been  made  to 
meet  the  desire  of  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  others 
interested  in  the  purity  of  medicinal  chemicals,  by  pro- 
viding them  with  accurate  data  for  commercial  products, 
along  with  expositions  of  where  official  tests  fail  or  are 
beyond  what  may  reasonably  be  expected.  It  is  this 
section  of  the  book  which  is  chiefly  responsible  for  the 
delay  in  publication,  but  the  glance  which  our  representa- 
tive had  of  the  proof-sheets  sufficed  to  show  that  all  other 
sections  reflect  much  painstaking  work,  and  it  will  be 
virtually  a  new  book,  unequalled  in  the  English  language 
for  its  treatment  of  practical  pharmacy,  pharmaceutical 
chemistry,  prescribing,  and  therapeutics. 

We  understand  that  the  therapeutic  notes  have  been  over- 
hauled by  Dr.  Taylor  Grant,  the  prescribing  notes  have 
•been  revised  and  much  enlarged  by  Mr.  Squire,  and  the 
descrintive  notes  of  organic  materia  medica  have  been 
specially  written  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes.  The  portion  of 
the.  book  relating  to  non-official  preparations  has  been  very 
much  enlarged,  and  includes  many  synthetic  and  other 
products  which  have  been  introduced  during  the  past  four 
years.  The  formulary  part  has  been  much  enriched,  and 
as  other  practical  information  needed  every  day  by  retail 
chemists  is  also  extended,  the  "  Comoanion  "  will  con- 
tinue to  be  as  useful  to  them  as  it  has  been  since  Mr.  Peter 
■Squire  first  published  it  in  1864.  We  understand  that  the 
new  edition  contains  nearly  1,500  pages,  and  it  will  be  pub- 
lished at  14*.  net ;  but  chemists  will  obtain  one  copy  at 
12s.  6d.  net  through  any  wholesale  or  sundries  house.  The 
edition  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  binders,  and  we  hope  to 
review  it  in  due  course. 


Review. 


Handbuch  dnr  Pharmukognosie  (Handbook  of  Pharmarog. 
nosxj).  By  A.  Tschirch,  Ph.D.,  M.D..  Professor  of 
Pharmacognosy  and  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry  and 
Director  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Institute  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Bern.  With  numerous  illustrations  in  the  text 
and  in  the  form  of  plates,  as  also  several  maps.  Parts 
1 — 3.  Price  2m.  each.  (Leipzig,  1908  :  Chr.  Herm. 
Tauchnitz.) 

This  exceedingly  comprehensive  and  richly  illustrated 
work,  which  is  in  quarto  form,  is  designed  to  appear  in 
about  thirty  parts,  and  the  first  six  of  these  have 
recently  been  issued.  The  motive  by  which  the 
author  has  been  guided  in  its  production  was  a 
recognition  of  the  fact  that,  while  there  is  no  lack  of 
text-book's  of  pharmacognosy,  especially  such  as  have  a 
botanical  foundation,  there  has  still  existed  the  need  of  a 
modern  illustrated  handbook  of  pharmacognosy  in  which 
the  botanical  and  chemical  characters,  technical  applica- 
tions, and  geographical  distribution  of  drugs,  as  well  as  the 
historical  facts  associated  with  them,  are  adequately  con- 
sidered. In  connection  with  these  features  it  is  also  in- 
tended to  include  an  account  of  the  cultivation  of  medicinal 
plants,  the  methods  by  which  they  are  collected  or  subse- 
quently treated,  and  the  routes  by  which  crude  drugs  are 
brought  into  the  market,  together  with  their  commercial 
varieties,  forms  of  packing,  etc.  For  the  purpose  of  gaining 
accurate  information  on  these  points,  many  of  the  ports 
of  entry  and  important  drug-centres  in  Europe  have  been 
visited  by  the  author,  who  some  time  ago  also  spent  a  year 
in  India  in  order  to  study  the  native  medicinal  and  useful 
plants  at  the  places  of  their  production.  With  all  of  these 
subjects  there  has  been  a  critical  consideration  of  the 
available  literature,  including  that  of  ancient  times.  The 
plan  adopted  for  the  work  is  in  conformity  with  the 
method  adopted  by  the  author  in  his  teaching  of  the  sub- 
ject, and  is  based  upon  his  conviction  that  pharmacognosy 
is  not  to  be  regarded  simply  as  a  branch  or  appendage  of 
botany,  but  as  an  independent  science,  of  which,  however, 
chemistry,  especially  physiological  and  pharmaco-chemistry, 
is  in  a  very  high  degree  an  auxiliary,  and  to  which  a 
knowledge  of  different  lands  and  their  languages,  history, 
and  the  geography  of  commerce  contribute  their  less  im- 
portant part.  It  is  shown  that  many  problems  in  pharma- 
cognosy are  capable  of  being  solved  by  experimental 
methods,  and  that  particularly  by  the  introduction  of 
pharmaco-physiology  it  acquires  greater  depth,  and  be- 
comes elevated  from  a  purely  descriptive  to  an  experi- 
mental branch  of  natural  science.  The  importance  of 
applied  pharmacognosy  has  naturally  not  been  overlooked 
in  this  work,  and  to  such  subjects  as  adulteration,  tests 
for  identity  and  purity,  the  quantitative  determination 
of  active  constituents,  and  the  preservation  of  drugs,  it  is 
proposed  to  devote  a  due  share  of  attention.  In  this 
manner  the  author  gives  an  exposition  of  the  many 
branches  of  learning  with  which  pharmacognosy  is  so  inti- 
mately associated,  and  endeavours  to  show  how  a  knowledge 
of  drugs  is  capable  of  being  expanded  into  what  may 
properly  be  termed  a  science. 

Since  the  production  of  the  classical  work  "  Pharma- 
cographia,"  by  Fliickiger  and  Hanbury,  the  second  and 
last  edition  of  which  was  issued  in  1E79,  or  the  revision 
of  Fliickiger's  "  Pharmakognosie  des  Pflanzenreiches  "  in 
1891,  no  one  until  the  present  time  has  undertaken  to 
present  th3  subject  of  pharmacognosy  on  similar  lines,  and 
with  consideration  of  the  great  advances  which  have  been 
made  in  all  the  related  branches  of  science  in  the  interven- 
ing years.  If,  however,  the  extent  of  labour  and  special 
investigation  involved  in  such  a  task,  and,  by  no  mean? 
least  of  all,  the  rare  personal  qualifications  and  facilities 
for  its  execution,  be  considered,  the  reason  for  tho 
deficiency  which  has  so  long  existed  in  this  department 
of  literary  effort  is  obvious.  The  work  to  which  Professor 
Tschirch  is  now  so  assiduously  and  successfully  devoting 
himself,  and  for  which  many  years  of  active  preparation 
have  been  required,  is  therefore  one  which  merits  an 
expression  of  the  highest  commendation.  The  evident 
thoroughness  with  which  the  work  is  being  executed  in  all 
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its  details  will  render  it,  when  completed,  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  pharmacist  and  pharmaceutical  student,  while 
the  variety  and  extent  of  information  it  affords  will  doubt- 
less be  none  the  less  appreciated  by  professional  chemists, 
and,  in  fact,  by  all  who  are  interested  in  medicinal  or 
technical  drugs.  That  a  critical  inspection  of  a  work  of 
this  magiitjde  will  disclose  some  errors,  typographical  or 
otherwise,  is  quite  to  be  expected,  although  the  number  of 
these  appeavs  thus  far  to  be  relatively  few.  One  slight 
lapse  of  this  character  has  been  observed  on  page  82  (fig.  70), 
where  Mitcham  (U.S.A.)  should  evidently  read  Mitcham 
(England).  One  of  the  prominent  features  of  this  Handbook 
which  cannot  fail  to  impart  to  the  study  of  the  subject  a 
special  attractiveness,  and  which  will  certainly  enhance  its 
educational  value,  is  the  very  large  number  of  illustrations 
with  which  it  is  embellished.  Many  of  these  are  repro- 
ductions of  photographs  taken  by  the  author  during  his 
travels  in  foreign  lands,  while  others  have  been  judiciously 
selected  by.  him,  and  by  their  variety  and  general  excellence 
they  afford  object-lessons  which,  for  the  most  part,  are 
quite  unique  in  professional  literature.  The  appearance 
of  the  succeeding  numbers  of  this  admirable  work  will 
be  anticipated  with  great  interest. — F.  B.  Power.

Burn. — At  13  Hoveden  Road,  Cricklewood,  on  Novem- 
ber 4,  Mr.  Henry  Burn,  chemist  and  druggist,  late  of 
45  Upper  Marylebone  Street  and  7  Gresham  Street,  E.C.7 
aged  sixty-one.  Mr.  Burn  had  been  an  invalid  for  some- 
years,  and  died  of  heart-failure.  He  served  his  appren- 
ticeship with  the .  late  Mr.  Newbigin,  of  Alnwick,  and 
afterwards  came  to  London,  joining  the  staff  of  Messrs.

Harland. — At  Hale,  Cheshire,  on  November  8,  Mr. 
Richard  Thomas  Harland,  chemist  and  druggist.  Mr.  Har- 
land had  for  twenty-eight  years 
been  on  the  staff  of  Messrs. 
S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Aiders- 
gate  Street,  London,  E.C, 
having  joined  it  in  February 
1880.  He  was  over  sixty  years 
old.  Up  to  that  time  he  had 
been  in  the  retail  business, 
having  passed  the  Modified 
examination  in  October  1870. 
He  had  Continental  experi- 
ence in  Geneva,  and  was  a  good 
all-round  pharmacist.  On  join- 
ing Messrs.  Maw's  staff,  he 
took  up  the  journey  in  Scotland 
snd  the  North  of  England  pre- 
viously covered  by  the  late  Mr. 
Dodwell.  He  was  a  man  of  charming  personality,  and! 
although  he  had  a  difficult  task  in  following  one  of  the- 
most  popular  travellers  of  his  generation,  Mr.  Harlandi 
quickly  became  a  friend  of  all  with  whom  he  did  business, 
and  maintained  the  excellent  connection  of  his  house.  Ire 
1892  he  undertook  a  successful  journey  to  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  for  Messrs.  Maw,  and  resumed  his  old  ground 
on  his  return.  Mr.  Harland's  death  was  due  to  an  apo- 
plectic seizure  which  he  had  early  on  Sunday  morning, 
and  from  which  he  never  recovered.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  son  and  three  daughters.  The  funeral  took  place  at 
Hale  Cemetery,  Altrincham,  on  November  10,  when  Messrs. 
S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons  were  represented  by  Messrs.  A.  F. 
Porter,  Kenington,  Paddon,  and  Cooke-Jones. 

Pitman. — At  Cranbrook,  Enfield,  London,  N.,  on  Novem- 
ber 6,  Sir  Henry  Alfred  Pitman,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  aged 
one  hundred.  Sir  Henry  was  from  1858— the  year  of  the 
passing  of  the  Medical  Act— to  1889  Registrar  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians,  and  part  of  the  time  represented  the 
College  on  the  General  Medical  Council.  He  was  knighted 
in  1883  in  consideration  of  his  labours  in  the  cause  of 
medical  education.  Sir  Henry  attained  his  one-hundredth 
birthday  on  July  1,  on  which  occasion  he  received  a  con- 
gratulatory telegram  from  the  King. 

Weaver.— At  Wolverhampton  on  November  2,  Mr. 
Alfred  Crowther  Weaver,  chemist,  46  Dudley  Road, 
Wolverhampton,  aged  sixty-five.  Mr.  Weaver  had  been 
in  business  before  the  1868  Act,  and  was  Treasurer  of  the- 
Wolverhampton  and  District  Chemists'  Association.  The 
funeral,  which  took  place  at  Sedgley  cemetery  on  Novem- 
ber 6,  was  very  largely  attended,  Mr.  Weaver  having  been 
one  of  the  most  respected  townsmen.

Townsend. — The  death  of  Alderman  Charles  Townsend, 
J. P.,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Messrs.  Ferris  &  Co.,  Ltd., 

wholesale  and  export 
•  druggists,  Bristol, 

S  which  was  briefly  re- 

corded in  our  last  issue, 
closed    an  interesting 
and  useful  life.  Mr. 
Townsend  was  the  son 
of    Mr.    John  Henry 
Townsend,    and  the 
grandson      of  John 
Townsend,  who  in  the 
early    part    of  last 
century  was  the  pro- 
prietor of   the  Bush 
Inn,      Corn  Street, 
Bristol,  one  of  the  most 
famous  inns  in  the  West 
of    England,  immor- 
talised    by  Charles 
Dickens  in  "  Pickwick 
Papers."     John  Henry 
Townsend  was  in  business  in  Birmingham  when  his  son 
Charles  was  born  at  Edgbaston,  on  June  6,  1832.  He 
then  moved  to  Leeds,  and  finally  returned  to  his  native 
town,   Bristol,   when   he  got  a  position   with  Messrs. 
Ferris  &  Score,  chemists  and  druggists,  Union  Street, 
in  which  he  became  a  partner.    There  his  son  Charles, 
after  completing  his  education  at  a  private  school  in 
Bristol,  entered  as  an  apprentice.    After  the  rounds  of  the 
Union  Street  house  he  was  put  on  the  road  as  traveller  in 
the  West  of  England  and  South  Wales,  then  returned  to  take 
the  management  of  the  wholesale  and  export  department  of 
the  firm.    On  the  retirement  of  Mr.  T.  G.  Lamotte  on 
January  1,  1864,  he  was  admitted  a  partner,  the  seniors  then 
being  his  father  and  Mr.  Charles  Boorne.  Mr.  John  Boucher 
joined  the  firm  in  1868,  and  Mr.  Charles  Boorne  retired  in 
1879,  Mr.  Townsend  becoming  the  senior  partner.    On  the 
formation  of  the  business  into  a  limited  company  Mr. 
Townsend  became  chairman,  and  retained  that  position  until 
the  day  of  his  death.   Besides  attending  to  business  claims 
Mr.  Townsend  found  time  in  the  course  of  a  long  and  suc- 
cessful career  to  take  an  important  share  of  public  work. 
He  was  Bristol's  "  grand  old  man,"  and  as  long  as  he  was 
spared  health  and  strength  he  continued  that  public  service 
for  the  city  which  he  had  devotedly  rendered  for  many 
years.  Early  in  the  'seventies  of  last  century  Mr.  Townsend 
was  elected  to  the  Bristol  City  Council,  on  which  for  twenty 
years  he  did  splendid  work.    From  his  youth  he  had  been 
an  ardent  worker  in  the  Liberal  cause,  and  while  he  was 
on  the  City  Council  he  became  the  leader  of  the  Liberal 
party.     At  the  General  Election  in  1892  he  was  Liberal 
candidate  for  Bristol  North,  his  opponent  being  his  per- 
sonal friend,  Mr.  Lewis  Fry,  whom  he  defeated  by  a 
majority  of  345,  polling  4,409  votes.     Mr.  Townsend  was 
the  first  chemist  and  druggist  actually  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness to  be  elected  to  Parliament  since  the  time  when  Mr. 
Jacob  Bell  represented  St.  Albans  in  1850.    He  remained 
at  St.  Stephen's  until  1895,  when  Mr.  Lewis  Fry  gained  the 
seat.    While  in  Parliament  Mr.  Townsend  had  little  oppor- 
tunity of  doing  anything  for  pharmacy,  but  he  was  always 
most  courteous  to  representatives  of  the  craft  and  willing  to 
help  them.     In  1859  Mr.  Townsend  married  Anna  Maria, 
daughter  of  Mr.  Adam  Holden,  sugar  refiner,  Bristol,  and 
of  their  family  two  sons  (Messrs.  H.  H.  and  C.  K.  Towns- 
end)  are  associated  with  the  firm  of  Ferris  &  Co.  The 
funeral  of  Mr.  Townsend  took  place  on  Monday,  when, 
besides  the  members  of  his  family  and  relatives,  there  were 
present  Mr.  W.  P.  Byles,  M.P.,  Sir  W.  Howell  Davies, 
M.P.,  Sir  Herbert  Ashman,  Messrs.  C.  E.  Boucher  and 
J.  M.  Boucher  (of  Messrs.  Ferris  &  Co.),  the  outgoing  Lord 
Mayor  (Sir  E.  B.  James),  the  present  Lord  Mayor  of 
Bristol,  the  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  em- 
ployes of  Ferris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  who  have  been  for  twenty- 


five  years  and  over  in  the  business,  including  Messrs.  Ash- 
mead,  Alvis,  Bowman,  J.  Bennett,  Crook,  Hodge,  Kent, 
Kerslake,  H.  King,  Langridge,  Light,  Nowell,  Pascoe,  J. 
Rayson,  Rendell,  Watson,  Williams,  Wood,  Miss  Horrell, 
Miss  Sage,  etc.  Messrs.  G.  W.  Isaac  and  W.  Pitchford, 
representing  the  pharmaceutical  body,  and  the  Right  Hon. 
Lewis  Fry  attended  to  pay  tribute  to  his  old  personal  friend 
and  political  opponent.  The  interment  was  at  Arms's  Vale 
Cemetery.

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

OF  the  nine  poisonings  which  we  record  this  week  all  but 
one  are  due  to  scheduled  poisons.  The  unscheduled 
poison  is  an  unusual  one  to  cause  death — quinine  sulphate. 
The  young  woman,  named  Farnden,  at  Kensington,  who  used 
the  quinine,  took  a  large  dose  in  port  wine  with,  it  was 
thought,  the  idea  of  procuring  abortion.  The  quinine 
brought  on  coma,  which  resulted  in  death,  but  according  to 
the  medical  evidence  abortion  had  not  taken  place.  Cases 
have  previously  been  recorded,  said  Dr.  Freyberger,  where 
a  large  quantity  of  quinine  has  caused  death. — Potassium 
cyanide  was  used  as  the  lethal  agent  by  John  A.  F.  Doyle 
(54),  Brighton,  and  James  Myers  (63),  Chorlton-on-Med- 
lock.  Doyle  had  purchased  2  oz.  of  potassium  cyanide  from 
Messrs.  Savage  &  Co.,  chemists,  109  St.  James's  Street, 
Brighton,  stating  it  was  for  use  in  photography.  The 
poison-book  was  signed  in  the  usual  way.  In  the  case  of 
Myers  he  had  used  the  cyanide  in  his  business  as  a  working 
jeweller. — Prussic  acid  was  taken  with  fatal  effects  by 
Stuart  H.  Simpson  in  Richmond  Park.  He  was  an  official  of 
the  Chelsea  Guardians,  and  had  been  detected  and  suspended 
for  irregular  entries  in  his  books. — Theophilus  W.  Williams, 
ex-Mayor  of  Lewisham,  whose  financial  affairs  were  before 
the  Courts,  poisoned  himself  with  an  overdose  of  morphine, 
administered  hypodermically  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
sleep. — Emma  Netherstreet,  Sidcup,  took  oxalic  acid 
because  she  was  piqued  at  being  reprimanded  at  the 
Children's  Home  where  she  was  employed  as  a  nursemaid. — 
William  Jones,  a  Hanmer  farmer,  committed  suicide  with 
laudanum. — Lawrence  Leicester  Umblaby,  a  chemist's 
assistant,  Ramsgate,  injected  half  a  drachm  of  cocaine 
hydrochloride  under  his  skin,  and  was  found  dead  next 
morning  by  his  sister.  It  was  stated  at  the  inquest  that 
Umblaby  had  a  slight  nervous  impediment  in  his  speech, 
and  this  had  led  to  his  losing  his  situation  in  London.  He 
left  behind  him  a  pathetic  letter  to  his  relatives  and  sweet- 
heart.— A  ship's  surgeon,  named  Alfred  Marshall  Gloag, 
died  on  board  an  Allan  liner  at  Glasgow  from  an  overdose 
of  chloral  hydrate  and  bromide. 


Practical  Notes  and  Formulae. 


Linimentum  Ammonias. 

Mr.  Otto  Ratjbenheimer,  Ph.G.,  at  the  recent  meeting  of 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  reported  upon 
a  series  of  experiments  he  had  made  with  various  oils  with 
a  view  to  producing  an  ammonia  liniment  which  would  be 
easily  made  and  preserve  its  fluidity.  The  subject  is  not  a 
new  one,  but  Mr.  Raubenheimer  experimented  with  every 
likely  oil  and  thoroughly  investigated  the  literature  of 
linimentum  ammonia?.  The  formula  which  the  author 
finally  adopted  was  the  following  : 

Sesame  oil    3  parts  by  weight 

Solution  of  ammonia   1  part  by  weight 

Shake  together. 

It  is  claimed  for  the  above  that  (1)  it  is  prepared  "quick 
and  easily  " ;  (2)  it  contains  only  two  ingredients ;  (3)  it  is 
snow-white  ;  (4)  it  is  homogeneous,  and  does  not  separate 
into  two  layers;  (5)  it  has  the  proper  creamy  consistence, 
not  too  thick  and  not  too  thin;  (6)  it  is  permanent,  and 
will  not  thicken  by  age. 

Toilet-jelly. 

Gelatin  ...    2  dr. 

Glycerite  of  starch   lot. 

Boric  acid     30  grains 

Dist.  witch-hazel  extract   9oz. 

Orange-flower  water         ...       ...    1  oz. 

Carbolic  acid  20  drops 

Oil  of  neroli  25  drops 

Soak  the  gelatin  in  1  oz.  of  distilled  extract  of  witch-hazel, 
add  the  glycerite  of  starch  and  the  boric  acid  dissolved  in  the 
remainder  of  the  witch-haze]  extract,  heating  until  the  gelatin 
is  dissolved  ;  finally  add  the  remaining  ingredients.  Put  up  in 
collapsible  tubes.

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Optical  Observations. 

By  a  Chemist- Optician, 


"  Avoid  Chemists." 

A  few  weeks  ago  I  mentioned  a  card  of  instructions 
issued  by  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Metropoli- 
tan Borough  of  Marylebone  in  respect  to- the  care  of 
children's  eyes,  and  I  have 'now  come  across  another  of  these 
warnings.  This  time  the  card  is  headed  "London  County 
Council,"  underneath  is  a-. space  to  be  filled  up  with  the 
child's  name,  and  then  follows  a  notice  to  the  effect  that  the 
sight  requires  the  aid  of  glasses  and  if  not  seen  to  imme- 
diately the  consequences  might  be  disastrous.  On  .  the 
reverse  of  the  card  is  a  special  warning  to  the  parents  not 
to  go  to  any  chemist,  certified  optician,  toyTdealer,  &.c, 
but  only  to  see  a  qualified  medical  practitioner.  As  far 
as  I  could  ascertain,  the  child's  visual  acuity  had  been 
tested  with  the  letters  by  the  ordinary  school  teacher,  who 
gave  a  card  to  all  those  who  could  not  read  {?  and  I 
rather  wondered  what  happened  in  the  case  of  a  hyperme- 
trope  who  was  able  to  read  the  desired  line,  and  yet  accord- 
ing to  the  poor  chemist's  and  certified  optician's  ignorant 
ideas  required  glasses  as  much  as  those  who  could  not  do 
so.  And  does  the  medical  man  in:  these  .cases  supply  the 
patient  with  glasses,  case,  etc.,  in  the  same  way  that  he 
supplies  mixtures  and  pills,  and  in  some  districts  lint, 
enemas,  and  other  sundries.  Perhaps  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson, 
Chairman  of  the  London  County  Council,  will  see  to  it 
that  his  fellow  chemists  are  no  longer  subjected  to  such 
insulting  notices  ? 

Company-Opticians. 

This  leads  up  to  another  subject  which  affects  chemist- 
opticians  very  closely.  It  used  to  be  a  consolation  that  how- 
ever great  a  thorn  in  the  flesh  company -trading  is  to  the 
qualified  chemist  in  a  small  way  of  business,  optics  at  least 
is  a  side-line  which  is  left  alone  by  the  stores.  Alas,  this 
consolation  has  gone,  for  I  see  that  some  of  the  company- 
shops  are  now  making  window-shows  of  optical  goods.  The 
first  place  in  which  I  noticed  this  was  in  a  large  town  in 
the  Eastern  Counties,  which  is  rather  a  stronghold  of 
chemist-opticians,  and  some  of  the  London  stores  are  now 
following  suit.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  prices  of  gold- 
filled  frames  and  the  like  will  be  cut  like  dispensing  prices 
have  been,  but  I  am  sadly  expecting  the  customer  who  can 
get  them  for  so  much  less  at  the  stores.  In  connection 
with  this  I  might  remind  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians, 
with  its  steadily  increasing  list  of  members,  that  something 
might  be  done  in  the  question  of  a  standard  price-list. 

The  Importance  of  the  Window. 

Where  the  company-trader  gets  a  very  large  pull  over 
the  individual  is  in  the  matter  of  window  display;  this  is 
a  point  which  receives  a  good  deal  more  consideration  now 
than  formerly,  but  there  is  still  plenty  of  room  for 
improvement.  In  dressing  a  window  with  optical  goods, 
do  not  try  to  fill  it  as  full  as  possible ;  the  result 
generally  is  such  a  heterogeneous  mixture,  that  the  eye 
does  not  settle  on  any  article  definitely,  and  the  atten- 
tion of  the  passer-by  is  not  arrested.  Rather  make 
a  good  bold  show  of  a  particular  line,  even  if  the  rest 
of  the  display  is  subservient  to  it,  as  once  a  man  stops 
to  look,  it  is  very  probable  he  will  then  examine  the 
rest  of  the  window.  Above  all  things  mark  the  price  plainly 
on  each  article ;  many  prospective  customers  are  lost  because 
they  do  not  see  the  price,  and  having  no  idea  that  smart 
pince-nez  are  so  reasonable  in  price,  put  off  their  purchase — 
perhaps  for  years.  Do  not  attempt  to  make  a  big  show 
of  frames,  gold-filled  or  otherwise,  as  it  spoils  them  for 
selling  purposes,  but  be  content  with  one  or  two  of  each 
variety,  with  good  descriptive  show-cards  to  back  them  up. 
One  of  the  automatic  revolving  astigmatic  cards  is  always 
sure  to  attract  attention,  as  are  also  the  model  figures  with 
illuminated  eyes.  Keep  the  window  clean  ;  nothing  looks 
worse  than  the  collection  of  dead  flies  and  dust  which  so 
frequently  accumulates,  and  from  which  people  are  apt  to 
judge  the  business-methods  of  the  proprietor  of  the  phar- 
macy.

EVENING  MEETING. 

THE  Lecture-theatre  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C., 
was  comfortably  filled  on  Tuesday  evening,  Novem- 
ber 10,  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  evening  meeting  of  the 
session.  "What  we  Owe  to  Pasteur  "  was  the  title  of  a 
lecture  given  by  Dr.  H.  Macnaughton  Jones.  The  chair 
was  occupied  by  Mr.  Harrington,  Vice-President  of  the 
Society,  and  among  the  hundred  or  so  present  were  Mr. 
T.  H.  W.  Idris,  M.P.,  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen,  Mr.  Edmund  White, 
Professor  Greenish,  Mr.  J.  W.  Douglas,  Mr.  W.  E.  Miller, 
Dr.  W.  H.  Martindale,  Mr.  R.  Bennett,  Mr.  H.  Finnemore, 
Mr.  A.  G..C.  Paterson,  Mr.  H.  Deane,  Mr.  J.  O.  Braith- 
waite,  Mr.  H.  W.  Harvey,  Mr.  C.  Gilling,  Mr.  W.  Brown, 
Mr.  C.  T.  Allen,  Mr.  W..J..U.  Woolcock,  Mr.  H.  W.  Gadd, 
Mr.  C.  H.  Warner,  and  many  ladies. 

The  Chairman,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  remarked 
that  the  evening  meetings  had  been  very  well  attended  last 
session.  It  was  always  very  encouraging  to  the  lecturers 
to  have  a  good  audience  before  them.  The  first  part  of 
the  meeting  would  be  devoted  to  the  hearing  of  an  explana- 
tion of  the  aloe-plant  by  Professor  Greenish.  After  this 
the  audience  would  have  an  intellectual  treat  from  Dr. 
Macnaughton  Jones,  a  gentleman  who  was  always  spoken 
of  with  the  highest  honour. 

Cape  Aloes. 

Professor  Greenish  then  submitted  several  excellent 
specimens  of  the  South  African  Aloe  ferox,  from  which, 
he  explained,  Cape  aloes  is  derived.  He  had  the  good 
fortune  a  few  weeks  ago,  he  said,  to  come  into  possession 
of  about  half  a  dozen  of  the  plants.  It  was  not  very  often 
that  they  could  be  got  in  this  country  in  a  state  in  which 
they  could  handle  them  in  the  same  way  as  is  done  where 
they  grow.  He  had  taken  the  opportunity  of  imitating  the 
process  used  in  the  making  of  Cape  aloes,  and  had  succeeded 
in  extracting  two  or  three  ounces.  Professor  Greenish 
then  cut  off  a  leaf  from  one  of  the  plants  and  showed  the 
mucilaginous  tissue,  surrounding  which  are  the  cells  con- 
taining the  juice  from  which  the  aloes  is  produced.  The 
juice  is  got  out  in  a  very  simple  way,  he  said.  The  leaves 
are  cut  off  and  piled  up  in  a  heap.  The  juice  then  drains 
Itself  out  into  a  skin  on  the  ground,  and  from  this  is  put 
into  an  iron  pot  and  boiled  down  in  a  crude  manner.  This 
method,  he  stated,  explains  the  difference  which  one  fre- 
quently finds  in  Cape  aloes.  Professor  Greenish  threw 
•several  slides  on  the  screen  illustrating  the  size  end 
character  of  the  plant  and  the  process  adopted  by  the 
natives  to  extract  from  it  the  necessary  juice  and  their 
mode  of  boiling  this  before  forwarding"it  to  the  port  of 
despatch.  Professor  Greenish  was  heartily  applauded  for 
his  exposition. 

Dr.  Macnaughton  Jones  then  delivered  his  lecture  on 

What  we  Owe  to  Pasteur. 

The  great  scientist,  he  said,  was  of  very  humble  ante- 
cedents, his  ancestors  for  several  generations  having  been 
millers.    His  father,  who  was  a  soldier,  was  his  constant 
■companion  in  boyhood,  and  to  him,  Pasteur  in  later  days 
■said,  he  owed  any  success  he  attained.    One  year  at  school 
he  won  more  prizes  than  he  could  carry.    Having  given  an 
interesting    account    of    Pasteur's    achievements    as  a 
student,  the  lecturer  passed  on  to  describe  his  experiments 
in  the  racemisation  of  tartaric  acid  as  resulting  in  the 
first  success_  he  had  in  the  field  of  scientific  research, 
through  this   he  won  enthusiastic  friends  among  the 
scientists  of  the  day.    His  appointment  to  the  professorship 
of  the  laboratory  of  one  of  the  richest  centres  of  industrial 
a  ctivity  m  France  saw  the  commencement  of  the  long  series 
PyeienUnc  researches  by  which  he  Ieft  the  whole  world 
Eth     V?   "\  ^v™9ans  ?f  sli<3es  the  lecturer  explained 
■to  the  audience  the  difference  between  right-  and  left-handed 
■tartaric  crystals,  a  distinction  which  the  scientist  was  tne 
first  to  discover  and  put  to  practical  use  in  connection  with 
the  wine-industry  of  his  native  land.    The  methods  he 
adopted  to  discover  the,  secrets  of  fermentation  were  f ullv 
explained  and  illustrated.    Pasteur  proved  for  the  first 


time  that  fermentation  is  due  to  the  presence  of  minute 
organisms .  or  living- germs  which  are  more  or  less  in- 
fluenced by  the  presence  of  ak.    Referring  next  to  Pasteur  s 
researches  into  the  causes  of  zymotic  diseases  and  to  the 
conditions  under  which  they  may  be  prevented  from  spread- 
ing, Dr.  Macnaughton  Jones  said  that  Pasteur  had  made  it 
clear  that  germs  which  flourish  in  one  country  cannot 
flourish  in  another  owing  to  climatic  conditions.    He  was 
justified,  as  the  result  of  his  researches,  in  cherishing  con- 
fidently the  hope  that  so  far  as  epidemic  diseases  are  con- 
cerned medicine  would  be  placed  on  a  scientific  basis.  On 
this  very  point  Lord  Lister,  when  professor  in  Edinburgh 
writing  to  Pasteur,  said,  "  When  that  great  day  shall  come' 
humanity  will,  in  my  opinion,  recognise  the  tact  that  the 
greatest  part  of  its  gratitude  will  be  due  to  you."  After 
having  detailed  at  considerable  length  Pasteur's  work  in 
proving  the  necessity  of  sterilisation  and  the  value  of  boric 
acid  for  surgical  purposes,  the  lecturer  expressed  the  opinion 
that  probably  the  most  important  section  of  his  work  as  a 
researcher,  was  that  which  led  to  the  discovery  of  the  germ 
theory  of  disease.    Describing  Pasteur's  efforts  to  exter- 
minate certain  descriptions  of  cattle-disease  by  ascertain^ 
their  origin,  special  reference  was  made  to  his  success  in 
detecting  the  cause  of  anthrax,  and  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
proved  that  by  inoculation  the  spread  of  the  disease  could 
be  prevented.    The  secrets  of  ptomaine-poisoning  were  then 
oealt  with,  and  Dr.  Macnaughton  Jones  went  on  to  mention 
that  it  was  largely  owing  to  Pasteur's  discoveries  that  Lister 
had  been  able  to  complete  his  antiseptic  system.  Among 
the  other  subjects  covered  were  the  discovery  of  the  silk- 
worm disease,  which,  but  for  Pasteur's  labours,  would 
completely  have  ruined  the  siik-industry  of  France,  and  the 
deterioration  of  French  wines  by  means  of  fermentation, 
which  he  was  able  to  prevent.      Every  assertion  Pasteur 
made  was  always  fortified  by  previous  experiments.  And 
he  always  submitted  any  statement  he  made  to  the  test  of  a 
prophecy.    On  the  fulfilment  of  that  prophecy  he  rested 
his  own  reputation,  and  his  prophecy  was  accurate  in  every 
instance.    His  discoveries  in  connection  with  fowl  cholera, 
which  killed  millions  of  fowls  in  France,  his  detection  of 
tae  causes  of  bubonic  plague  and  yellow  fever,  had  been 
ot  immense  benefit  to  humanity  at  large.    France  on  the 
occasion  of  a  recent  plebiscite  placed  him  at  the  head  of  the 
list  of  her  most  eminent  men,  even  above  Napoleon  I 
himself.      And  indeed  it  was  right,  said  the  lecturer, 
that  the  saver  of  life  should  be  placed  before  the  destroyer 
ot  life.    Referring  to  Pasteur's  work  on  hydrophobia,  Dr 
Macnaughton  Jones  said  that  the  absence  of  rabies  in 
Great  Britain  at  the  present  time  afforded  complete  proof 
ox  the  accuracy  of  the  conclusions  at  which  he  arrived 
the  strong  action  taken  by  Mr.  Long  on  this  matter  de- 
served their  greatest  gratitude.    Concluding,  the  lecturer 
said  that  twelve  years  ago  the  great  scientist  passed  away 
with  an  absolute  faith  in  God  and  in  Eternity.    His  service 
to  humanity  was  fully  observed  by  his  country  in  the  pro- 
vision it  made  for  his  widow,  and  by  giving  him  the  premier 
place  in  the  roll  of  her  great  names. 

The  lecture  lasted  nearly  two  hours,  and  was  lightened 
by  excellent  lantern-slides. 

The  Chairman  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Mac- 
naughton Jones,  which  Mr.  Edmund  White  seconded,  and 
the  doctor,  in  acknowledging,  said  that  every  chemist, 
every  pharmacist,  should  make  the  life  and  work  of  Pasteur 
his  special  study.  Nothing  would  fascinate  them  more, 
it  was  in  1874  that  he  gave  his  first  lecture  on  Pasteur,  and 
his  appreciation  of  his  work  had  increased  with  time 


A  meeting  of  the  chemists  of  London  and  district  was  held 
at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  November  5. 
the  lecture-theatre  was  full,  the  meeting  being  presided 
over  by  the  President  (Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young),  who  was 
supported  by  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  M.P.,  the  Solicitor,  and 
the  Secretary.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  (Parliamentary 
Secretary)  gave  an  address  on  the  Progress  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Legislation,  and  afterwards  replied  to  numerous 
questions  about  the  bearing  of  certain  clauses  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill  at  present  before  Parliament.  Some 
suggestions  were  also  made  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
speaker  would  improve  the  Bill.  Finally  a  vote  of-  con- 
fidence in  the  Council  and  its  policy  was  passed  unani- 
mously.

Association  Presidents. 

The  new  President  of  the  Plymouth,  Devonport,  Stonehouse, 
and  District  Chemists'  Association  is  Mr.  H.  Doidge  Davey, 
of  Stoke.

Yarmouth.— Mr.  T.  B.  Male  presided  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Great  Yarmouth  Pharmaceutical  Association  held  at 
156  King  Street  on  November  5,  at  8  p.m.  •  Messrs.  Palmer, 
Shearman,  Drabble,  Davies,  Goddard,  Woodcock,  and 
Richmond  were  also  present.  The  action' of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  in  the  matter  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  was  unanimously  approved.  At  the  same  time  the  hope 
was  expressed  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to  restrict  the 
title  to  persons  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Blackpool.— A  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Palatine  Hotel  on 
Friday,  November  6,  Mr.  Johnson  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Messrs.  Laurie,  Mayson,  Turner,  Withers,  Bailey,  Richard- 
son, Greenwood,  Hall,  Huddart,  Steel,1  Rosenzweig,  and 
Boothroyd  were  also  present.  The  winter  closing-hours  were 
arranged  as  follows:  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and 
Fridays,  not  later  than  8.30  p.m.  Wednesdays,  close  at 
1  o'clock,  reopen  from  6  to  8  p.m.:  Saturdays  and  Sundays, 
optional.  It  was '  decided  to  hear  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Parliamentary  Secretary  before  taking  any  steps 
about  the  Poisons  Bill.  Examiners  were  appointed  for  the 
assistants'  examination  to  be  held  next,  March.  The  annual 
dinner  was  fixed  for  Wednesday,  January  27.  ' 

Industrial  Chemists.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Birmingham 
and  Midland  section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry 
held  at  the  Birmingham  University  on  November  5,  a  paper 
on  tho  "Universal  Training  of  Industrial  Chemists"  was 
read  by  Mr.  Henry  L.  Heathcote,  B.Sc.  He  emphasised 
the  fact  that  a  training  in  pure  science,  even  when  followed 
by  research,  is  inadequate  to  produce  applied  chemists.  He 
firmly  believed  that  the  gulf  that  lay  between  Dives  and 
Lazarus  was  not  greater  nor  deeper  than  that  between 
the  training  of  a  pure  chemist  and  that  necessary  for  turning 
out  industrial  chemists,  who  are  intellectual  athletes  and 
men  ready  and  strong  to  tackle  the  feats  which  will  have  to 
be  performed  for  our  great  industries.  He  considered 
that  all  industrial  chemistry  should  be  post-graduate,  and  he 
suggested  lectures  and  much  laboratory  practice  in  a  great 
variety  of  commercial  materials  and  products.  The  meeting 
was  fairly  well  attended,  and  one  or  two  pharmacists  were 
present. 

Inverness. — A  representative  gathering  of  pharmacists 
assembled  in  the  drawing-room  of  the  Queensgate  Hotel, 
Inverness,  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  November  4,  to  hear 
Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  (Edinburgh)  explain  the  negotiations 
with  reference  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  Ex-Pro- 
vost Dallas  (Nairn)  occupied  the  chair  and  introduced  Mr. 
Hill,  who  addressed  the  gathering  at  considerable  length. 
An  animated  discussion  followed,   in  which  nine  or  ten 


members  took  part.  Ultimately  Ex-Provost  Dallas  pro- 
posed, and  Mr.  John  Fraser,  President  of  the  Inverness 
Chemists'  Association,  seconded,  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

That  this  meeting  of  the  registered  chemists  and  drug- 
gists of  Inverness  and  the  North  of  Scotland  resolves  to 
abstain  from  active  opposition  in  the  meantime  to  the- 
Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  in  view  of  the- 
assurance  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  making  con- 
siderable efforts  to  amend  the  Bill,  and  expresses  its  oor> 
fidence  in  the  Council. 
Mr.  Hill  was  heartily  congratulated  on  coming  so  far  nortb 
to  address  the  meeting. 

Dundee.— The  Chemists' Assistants' Association  bad  an  in. 
teresting  meeting  in  Mather's  Hotel  on  the  evening  of 'Novem- 
ber 6,  when  Mr.  A.  T.  Whyte,  chemist  and  druggist,  read  a. 
paper  on  "  Dispensing  Problems."  His  examples  dealt  chiefly 
with  prescriptions  for  mixtures  and  pills,  and  with  overdoses 
The  following  points  were  included  :  Sodium  salicylate  was 
prescribed  with  syrup  of  lemon— here  the  acid  syrup  was 
recommended  to  be  replaced  by  a  syrup  free  from  acid; 
potassium  iodide  and  acetyl-salicylic  acid  are  quite  compatible 
in  mixture.  Acetyl-salicylic  acid  may  be  suspended  with 
compound  tragacanth  powder;  the  same  suspending  agent 
is  used  for  grey  powder,  rhubarb,  and  soda.  Citrate  of  iron 
and  quinine  may  be  massed  with  dilute  spirit.  For  dried 
sulphate  of  iron  anhydrous  lanolin  is  good.  Arsenic  in  doses 
of  one-tenth  grain  was  prescribed  in  pills.  Doses  of  1  drain 
tincture  of  perchloride  of  iron  and  half  a  dram  of  tincture  ot 
digitalis  were  ordered,  and  intended  to  be  dispensed,  but 
10-grain  doses  of  exalgin  were  on  inquiry  found  to  be  an. 
error.  Several  other  members  made  contributions  of  their 
experiences,  and  at  the  close- the  thanks  of  all  were  awarded 
to  Mr.  Whyte. 

Edinburgh  Juniors  .--The  thirty-first  session  of  the  Edin- 
burgh Chemists',  Assistants',  and  Apprentices'  Association, 
began  on  Wednesday  evening,  November  11,  and  promises  to.

— Entry  not  later  than  June  1,  1909,  for  ex- 
amination in  elementary  knowledge  of  dynamics,  hydrostatics,  and) 
heat.    Prize  21s,  in  books.

"  The  Present  Con  Htlon  of  the  British  Chemical  Trade  " 
was  the  subject  of  a  discussion  at  the  last  meeting  of  the- 
Manchester  Section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry, 
under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  H.  Clayton.  The  basis  of  tho 
discussion  was  Professor  Kipping's  address  at  the  Dublin 
meeting  of  the  British  Association  last  September  (G.  &  D., 
September  12,  p.  419).  Professor  Kipping's  view  is  that  ia 
the  manufacture  of  fine  chemicals  the  decadence  of  British 
industry  is  far  advanced.  As  to  heavy  chemicals  the  position 
is  not  so  serious,  but  the  future  of  the  trade  is  dark  and' 
threatening.  Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein  agreed  with  Professor 
Kipping  that  there  should  be  a  close  connection  between 
science  and  industry.  He  was  of  opinion  that  our  heavy 
chemical  trade  would  still  further  decrease,  by  the  action  of 
protection  laws  in  various  foreign  countries.  Germany  had! 
a  great  advantage  in  her  system  of  secondary  education,  con- 
scription, tariffs,  and  patent-laws.  Complaint  had  been  made 
of  the  training  of  English,  as  compared  with  German,  working 
chemists.  The  first  condition  for  a  chemist  is  brains,  the 
second  a  good  education,  and  the  third  specialising.  Pro- 
fessor Perkin  thought  our  educational  system  is  largely  to 
blame.  Organic  chemistry  does  not  seem  to  flourish  in  our 
universities  as  it  does  on  the  Continent.  Mr.  Muspratt 
(United  Alkali  Co.)  disagreed  with  Mr.  Levinstein  in  his- 
contention  that  the  British  chemical  industry  is  in  a  bad  way. 
Too  much  stress  is  laid  on  exports,  and  too  little  notice  taken- 
of  home  developments.  These  developments  show  chemical' 
industry  to  be  in  a  hcalthv  condition.  Mr.  Reynolds,  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Manchester  School  of  Technology,  also  spoke, 
and  Professor  Smithells  complained  that  the  attitude  of  the

British  public  had  been  anti-scientific,  particularly  in  those 
great  centres  of  education,  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland. 

The  Committee  of  this  Society  met  at  the  rooms  in  Waring 
Street,  Belfast,  on  November  5,  Mr.  Samuel  Gibson,  J. P. 
.(President),  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs. 
Carse,  Suffron,  Busby,  Kee.  Frackelton,  and  Rankin. 

The  Widows  Clause. — Letters  were  read  from  Mr. 
T.  W.  Russell,  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- Jones,  Mr.  Idris,  M.P., 
and  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  the  last- 
named  intimating  that  the  Attorney-General  was  unable 
to  promise  to  introduce  the  widows  1  clause  into  the 
Poisons  Bill,  but  the  Society  suggested  that  the  Chemists' 
■and  Druggists'  Society  should  try  and  influence  some 
private  member  to  take  the  matter  up.  Considerable  dis- 
cussion took  place,  and  it  was  decided  to  address  a  letter 
tfco  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  M.P.,  on  the  subject,  and  also  to 
bring  before  him  several  other  points  in  pharmacy  law 
fin  which  the  Society  was  interested.  If  any  encourage- 
ment is  received  steps  would  be  taken  to  get  a  private 
•member  to  initiate  a  clause  extending  the  widows  clause 
'to  Ireland. 

Manchester  and  North  of  England  Optical  Society. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  the  Albion 
Hotel,  Manchester,  on  November  4,  and  was  well  attended. 
In  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  President  (Mr.  G. 
[Bennett),  Mr.  J.  Slater  was  voted  to  the  chair.  The  Hon. 
Secretary  (Mr.  J.  C.  Kidd)  presented  the  annual  report, 
■which  embraced  a  resume,  of  the  meetings  held  during  the 
preceding  session.  The  meetings  had  been  well  attended 
throughout,  and  an  increase  in  the  membership  had  re- 
sulted. The  membership  now  numbers  sixty-two. — A  letter 
was  read  from  Mr.  Bennett,  who  had  occupied  the  office 
of  President  for  a  number  of  years,  desiring  to  be  relieved  of 
dt  this  year.  Mr.  Hirschberg  expressed  great  regret,  and 
•said  Mr.  Bennett  had  been  the  life  and  soul  of  the  Society 
•during  the  whole  of  its  existence.  He  moved  that  Mr.  J.  C. 
Kidd  be  President  for  the  coming  year.  Mr.  Kidd  was  one 
•of  the  original  members  of  the  Association,  and  had  for 
amany  years  filled  the  office  of  Secretary  to  the  great  satis- 
faction of  all  of  them.  (Hear,  hear.) — Mr.  Turner  seconded 
'the  motion,  which  was  carried  unanimously,  the  Chairman 
remarking  that  Mr.  Kidd  would  be  a  worthy  successor  of  the 
retiring  President.  In  accepting  "the  office  Mr.  Kidd  said  he 
•regretted  exceedingly  Mr.  Bennett's  retirement.  They  had 
Ibeen  associated  together  in  the  work  of  the  Society  from  the 
first,  and  he  could  testify  that  Mr.  Bennett  had  done  a  very 
great  deal  to  keep  alive  the  interest  in  it. — Mr.  Forbes  and 
•Councillor  Hare  (Southport)  were  elected  Vice-Presidents. 
•On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Turner  (Crewe),  Mr.  Hirschberg  was 
■appointed  Hon.  Secretary  in  place  of  Mr.  Kidd,  and  Mr. 
Slater  was  re-appointed  Hon.  Treasurer.  The  retiring  Com- 
mittee were  re-elected,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Hirsch- 
lberg  (who,  as  Hon.  Secretary,  became  a  member  ex  officio), 
and  in  his  place  three  gentlemen  were  nominated.  A  ballot 
•resulted  in  the  election  of  Mr.  Lloyd.  With  regard  to  the 
■forthcoming  session,  Mr.  Kidd  announced  that  lectures  had 
ifoeen  promised  by  Mr.  Lionel  Laurance  and  Mr.  Harry 
'Taylor.  The  December  meeting  is  to  be  an  open  one  for  the 
•discussion  of  subjects  of  general  interest. 

Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  Session  was  opened  on  Wednesday  evening,  Novem- 
ber 11,  when  a  discussion  took  place  on  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill.  Mr.  A.  W.  'Southall  (President)  took  the 
•chair,  and  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young  (President  of  the  Society) 
•and  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  (Parliamentary  Secretary) 
attended  by  invitation  to  explain  points  in  the  Bill.  The 
meeting,  which  was  open  to  all  registered  chemists  in 
<the  district,  was  largely  attended,  and  included  Sir  Thomas 
Barclay,  Messrs.  Alfred  Southall,  A.  W.  Gerrard,  Charles 
Thompson,  G.  E.  Perry,  J.  Poole,  J.  Wakefield,  F.  H. 
Alcock,  F.  J.  Gibson,  J.  H.  Coleman,  and  M.  Warner 
.(Wolverhampton),  E.  W.  Mann,  Coverdale,  and  Smith 
(Worcester),  E.  Corfield,  Elliot  (Walsall),  J.  Radford 
(Hon.  Secretary),  etc.  At  the  outset  of  the  proceedings  Mr. 
Thompson  moved,  and  Mr.  Corfield  seconded,  a  resolu- 
tion congratulating  Sir  Thomas  Barclay  on  the  honour 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  King,  and  Sir  Thomas  briefly 
acknowledged. 


Mr.  Rymer  Young,  in  the  course  of  his  speech,  said  the 
Society  had  acted  well  to  take  their  members  through- 
out the  country  into  their  confidence.  This  they  felt 
could  only  be  done  at  a  series  of  meetings,  which  were 
not  open  to  the  Press.  They  were  satisfied  the  time  had 
arrived  when  there  was  some  real  chance  of  securing  the 
passing  of  the  Bill  through  the  House. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  followed  with  a  statement,  in  which  he 
explained  the  present  position  of  the  Bill  and  the  possible 
amendments  that  might  be  proposed.  The  time  had  come 
for  the  cessation  of  all  academic  discussion,  and  he  urged 
all  present  to  sink  their  individual  opinions  and  work  for 
a  common  policy,  which  policy  could  only  be  formulated 
at  the  fountain  head.  (Hear,  hear.)  After  the  full  ex- 
planations of  the  Bill  that  had  been  made,  no  one  could 
complain  that  he  was  asked  to  give  his  confidence  and 
support  with  his  eyes  shut,  and  anyone  who  was  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  policy  of  the  Society  ought  to  come  forward 
with  some  practical  proposal,  which  would  have  a  reason- 
able chance  of  becoming  an  Act  of  Parliament. 

After  a  full  discussion.  Mr.  Charles  Thompson  moved, 
and  Mr.  J.  Wakefield  seconded,  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  carried  unanimously  :

It  is 
our  opinion  that  in  Clause  3,  Section  4,  the  title  "  pharma- 
cist "  does  not  appear  to  be  sufficiently  protected,  and  that 
it  should  be  distinctly  stated  that  not  only  should  no  cor- 
porate body  be  allowed  to  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of  phar- 
macist, neither  should  any  employe  of  a  corporate  body 
be  allowed  to  use  or  exhibit  the  same. 

Various  matters  of  local  interest  were  then  introduced  and 
discussed  until  the  meeting  terminated  at  an  early  hour  on 
Friday  morning.

The  Census  of  Production. 


More  Schedules. 

THE  Census  of  Production  Office  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
have  issued  during  the  past  week  five  schedules  which 
are  of  interest  to  our  readers,  and  they  are  here  briefly 
abstracted.  All  contain  questions  similar  to  those  which 
have  already  been  noted  in  regard  to  the  drug  and  chemical 
trades. 

No.  F.  67  is  devoted  to  the  manufacture  of  chemicals  for 
the  textile,  tanning,  paper,  and  other  trades.  The  third  ques- 
tion in  it  calls  for  quantities  and  net  selling  values  during 
the  last  working  year  of  the  following  products :  Indigo ; 
•extracts  for  tanners,  printers,  and  dyers ;  dyewoods  and 
tanning-materials  (ground  or  prepared) ;  aluminous  sulphates 
i(including  alum  and  alum-cake) ;  bleaching-materials  (other 
than  bleaching-powder) ;  mordants  (other  than  aluminous  sul- 
phates) ;  finishing-materials  (gums,  British  prepared,  starch, 
farina,  and  dextrine,  Epsom  and  Glauber's  salts,  and  other 
finishing-materials  except  oils);  oils,  soluble  and  other;  soap; 
nitric  acid ;  ultramarine ;  boiler  composition  and  disin- 
crustante ;  brewers'  finings,  etc. ;  all  other  products. 

Schedule  No.  F.  66  is  devoted  to  fertiliser,  glue,  sheep-dip, 
and  disinfectant  trades;  the  third  question  in  this  case  re- 
quires the  quantities  and  net  selling  values  for  the  following 
articles :  Manures  (basic  slag,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  super- 
phosphates, and  other  manures) ;  sulphuric  acid,  glue,  etc. ; 
glue,  size  an"1  gelatine,  grease,  tallow  and  animal-fat,  bone, 
by-products,  (not  included  elsewhere) ;  disinfectants,  etc. 
■(disinfectants,  insecticides,  weed-killers,  and  sheep  and  cattle 
•dressings) ;  cattle  foods  (cake  and  artificial  feeding  stuffs), 
•and  all  other  products. 

Schedule  No.  F.  63  is  for  the  tar  distilling,  wood  distilling, 
and  coal-tar  colours  trades.  The  third  question  requires  the 
■quantities  and  net  selling  values  of : 

Coal-tar  distillation  (liq.  amnion.,  carbonate,  muriate  and 
eulphate  of  ammonia,  aniline  oil  and  toluidine,  anthracene, 
benzol  and  toluol,  carbolic  acid,  coal-tar,  crude,  refined,  and 
varnish,  naphtha,  naphthalene,  pitch,  tar  oil,  creosote,  etc.). 
Wood  distillation :  Charcoal,  acetate  of  lime,  acetic  acid, 
mordants  (including  "  Red  "  and  "  Iron  Liquor  ").  wood  spirit 
(miscible,  solvent,  and  pure  methylic  alcohol),  and  other  wood 
products.  Coal-tar  dyes  :  Alizarine  and  anthracene  dye-stuffs, 
aniline  and  naphthalene  dye-stuffs,  synthetic  indigo  and  other 
coal-tar  dye-stuffs.  Hydrochloric  acid ;  nitric  acid  ;  soda  com- 
pounds ;  sulphuric  acid,  and  all  other  products. 

The  Indiarubber  Trades'  Schedule  is  No.  F.  26,  and  the 
item  in  the  third  question  of  chief  interest  to  our  readers  is 
bot  water  and  air  goods,  medical,  surgical,  and  dental  ap- 
pliances. The  net  selling  values  in  the  case  of  this  industry 
-are  alone  to  be  given. 

Schedule  No.  F.  117  is  devoted  to  scientific  instruments,  ap- 
pliances, and  apparatus,  and  the  third  question  is  divided 
into  three  main  sections,  viz.  :  Instruments,  appliances,  and 
apparatus,  and  parts  thereof  (lenses  and  glass  prisms,  tele- 
scopes, binoculars  and  microscopes,  optical  instruments  and 
appliances,  cameras,  with  or  without  lenses,  and  other  photo- 
graphic apparatus,  etc.,  barometers,  thermometers,  hydro- 
meters, and  similar  instruments ;  indicators,  gauges,  re- 
corders ;  land  surveying,  drawing,  mathematical,  and  nautical 
instruments  and  magnetic  compasses ;  surgical  and  dental 
instruments,  appliances,  and  apparatus;  and  other  instru- 
ments, appliances,  and  apparatus).

Chemical  Society. 


A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  W.,  on 
Thursday,  November  5,  Sir  William  Ramsay,  F.R.S. 
(President),  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  long  list  of  papers 
down  for  reading,  and  the  President,  in  opening  the  pro- 
ceedings, appealed  to  authors  to  be  as  brief  as  possible, 
but  in  spite  of  this  only  four  papers  were  read.  The  first 
of  these  on  the 

Direct  Union  of  Carbon  and  Hydrogen 
was  by  Professor  Bone  and  Mr.  Coward,  and  brought  for- 
ward new  experimental  evidence  in  favour  of  the  view  that 
when  carbon  and  hydrogen  combine  at  high  temperatures 
methane  is  formed  and  not  acetylene,  as  was  maintained  by 
Berthelot  and  other  investigators.  The  principal  interest 
of  the  paper  lay  in  the  description  of  the  apparatus  used, 
which  was  so  efficient  that  about  73  per  cent,  of  the 
theoretical  yield  of  methane  could  be  obtained. 
A  further  contribution  to  the  study  of 

Absorption  Spectra  and  Chemical  Constitution 
was  made  by  Messrs.  Baly  and  Tuck  in  their  paper  on 
"  Some  Aromatic  Hydrocarbons,"  in  which  they  showed 
that  the  "  isoropesis  funds"  of  benzene  and  naphthalene 
can  be  accounted  for  by  assigning' to  benzene  and  benzenoid 
hydrocarbons  the  vibrating  formula  suggested  some  time 
ago  by  Collie  and  Baly. 

Other  Papers. 
Mr.  Duff  then  read  on  behalf  of  himself  and  Professor 
Kipping  a  paper  describing  the  preparation  of  di- 
sulphobenzyl-ethylisobutyl-silicyl  oxide  from  silicon  tetra- 
chloride as  a  starting-point,  and  the  meeting  closed  with 
a  contribution  from  Mr.  A.  E.  Dunstan  on  the  viscosity 
curves  of  keto-esters.  This  was  of  special  interest  as  prov- 
ing that  viscosity  determinations  may  be  useful  in  investi- 
gating the  constitution  of  tautomeric  substances,  the 
author's  results  with  a  number  of  known  substances  agreeing 
very  closely  with  those  recorded  from  other  physico-chemical 
observations.  A  paper  on  methylarsonic  acids  from  the 
Dartford  laboratories  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.  by  Messrs.  Barrowcliff  and  Pyman  had  to  be  taken  as 
read.

By  A  Licentiate  in  Dental  Surgery. 


Prophylaxis. 

Ths  following  remarks,  made  by  Dr.  Pye-Smith  in  his 
address  on  "  Prophylaxis  in  Surgery"  at  the  recent  annual 
meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  show  that  the 
medical  profession  now  realise  the  value  of  good  teeth  as  a 
prevention  to  many  ailments  and  diseases  : 

The  teeth  furnish  another  good  example  of  what  may  be 
done  by  way  of  prophylaxis.  Caries,  so  prevalent  as  to  be 
found  in  over  95  per  cent,  of  the  mouths  of  our  school 
children,  may  be  largely  prevented  by  proper  cleansing  of 
the  teeth  after  every  meal ;  toothache  and  alveolar  abscess, 
by  the  early  cleaning  and  filling  of  carious  cavities  ;  indiges- 
tion and  other  troubles,  incident  to  the  loss  of  teeth,  by  the 

■  application  of  artificial  dentures ;  cancer,  quite  occasionally, 
by  their  removal ;  while  many  a  case  of  oral  sepsis,  and 
not  a  few  of  gastric  ulcer  and  pneumonia,  might  be  pre- 
vented by  more  careful  attention  to  the  cleansing  of  the 
mouth  and  teeth,  especially  during  fever  and  in  bedridden 
patients. 

It  is  now  the  routine  custom  of  many  leading  surgeons  to 
order  mouth-washes  and  to  insist  on  careful  tooth-cleansing 
before  any  abdominal  operation,  and  after  the  operation  the 
same  methods  are  continued,  to  prevent  any  risk  of  oral 
infection  which  might  affect  the  abdominal  wound. 

Mouth=wash. 

Dr.  Perry,  before  the  New  York  Odontological  Society, 
discussed  the  question  of  mouth-disinfection,  and,  quoting 
Dr.  Augustus  Wadsworth,  stated  that  alcohol  in  30-per-cent. 
solution  is  the  most  efficient  substance  of  any  that  can  be 
used  on  the  mucous  surface  of  the  mouth  and  respiratory 
organs.  The  following  is  Dr.  Wadsworth's  formula  for  the 
best  mouth-wash  :

Dental  Anesthetics. 

In  a  paper  to  the  "  British  Journal  of  Dental  Science,"  by 
Dr.  Dudley  W.  Buxton,  senior  anaesthetist  to  the  Eoya'l 
Dental  Hospital,  the  following  points  are  made  regarding 
the  various  anaesthetics  employed  in  the  brief  operations  of 
dental  surgery  : 

Until  recently  there  was  no  hesitation  in  asserting  that 
nitrous  oxide  was  the  best  and  safest  anaesthetic  for  these 
cases.  The  introduction  of  chloride  of  ethyl  and  the  advent 
of  local  analgesics  makes  it  necessary  to  point  out  what 
limits  should  be  imposed  in  using  the  methods  named. 
Ethyl  chloride  is  a  valuable  anaesthetic,  but  it  is  by  no  means 
as  safe  as  nitrous  oxide,  and  it  is  even  in  careful  hands  more 
liable  to  be  followed  by  nausea,  sickness,  or  headache,  and 
should  not,  I  think,  be  used  in  a  routine  method  when 
"  gas  "  is  available.  It  is  an  axiom  that  provided  the  safest 
agent  can  be  employed^  it  should  always  replace  those  which 
are  more  liable  to  accidents. 

With  regard  to  the  use  of  local  injections,  their  value 
cannot  be  questioned,  but  they  are  unfortunately  open  to  the 
grave  danger  of  causing  necrobiosis  of  the  tissues  injected 
as  well  as  to  that  of  sepsis.  The  last  danger  can  be  mini- 
mised when  the  most  scrupulous  care  in  the  technique  is 
used  and  when  the  mouth  is  made  as  free  from  infection 
as  time  allows.  Even  so  it  must  be  remembered  that  many 
■careful  operators  have  met  with  accidents.  That  cocaine 
should  never  be  injected  seems  abundantly  proved,  for  it 
cannot  be  boiled  and  has  a  sinister  effect  upon  many  persons 
■even  when  used  in  small  doses.  Stovaine  in  this  relation  has 
not  met  with  much  approval,  but  alypin,  novocaine,  and 
tropacocaine  have  been  extensively  used  and  with  about 
equal  success.  All  have,  however,  proved  unsatisfactory  at 
times.    The  addition  of  the  adrenal  extracts -is  resorted  to 

■  by  some,  condemned  by  others,  and  when  used  should  be 
restricted  to  extremely  small  doses.

There  are  few  notable  alterations  in  prices  to  report. 
Heavy  chemicals  are  on  the  whole  quiet,  but  with  the 
termination  of  the  lock-out  in  the  cotton  trade  an  im- 
provement is  looked  for.  Copper  sulphate  is  a  rising 
market  in  sympathy  with  metal.  Sulphate  of  ammonia 
is  weak  and  easier.  Citric  acid  is  the  turn  weaker,  but 
the  citrates  have  been  advanced.  Glycerin  and  quick- 
silver are  very  firm,  the  outlook  being  for  higher  prices. 
Camphor  monobrom  is  lower.  Bismuth  salts  are  unaltered, 
but  makers  now  book  contracts  for  one  cwt.  lots.  Jalap 
and  cubebs  are  very  scarce  and  dearer.  Scammonium 
is  also  scarce.  Senega  is  firm  and  cascara  sagrada  is  dull.

The  arrivals  to  date  amount  to  1,887  cases,  against  1,252  at 
corresponding  date  last  year.

Quicksilver  is  very  firm  at  8?.  10s.  from  first-hands, 
with  the  possibility  of  higher  prices.

Quinine. — Business  is  confined  to  small  parcels  for  con- 
sumption at  7^d.  to  l\d.  per  oz.  for  the  usual  brands  of 
German  sulphate  from  second-hands,  and  in  Java  quinine 
several  sales  of  varying  quantity  have  been  made  at  from 
7£c?.  to  l^d.  The  makers'  price  of  German  remains  at  8c?. 
The  opinion  prevails  in  several  quarters  that  quinine  is 
worth  stocking  at  the  present  low  prices,  and  on  this  point 
in  an  editorial  on  another  page  we  give  the  salient  features  of 
the  situation.

Scammonium. — Stocks  of  virgin  are  exceedingly  small, 
there  being  nothing  in  first-hands,  and  it  is  doubtful  when 
there  will  be. 

Senega. — Further  cables  have  been  received  from  New 
York  quoting  Is.

Shellac. — On  the  spot  the  market  has  been  steady,  with 
sales  of  fair  free  TN  Orange  on  the  basis  of  95s.  Futures 
opened  the  week  at  higher  prices,  sales  comprising  December 
at  96s.  to  98s.  and  March  at  100s.  to  102s.,  but  subsequently 
an  easier  tone  prevailed  in  sympathy  with  Calcutta,  sales  of 
December  being  made  at  94s.  to  95s.,  January  at  95s.  6c?., 
and  March  at  98s.  6c?.  For  October-December  shipment  TN 
has  been  sold  at  90s.  to  91s.  c.i.f. 

Wax,  Japan. — On  the  spot  52s.  is  quoted  for  good  pale 
squares,  and  to  arrive  48s.  c.i.f.  is  asked. 

The  export  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  Uruguay  during- 
1907  included  drugs  valued  at  57,296?. 

Chinese  Antimony. — The  exports  of  crude  antimony  from 
Changsha  during  1907  amounted  to  35,013  cwt.,  against  47,502 
cwt.  in  1906  and  37,611  cwt.  in  1905  ;  of  ore,  the  exports  were 
61,843  cwt.  in  1907,  45,427  cwt.  in  1906,  and  39,740  cwt.  in  1905. 
Sellers  reaped  no  advantage  from  the  high  price  ruling  in  the 
London  market  earlier  in  the  year,  says  the  British  Consul  at 
Changsha,  as  they  had  made  forward  sales  at  lower  prices. 
Considerable  friction  ensued  in  consequence  with  Shanghai 
firms  who  had  to  fulfil  European  contracts  and  thus  render 
themselves  liable  to  serious  loss. 
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Cardamoms. 

Although  the  production  of  cardamoms  in  Ceylon  shows  a 
considerably  reduced  output  this  season,  the  South  Indian 
growers  reports  the  "  Times  of  Ceylon,"  have  been  surprised 
to  find  that  their  latest  crop  is  hanging  fire  at  Alleppy  and 
elsewhere.  The  same  journal  also  reports  that  there  is  a 
sudden  development  of  native  interest  in  cardamoms,  it  being 
proposed  to  establish  a  Rs.  100,000  company  at  Kombay  in  the 
Madura  district,  and  as  it  is  a  "  Swadeshi  Cardamom  Plant- 
ing Company"  only  "Asiatics,  the  inhabitants  of  India  and 
Ceylon,  and  all  Orientalists  are  entitled  to  take  shares."  The 
prospectus  gives  a  glowing  account  of  the  fabulous  profits  to 
be  realised,  but  the  whole  scheme  is  ridiculed  as  preposterous. 

Citronella-oil  Dispute. 

Judgment  was  delivered  on  October  13  in  the  case  argued 
on  appeal  from  the  District  Court  of  Colombo,  in  which 
Darley,  Butler  &  Co.  sued  S.  P.  G.  H.  de  Silva  for  damages 
for  breach  of  a  contract  to  supply  plaintiffs  with  citronella 
oil  in  iron  drums  (see  C.  &  D..  July  25,  p.  179).  Defendant 
pleaded  that  the  plaintiffs  had  by  another  contract  agreed  to 
supply  the  drums,  but  failed  to  do  so.  The  Judge  refused 
to  frame  an  issue  on  this  question,  as  it  did  not  arise  in  the 
contract  sued  on.  The  defendants  appealed.  Their  Lord- 
ships (Mr.  Justice  Wendt  and  Mr.  Justice  Grenier)  held  that 
the  contract  regarding  the  iron  drums  was  an  independent 
contract  inconsistent  with  the  contract  sued  on.  According 
to  the  original  contract  the  defendant  was  to  sell  the  drums  to 
the  plaintiffs  with  the  oil  in  them.    The  appeal  was  dismissed. 

The  Shanghai  Opium-market. 

.  The  question  of  the  opium  trade  in  China  has  been  so  fully 
discussed  on  all  sides  that  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  im- 
mediate results  from  a  commercial  point  of  view,  more 
especially  in  regard  to  the  Shanghai  market.  The  famous 
decree  from  Peking  of  September  20,  1906,  proposed  the 
entire  abolition  of  opium  within  ten  years,  and  in  October 
1907  and  April  1908  further  decrees  gave  evidence  of  the 
desire  of  the  Chinese  Government  to  carry  out  its  purpose. 
The  ratepayers  in  the  International  Settlement  of  Shanghai 
decided  last  year  to  commence  restrictive  measures  by  closing 
25  per  cent,  of  the  licensed  houses  under  municipal  control, 
and  although  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  statistics  of  the  decrease 
in  consumption  throughout  the  Empire,  it  is  clear,  says  the 
British  Consul  at  Shanghai,  that  a  definite  move  has  been 
made  in  the  policy  of  abolition.  The  course  of  the  opium 
market  at  Shanghai  was  largely  influenced  by  these  facts,  and 
importers  also  based  their  operations  largely  on  the  action  of 
the  Government  of  India,  which  has  reduced  the  export  of 
opium  to  China  by  5,100  chests  annually.  In  July  the  Viceroy 
of  Nanking  proposed  a  Government  monopoly,  and  this  was 
sufficient  to  reduce  the  prices  sha.rplv  both  of  Patna  and 
Benares  onium.  though  they  reached  a  higher  level  than  usual 
by  the  end  of  the  vear.  when  the  proposal  was  known  to  have 
been  definitelv  abandoned.  Malwa  opium  was  similarly 
affected,  and  the  deliveries  both  of  Malwa  and  Benares  opium 
declined  by  about  1.000  chests  each  on  last  year's  figures  for 
the  five  months  ending  May  1908.  The  presence  of  numerous 
medicines  in  the  native  drus-shops  containing  a  heavy  per- 
centage of  morphine  is  not  without  interest  at  this  period,  and 
the  fact  that  no  morphine  imports  appear  in  the  Customs 
satisfies  proves  the  ease  with  which  this  product  can  be 
smuggled  into  China,  a  fact  which  has  already  been  noted  in 
this  journal.  The  imports  of  opium  into  Shanghai  were  as 
follows:  1907,  Benares  opium,  6.829  cwt.  or  443,774?.  (1906, 
5,558  cwt.  or  507,725?.).  Malwa,  1907,  15,511  cwt.  or  1,291,621?. 
(1906.  1,624  cwt.  or  172,451?.).  Patna,  1907,  11,633  cwt.  or 
773,397?.  (1906,  8,740  cwt.  or  848,768?.). 

The  Oil-trade  at  Marseilles. 

Marseilles  now  produces  an  average  of  420.000  tons  of  oil 
and  oilcake  per  annum,  valued  at  130,000,000f._  (5,200,000?.). 
The  industry  dates  from  1817,  when  experiments  were 
first  made  by  crushing  linseed  in  the  primitive  wooden 
screw  presses  locally  used  for  extracting  olive  oil.  The 
results  were  sufficiently  encouraging  to  justify  extension 
of  operations,  and  in  1828  hydraulic  presses  began  to 
replace  the  horse-power  hitherto  utilised.  Soon  after  the 
value  of  oilcake  as  manure  was  recognised,  and  this  residue 
was  no  longer  thrown  into  the  sea.  New  industries  were 
gradually  added  :  sesame  oil  from  the  Levant,  ravison  from 
Russia,  and  in  1841  Senegal  ground-nuts  were  first  treated  ;  in 
1850  Smyrna  and  Alexandria  cottonseed ;  in  1860  popoy-seed 
and  afterwards-castor  oil,  etc.  Modern  oil-works  and  steam 
machinery  were  introduced  about  1835-37.    The  thirty-nine 


crushing-mills  at  Marseilles  now  contain  1,600  presses.  New 
processes  are,  of  course,  constantly  being  devised,  such  as  the 
extraction  of  salad  oil  (huile  comestible)  from  seeds  by  the 
use  of  petroleum.  The  extraction  of  the  remaining  oil  from 
oilcake  by  sulphide  of  carbon,  and  more  recently  by  tetra- 
chloride of  carbon,  originated  at  Marseilles.  One-third  of  the- 
oils  now  produced  at  Marseilles  are  "  concrete  oils  " — i.e., 
substances  which  are  solid  in  our  European  climate :  the- 
copra  and  cabbage-palm  type  of  products,  mostly  used  for 
soapmaking  or  alimentary  purposes  ;  palm  oil,  "  karite,"  etc., 
used  in  the  stearine  trade,  cacao-butter,  Chinese  "vegetable- 
lard,"  extracted  from  the  pulp  of  the  Stillingia  sebifera,  etc. 
Besides  these  "  industrial "  oils,  Marseilles  is  the  leading 
market  for  "  comestible  "  salad  oils.  Some  20,000  to  30,000' 
tons  are  imported  yearly,  of  which  rather  over  one-half  is 
usually  re-exported.  Comestible  oils  also  include  poppy-seed, 
sesame,  arachis,  cottonseed,  and  beechnut  oils. 

Does  Java  Coca  Contain  Crystallisable  Cocaine? 

The  earlier  stages  in  this  discussion,  which  is  going  on  in 
"  De  Indische  Mercuur  "  between  Dr.  de  Jong  and  Dr.  van  der 
Sleen,  have  already  been  summarised  in  the  C.  tfc  D..  an*} 
the  subsequent  letters  in  the  same  Dutch  journal  for  July  28, 
August  4  and  18,  do  not  add  much  to  our  knowledge  of  the 
subject.  In  the  first  of  these  letters  Dr.  de  Jong  states  that 
from  90  grams  of  "total  alkaloid"  extracted  from  old  Java 
coca-leaves  he  found  no  difficulty  in  separating  a  crystalline 
specimen  of  cocaine  by  dissolving  the  crude  material  in  dilute 
sulphuric  acid  to  neutrality,  reprecipitating  the  alkaloid  in 
three  fractions  with  alkali,  and  crystallising  the  third  frac- 
tion from  alcohol,  and  by  the  same  process  he  was  able  to 
obtain  a  smaller  yield  of  cocaine  from  the  total  alkaloid  of 
young  leaves. 

In  reply  to  the  foregoing.  Dr.  van  der  Sleen  says  that  it  has 
long  been  known  that  Java  coca-leaves  contain  traces  of 
cocaine,  but  maintains  that  for  practical  commercial  pur- 
poses thev  may  be  said  to  contain  none.  ' 

In  the  third  letter  Dr.  de  Jong  deals  mainly  with  a  number 
of  detailed  criticisms,  which  his  opponent  has  passed  on  his 
work  on  coca  alkaloids,  and  closes  the  discussion,  so  far  as 
he  is  concerned,  by  savin?  that  >t  is  becoming  too  chemical  for 
the  readers  of  the  "  Indische  Mercuur." 

Soudan  Qums. 

The  Director  of  Woods  and  Forests  of  the  Soudan  has 
been  making  investigations  into  the  acacia-industry  of  the 
Soudan.  He  reports  that  Rtercvlia  tomentosa,  a  gum-tree 
allied  to  the  "tartar"  of  Roseires  and  Gallabat  districts, 
has  been  found  in  Southern  Kordofan,  near  Jebel  Debri  and 
southwards.  At  the  time  of  his  visit  in  November  last,  he 
was  unable  to  find  any  exudations — a  fact  possibly  due  to  a 
long  spell  of  cold  weather.  He  also  states  that  "tartar" 
trees  (Stercalia  cinerea)  are  sufficiently  abundant  in  the 
mixed  forests  of  the  Upper  Blue  Nile  to  make  it  advisable 
to  investigate  methods  by  which  the  gum  can  be  best 
obtained.  The  Director  estimates  the  area  of  the  Ta'Ih 
Forest  in  Sennar  Province  at  some  3,000  square  miles.  At 
present  little  gum  is  obtainable  from  them,  but  it  is  honed' 
that  in  course  of  time  the  output  will  be  increased,  thus 
enabling  a  cheap  gum  to  be  put  on  the  market.  With  regard1 
to  gum  resin,  the  Director  reports  as  growing  in  Southern 
Kordofan  the  African  bdellium  (Balsamodenclron  africa- 
num),  or  false  myrrh  (which  is  occasionally  seen  on  the 
London  market),  and  also  the  Boswellia  papyri f era  (ele- 
phant tree),  from  which  a  frankincense  is  obtainable. 

Ceylon  Cinchona. 

The  "  Ceylon  Observer,"  in  lamenting  the  decay  of  th» 
cinchona  industry  in  Ceylon,  sums  up  the  matter  thus: 
"  Poor  old  cinchona— once  represented  bv  millions  of  tree* 
covering  thousands  of  acres  in  Ceylon,  which  gave  30  million 
pounds  of  bark  for  exportation  in  two  seasons  twenty-two- 
years  back— is  now  represented  in  our  Directory  by 
173  acres.'  the  export  last  vear  being  235.000  lb.,  and  this 
vear  probablv  about  200,000  lb.  !  How  are  the  mighty  fallen  f 
But  in  Java  the  industry  has  gone  ahead,  in  spite  of  attention 
to  coffee,  tea.  and  rubber,  so  that  the  yearly  harvest  is  now 
from  18.000.000  lb.  to  20,000,000  lb.  of  much  richer  bark  than 
ever  Cevlon  produced  ;  and  so  Java  rules  the  world  s  markets. 
The  yield  from  the  Government  Gardens  in  India  is  falling 
off:  onlv  437,000  lb.  of  bark  was  exported  in  19Q7-8.  against 
916,000  lb.  two  years  before ;  but  some  is,  of  course,  kept  for 
local  manufacture.  India  now  imports  over  80.000  lb.  of 
ouinine  a  year,  and  the  consumption  cannot  be  under 
100,000  lb.  We  cannot  say  what  Ceylon  imported  last  yea? 
of  quinine,  no  separate  account  being  kept  at  the  Customs.". 
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Sicilian  Trade  Prospects. 

The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Palermo,  writing  in  regard  to 
the  prospects  of  trade  in  Sicily  for  the  coming  winter,  takes 
a  very  pessimistic  view  of  the  situation.  He  briefly 
enumerates  the  chief  causes  of  depression,  the  most  important 
of  which  is  the  fact  that  the  wine  trade  is  approaching  a  crisis, 
there  being  scarcely  any  sale,  while  the  American  vine  stock, 
planted  because  they  were  considered  immune  from 
phylloxera,  have  fallen  victims  to  that  scourge.  The  olive 
crop  has  failed  entirely  in  Sicily,  with  disastrous  consequences 
to  the  lower  classes,  who  feed  on  olives  and  olive  oil.  The 
trade  in  citrus  products  has  dwindled  considerably  since  the 
crisis  in  the  United  States,  and  citrate  of  lime  does  not  yet  at>- 
pear  to  be  benefiting  by  the  promises  of  the  creation  of  the 
recent  combination.  The  sumach  trade  is  far  from  prosperous 
owing  to  the  improvidence  and  want  of  foresight  of  exporters, 
who  are  not  careful  enough  as  to  the  quality  exported. 
Foreign  buyers,  who  demand  an  inferior  artic'e.  are  largely 
responsible  for  this  parlous  condition.  The  sulphur  industry 
is  in  a  bad  way.  stocks  increasing  and  sales  decreasing.  To 
August  31  only  28?. 553  tons  had  been  exported  during  1908, 
while  the  stock  had  reached  556,157  tons.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  in  the  Society's  house,  67  Lower  Mount 
Street,  Dublin,  on  Wednesday,  November  4,  at  3  p.m., 
Mr.  John  Smith  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  other  mem- 
bers present  were  Sir  William  J.  Baxter  (Vice-President), 
Drs.  Whitlaand  Walsh,  Messrs.  W.  F.  Wells,  Thomas  Batt, 
James  Michie,  Richard  Blair  (Cork),  Thos.  N.  Moffitt 
(Belfast),  George  D.  Beggs,  J.  H.  Bowden,  and  D.  M. 
Watson. 

Before  the  business  on  the  agenda-paper  was  entered 
upon,  Sir  William  Baxter  desired  personally  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  having  done  him  the  great 
honour  of  electing  him  Vice-President  for  a  second  year. 
He  regretted  that  the  distance  at  which  he  lived  from 
Dublin  rendered  it  almost  impossible  for  him  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  Council  as  one  who  held  the  office  of 
Vice-President  should  do.  But  their  courtesy  and 
generosity  were  shown  by  their  electing  him  to  the  office, 
and  he  sincerely  thanked  them  for  the  kind  compliment 
they  had  paid  him.  (Applause.) 

Marks  in  Pharmacy. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Irish  Privy  Council  in  refer- 
ence to  an  amendment  which  the  Council  of  the  Society 
have  approved  in  regard  to  Regulation  7,  which  deals 
with  the  Licence  examination.  The  Privy  Council  also 
enclosed  a  letter  on  the  subject  from  Sir  John  W.  Moore, 
the  Lord-Lieutenant's  inspector.  The  regulation  as  it 
originally  stood  provided  that  the  examiners  should  have  a 
discretionary  power  to  pass  a  candidate  whose  general  in- 
formation and  intelligence  appeared  to  justify  such  a  course, 
although  he  might  not  on  some  ona  subject  have  attained 
to  the  standard  laid  down,  but  that  it  should  be  distinctly 
understood  that  no  candidate  should  be  allowed  to  pass  who 
had  failed  to  obtain  the  minimum  number  of  marks  "in 
pharmacy."  The  proposed  amendment  consisted  in  placing 
after  the  word  "  pharmacy  "  the  words  "  and  each  sub- 
division thereof."  Sir  John  Moore's  letter  stated  that  he 
thought  it  would  be  sufficient  to  confine  the  proviso  to  the 
sub-division  of  pharmacy  which  related  to  compounding, 
as  any  deficiency  of  a  candidate  in  that  branch  might  mean 
danger  to  health  or  life. 

The  President  said  that  last  July  candidates  were  passed 
who  were  short  in  the  marks  required  for  some  of  the 
divisions  of  pharmacy,  but  whose  total  percentage  was 
sufficient  to  entitle  them  to  pass.  The  examiners  thought 
that  in  passing  them  they  were  putting  the  proper  construc- 
tion on  the  i*egulation  ;  but  the  Council  thought  otherwise, 
and  proposed  the  amendment  in  question  in  order  that  there 
should  be  no  mistake  about  the  matter  in  future.  It  had 
been  pointed  out  to  the  Privy  Council  that  the  Council 
only  desired  to  apply  the  amendment  to  the  pharmacy- 
branch  of  the  examination,  leaving  the  examiners'  discre- 
tion unfettered  as  to  the  other  branches. 

Mr.  Beggs  held  that  the  amendment  should  apply  to  all 
the  sub-divisions  of  the  pharmacy  examination. 

Mr.  Wells  said  the  only  effect  of  the  amendment  would 
be  to  make  clear  a  rule  which  had  been  actually  acted  on 
for  years  previously. 

It  was  decided  to  send  a  letter  to  the  Privy  Council  ex- 
plaining that  the  Council  of  the  Society  only  desired  to 
make  the  regulation  in  question  quite  clear,  and  that  the 
practice  in  the  past  had  been,  with  the  exceptions  referred 
to,  to  insist  on  the  minimum  standard  in  all  the  divisions  of 
the  pharmacy  examination.  Sir  John  Moore's  letter,  which 
contained  a  number  of  figures  having  reference  to  marking, 
was  referred  to  the  Law  Committee. 

Technical  School  Recognition. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  D.  E.  Armstrong,  the  Principal  of  the 
Municipal  Technical  School  of  Londonderry,  asked  the 
Council  to  recognise  a  course  of  practical  chemistry  estab- 
lished in  that  school. 

Mr.  Michie  thought  the  reqaest  should  be  complied  with. 

Mr.  Wells  said  it  would  be  better  to  hold  the  matter  over 
and  make  inquiries  as  to  whether  the  requirements  as  to 
practical  chemistry  could  be  fulfilled  in  the. school. 
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Dr.  Walsh  mentioned  that  no  schools  should  be  recog- 
nised except  those  that  had  recognition  from  the  General 
Medical  Council.  The  Council  would  be  lowering  the 
Society  by  recognising  these  schools. 

Mr.  Beggs  said  they  were  being  established  in  every 
town.  Schools  of  the  kind  existed  in  Kingstown  and 
Dalkey,  and  perhaps  the  next  applications  would  be  from 
them. 

Mr.  Wells  said  the  Universities  recognised  no  lecturer, 
save  their  own.  The  Council  had  applied  to  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  to  recognise  the 
Society's  chemistry  class,  but  such  difficulties  had  been 
put  in  the  way  that  the  thing  could  not  be  done.  Now  the 
same  Board  was  trying  to  knock  the  bottom  out  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts. 

Mr.  Michie  maintained  that  every  facility  should  be 
afforded  to  young  men  living  in  distant  parts  of  the  country 
and  desiring  to  take  out  lectures.  Of  course,  inquiry  should 
be  made  as  to  each  school. 

Mr.  Wells  :  I  don't  say  that  we  should  refuse  to  accept 
any  of  these  schools ;  each  school  should  be  dealt  with  on 
its  own  merits. 

Dr.  Whitla  was  of  that  opinion  also 

It  was  pointed  out  that  there  was  a  resolution  on  the 
minutes  to  the  effect  that  no  more  outside  schools  should  be 
recognised  at  present.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wells, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Michie,  the  application  was  referred  to  the 
Law  Committee. 

An  application  was  received  from  the  Crawford  Muni- 
cipal Technical  Institute  of  Cork  that  their  materia  medica 
lectures  should  be  recognised. 

The  President  :  We  have  already  recognised  their 
botany  course.  This  is  a  case  differing  from  the  previous 
one. 

Mr.  Blair  having  given  some  information  respecting  the 
Institute  in  question,  the  application  was  granted. 

Other  Business. 

Donations  were  received  from  Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter, 
barrister  and  member  of  the  Society,  of  a  copy  of  his  hand- 
book on  "  The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907  "  ; 
from  Sir  James  Sawyer,  M.D.,  of  a  copy  of  his  "  Points  of 
Practice  on  Maladies  of  the  Heart"  ;  and  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Birmingham  of  a  copy  of  their  calendar  for 
1908-9.    Thanks  were  voted  to  the  donors. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  elected  members  of  the 
Society  :  Mr.  Gerald  Morewood,  of  Dublin,  and  Mr.  John 
Stanislaus  Smith,  of  Cootehill,  co.  Cavan. 

Mr.  Robert  John  Savage,  of  Cabra.  Dublin,  and  Mr. 
Samuel  Fleming,  of  Belfast,  were  nominated  for  member- 
ship. 


Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

THE  report  of  the  Joint  Select  Committee  of  the  two 
Houses  on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  was  dis- 
cussed at  the  meeting  of  the  Worcestershire  Chamber  of 
Agriculture  at  their  meeting  on  Saturday,  November  7. 

Mr.  J.  Powell,  who  presided,  said  in  that  part  of  the 
country  they  had  every  facility  for  obtaining  the  drugs  and 
medicines  that  they  required,  so  that  the  Bill  did  not 
materially  affect  them.  In  the  hill  countries  where  the 
sheep-dipping  regulations  were  in  force  it  was,  perhaps, 
right  that  more  facilities  should  be  given  to  the  farmers  to 
procure  their  dips  and  washes  than  there  are  at  present, 
and  he  believed  that  that  was  why  the  Bill  was  brought 
forward. 

Mr.  T.  G.  Dobbs,  Secretary  to  the  Traders  in 
Poisonous  Compounds  for  Trade  Purposes  Protection 
Society,  traced  the  origin  of  the  Bill  to  the  Worcester 
case  (Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  White),  and  stated  that 
when  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  was  passed  hardly 
anything  was  known  of  compounds  for  dipping,  etc.. 
but  since  that  time  numerous  such  compounds  had 
been  made  for  the  use  of  agriculturists  and  horticul- 
turists. Chemists  found  that  a  trade  was  being  created 
in,  those  things,  and  when  other  persons  sold  them  they 
said,  "  You  are  not  allowed  to  sell  these  things  which  con- 
tain poison."  Parliament  did  not  foresee  the  degree  in 
which  agriculture  and  horticulture  would  come  to  depend 


upon  the  use  of  those  poisonous  materials.  Parliament 
would  not  have  done  anything  to  deter  the  gardener  or 
farmer  from  obtaining  those  materials,  or  to  enhance  their 
price  by  creating  a  monopoly.  They  had  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  that  Chamber  (Mr.  Twinberrow), 
and  Mr.  Dobbs  said  it  was  very  strange  that  the  Society 
should  get  representatives  on  practically  every  Chamber 
in  England.  He  then  referred  to  last  week's  meeting  of 
the  Central  Chamber  of  Commerce  Council,  and  alleged 
that  farmers  buy  dip  cheaper  direct  from  the  manufacturer 
than  through  the  chemist.  He  explained  Clause  2  of  the 
Bill,  stating  that  the  Government  would  brook  no  inter- 
ference in  that  matter,  and  said  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
received  their  quietus  from  Mr.  Churchill  when  he 
said  the  Government  were  determined  to  do  what  was  neces- 
sary in  the  interests  of  agriculturists  and  horticulturists  in 
order  that  persons  other  than  chemists  had  the  right  to 
sell  those  compounds.  After  referring  to  Mr.  Twinberrow's 
statement  at  the  last  meeting,  and  condemning  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  prosecution  of  poor  traders  for  selling 
weed-killers,  he  moved  "  That  this  Chamber  cordially 
support  Clause  2  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill."  Mr. 
S.  Gardner  seconded. 

Mr.  J.  Twinberrow  said  he  did  not  oppose  the  resolution. 
Mr.  Dobbs  had  rather  sat  upon  him  for  being  on  an  agricul- 
tural body  when  he  was  a  chemist,  but  he  had  been  for 
twenty-five  or  thirty  years  a  farmer,  whereas  Mr.  Dobbs 
was  a  lawyer  and  had  never  been  a  farmer.  Mr.  Dobbs 
had  said  that  sheep-dips  could  not  be  got  from  chemists  at 
a  reasonable  price,  but  he  replied  that  there  was  no  chemist 
in  Worcester  or  in  any  other  place  who  would  not  sell  the 
compounds  at  the  lowest  possible  prices.  Generally  farmers 
had  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  what  they  wanted  from  the 
legalised  vendors  at  the  lowest  possible  prices.  That  agita- 
tion did  not  spring  from  the  agriculturists,  but  from  the 
manufacturers  and  would-be  sellers.  Mr.  Dobbs  was  not 
acting  in  the  interests  of  the  farmers,  but  he  was  acting  as 
the  paid  agent  of  "  The  Traders  in  Poisonous  Compounds 
for  Trade  Purposes  Protection  Society."  There  were  many 
men  who,  like  himself,  thought  that  it  would  be  retrogres- 
sive and  inimical  to  the  public  interests  to  remove  those 
restrictions  because  it  would  place  in  the  hands  of  unquali- 
fied persons  the  sale  of  poisons.  If  those  things  were  sold 
at  the  village  huckster's  shop  they  might  find  that  the 
packets  would  be  broken  and  arsenical  preparations  mixed 
with  flour,  etc. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Gardner  said  the  question  of  the  danger  to  the 
public  was  absurd,  because  at  the  present  time  they  could 
buy  at  the  village  huckster's  shop  blue  vitriol,  which  would 
probably  drop  out  of  the  paper  as  it  was  being  carried  home. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  prosecuted  local  florists 
for  selling  weed-killer,  but  they  had  not  attempted  to 
prosecute  traders  for  selling  blue  vitriol. 

Mr.  J.  Twinberrow,  in  reply,  said  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  could  act  only  with  regard  to  those  poisons  which 
were  scheduled,  and  he  believed  that  blue  vitriol  was  not 
scheduled. 

Mr.  Dobbs  said  Mr.  Twinberrow  was  wrong  in  his  state- 
ment that  the  agitation  originated  with  the  manufacturers, 
and  in  support  of  this  he  quoted  the  evidence  of  Mr. 
Middleton,  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  before  the  Joint 
Committee. 

Mr.  Twinberrow  said  he  was  referring  to  the  original 
agitation,  that  which  started  before  the  Committee  sat  in 
1903. 

The  resolution  was  carried.  

Monazite  Sand.— The  exports  from  Brazil  during  1907 
amounted  to  4,437  tons,  valued  at  99,880?.,  against  4,352  tons, 
valued  at  98,420?.,  an  increase  in  value  of  1,460?.

French  Indo-China  Produce. — Among  the  exports  from 
French  Indo-China  in  1907  were  the  following:  Aniseed  oil, 
62  tons,  valued  at  32,114?.  (1906,  38  tons,  valued  at  23,467?.)-; 
cardamoms,  251  tons,  against  229  tons ;  gum  benzoin,  69  tons, 
against  40  tons;  and  gamboge,  42  tons,  against  36  tons.  The 
aniseed  oil,  gamboge,  and  benzoin  practically  all  went  to 
France  and  the  cardamoms  to  Hong-Kong.

Painless  Extractions  of  Teeth. 

Sir, — Anent  the  recent  decision  of  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice,  I  do  not  think  there  is  much  to  be  proud  of,  seeing 
how  badly  the  case  for  the  defence  was  handled,  and  that 
dozens  of  ways  in  which  the  issue  can  be  avoided  exist.  If 
it  has  taken  the  accumulated  knowledge  of  the  best  lawyers 
•over  a  quarter  of  a  century  to  do  this,  at  the  same  rate  of 
progress,  by  the  time  the  people  get  proper  protection  we 
will  be  a  toothless  nation,  or  Victor  Grayson,  as  Dictator  of 
"the  Empire,  will  insist  on  all  professional  men  working  for 
.the  honour  and  glory  of  the  thing.  Nothing  practical  has 
been  done,  nothing  can  be  done,  so  why  not  stop  all  this 
waste  of  money,  time,  and  energy  ?  Th3  plain,  naked  facts 
■are,  through  the  imperfections  of  the  1878  act,  and  the 
greed  of  numerous  practitioners,  thousands  of  con- 
scientious, respectable  men  have  been  introduced  into  the 
profession  through  apprenticeship,  and  no  law  will,  or  can, 
•deprive  them  of  the  opportunity  of  maintaining  themselves 
and  families  by  the  only  calling  at  their  disposal.  These 
men  are  absolutely  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  public. 
"  There  are  not  half  enough  qualified  men  to  do  the  neces- 
sary work,"  say  the  dental  journals,  and  the  medical  men, 
who,  by  virtue  of  their  knowing  nothing,  or  next  to  nothing, 
about  dentistry,  are  entitled  to  practice  (when  they  have 
the  inclination)  are  absolutely  incapable  of  so  doing.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  have  thousands  who  neither  by  training, 
-education,  or  common  intelligence  are  in  any  way  fit  to  do 
the  dental  work  required  by  the  people,  who  are  maltreating 
and  plundering  them  simply  to  accumulate  money,  and  who 
in  the  great  majority  of  cases  do  not  even  profess  to  have 
any  personal  knowledge  of  dentistry.  Chief  among  these 
offenders  are  certain  Jewish  syndicates,  with  hundreds  of 
branches  and  thousands  of  canvassers,  who  are  doing  more 
harm  to  the  profession  than  all  the  advertising  firms,  honest 
and  dishonest,  put  together.  To  stop  all  these  evils  there 
is  one  remedy,  and  one  only — namely  a  new  and  drastic  Act ; 
and  however  unpalatable  it  may  be  to  the  governing  bodies 
to  acknowledge  their  impotency,  it  will  be  only  honest 
to  get  an  amending  Act  at  once.  It  must  be  drastic  but 
democratic,  and  broad  enough  to  include  all  who  have  the 
slightest  claim  to  registration,  although  by  so  doing  a  lot 
of  undesirable  people  will  be  admitted  ;  but  if  this  class  is 
properly  handled,  and  surely  with  close  on  thirty  years' 
■experience  they  will  be,  their  names  will  soon  cease  to  appear 
on  the  register.  The  Act  should  contain,  among  other 
clauses,  the  following  : 

That  no  pupils  should  be  taken  unless  they  have  previously 

passed  their  preliminary  examination  and  are  registered  as 

students. 

All  persons  actually  in  practice,  either  as  principals  or 
managers,  for  a  period  of  ten  years  to  be  registered  as 
dental  practitioners  or  licensed  dentists  on  payment  of  10?. 
registration  fee,  an  annual  licensing  fee  of  51.,  payable  on 
the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  plus  three  months  at 
a  recognised  school  for  instruction  in  local  and  general 
anaesthetics. 

All  persons,  either  as  principals  or  managers  for  over  five 
years,  to  pay  similar  fees  plus  twelve  months  at  a  recognised 
school. 


All  persons  who  have  been  engaged  for  not  less  than 
twelve  months  in  any  form,  on  payment  of  a  student's  regis- 
tration fee  of  10?.,  to  be  registered  as  students  and  allowed 
to-go  up  for  the  ordinary  L.D.S.  examinations  on  complet- 
ing the  course  now  recognised 

The  governing  body  to  be  the  Medical  Council,  and  all 
persons  registered  under  this  Act  to  be  amenable  to  the 
rules  now  governing  medical  men,  thus  at  one  swoop  doing 
away  with  showcases,  canvassing,  advertising,  and  other 
objectionable  methods  of  attracting  patients. 

The  penal  clause  should  be  for  practising  dentistry  in  any 
shape  or  form  (for  gain)  first  offence  11. ,  second  51.,  third 
201.,  fourth  50/.,  fifth  three  months'  hard  labour  without  the 
option  of  a  fine,  medical  men  not  to  be  excluded  except 
when  registered  under  this  Act. 

Representation  on  the  Medical  Council. — Men  now  on  the 
register,  one  representative  for  every  2,000,  those  put  on  by 
this  Act,  one  for  every  3,000  or  part  of  3,000,  to  be  selected 
annually  by  ballot,  and  to  vote  only  on  dental  matters. 

I  know  I  am  asking  those  on  the  register  to  make  a 
sacrifice,  but  I  am  confident  it  is  the  only  way,  and  will 
result  in  a  purged  and  united  profession  to  the  material 
benefit  of  both  practitioner  and  public.

Japan's  Medicinal  Chemicals. 
Sir, — I  notice  in  the  C.  &  D.  of  August  8  on  p.  223, 
under  the  heading  "Japanese  Jottings,"  the  following 
account  : 

A  recent  inspection  of  shops  of  registered  pharmacists, 
druggists,  etc.,  by  the  drug  inspector  of  the  Kanagawa 
Local  Government  revealed  many  adulterated  and  low- 
standard  chemicals  and  drugs.  At  twenty-five  registered 
pharmacists  thirty-five  samples  were  found  to  be  adul- 
terated;  at  fifty-six  druggists  the  number  was  287;  at 
150  physicians  and  surgeons  the  number  rose  to  1,238  ;  and 
at  five  hospitals  twenty-five  samples  were  found  to  be  adul- 
terated or  below  standard. 

Again,  in  the  same  issue  of  the  C.  &  D.  on  p.  234, 
alluding  to  Mr.  Crowe's  remarks  on  Japanese  trade,  you 
quote  that  gentleman  as  saying  : 

The  bulk  of  the  "  heavy "  chemicals  come  from  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  bulk  of  the  pharmaceutical  chemi- 
cals from  Germany.  The  latter  fact  he  attributes  to  many 
Japanese  doctors  having  been  trained  in  Germany,  while 
dealers  also  complain  that  British  manufacturers  are  not  so 
assiduous  in  cultivating  the  Japanese  market  as  their  Ger- 
man rivals,  and  Mr.  Crowe  earnestly  recommends  British 
chemists  to  study  the  new  "  Pharmacopoeia  Japonica,"  as 
several  cases  have  been  brought  to  his  knowledge  of  British 
goods  not  conforming  to  P.J.  III. 

With  regard  to  the  above  two  items  will  you  allow  me 
to  say  that  some  years  ago  a  paragraph  appeared  in  one  of 
the  local  journals,  I  think  it  was  "The  Japanese  Daily 
Mail,"  recording  a  meeting  of  a  Tokyo  medical  society. 
A  resolution  was  passed  at  this  meeting,  the  sense  of  which 
was  that  in  consequence  of  the  drugs  and  chemicals  pro- 
cured from  England  and  America  being  unreliable,  the 
members  present  bind  themselves  to  use  in  future  none  but 
German  medicaments.  Apparently,  and  judging  from  Mr. 
Crowe's  statement  in  his  report,  this  resolution  has  been 
maintained  to  the  present  time,  not  only  by  the  medical 
men  present  at  that  meeting,  but  also  by  their  confreres 
through  the  country,  who,  no  doubt,  would  be  greatly 
influenced  through  the  action  taken  by  their  Tokyo 
brethren.  It  may  also  be  inferred  that  the  greater  portion 
of  the  adulterated  drugs  and  chemicals  as  reported  by 
the  inspector  of  the  Kanagawa  Local  Government  came 
from  Germany.  In  reference  to  the  large  number  of 
Japanese  doctors  who  have  received  their  training  in  Ger- 
many, I  shall  not  be  far  wrong  in  saying  that  the  majority 
of  them  on  their  return  to  Japan  have  become  teachers 
and  professors  at  the  various  medical  schools  and  hos- 
pitals, and  they  would  in  their  new  positions  exercise  great 
influence  over  the  minds  of  their  pupils  and  future 
medicos  by  assuring  them  that  German  medical  require- 
ments were  of  the  highest  standard.  At  the  present  time, 
speaking  generally,  it  would  be  no  exaggeration  to  say  that 
90  per  cent,  of  the  medicines  used  in  Japanese  private 
dispensaries  came  from  Germany.  The  importance  of  this 
statement  is  enhanced  when  it  is  said  that  nearly  all 
Japanese  medical  men  dispense  their  own  medicines  with 
the  assistance  of  a  dispenser.    In  these  circumstances  it 
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may  be  put  down  that  no  amount  of  assiduity  shown  on 
the  part  of  the  drug  merchant,  whether  British  or 
American,  would  avail  him  in  getting  a  fair  share  of  the 
Japanese  drug  trade,  unless  he  got  his  supplies  from 
Germany.  It  must  also  be  taken  into  consideration  the 
higher  standard  of  goods  he  deals  in,  and  the  higher  prices 
he  must  charge  for  the  same,  when  compared  with  those 
of  his  German  rival.  Whether  the  inspections  previously 
alluded  to,  which  I  believe  have  only  recently  been  insti- 
tuted, will  cause  the  Japanese  doctors  and  drug  dealers  to 
change  their  minds  as  to  the  sources  of  their  supplies 
it  is  impossible  to  say.  The  inspections  will,  however, 
cause  the  manufacturers  to  exercise  more  care  in  the 
making  and  the  selection  of  their  goods.

Workmen's  Compensation  Acts. 

gIR; — I  should  like  to  raise  a  point  in  connection  with 
insurance  against  claims  under  above.  Most  policies  under- 
take to  indemnify  against  all  legal  actions,  but  I  think 
something  further  is  wanted.  Daily  we  read  reports  of 
actions  where  the  claimant  never  had  a  chance,  but  has 
tried  it  on.  He  lost,  but,  of  course,  the  defendant  could 
not  recover  his  expenses  from  a  litigant  with  no  means. 
What  is  required  is  a  policy  to  indemnify  against  all  claims, 
whether  liable  or  not,  made  under  the  Compensation  Acts 
and  not  only  the  "  legally  "  liable.  I  think  the  matter  is 
of  interest  to  small  traders  where  these  claims  are  most 
likely  to  occur,  and  would  be  glad  to  have  opinions  upon 
the  subject.

H.  J.  S.  (107/74). — The  case  to  which  you  apparently  refer 
is  still  sub  judice,  and  until  it  has  been  decided  the  merits 
of  either  side  cannot  be  discussed. 

J.  M.  F.  (108/51). — The  use  of  the  possessive  case  on  the 
envelope  for  your  corn-silk  prevents  the  preparation  enjoying 
the  exemption.    It  must  be  stamped. 

G.  H.  S.  (109/S). — A  trade-mark  for  an  artificial  mineral 
water  should,  be  registered  in  Class  44.  If  that  is  done  you 
need  not  trouble  about  Class  3,  for  if  anybody  afterwards 
tries  to  register  it  in  that  class  it  will  not  be  done  without 
your  consent. 

<?.  A.  C.  (103/35).— We  think  you  will  find,  if  you  look  into 
the  carrier's  conditions  for  the  carriage  of  the  case,  that  he  is 
sufficiently  covered  to  ensure  your  non-success  in  the  event  of 
your  taking  legal  proceedings  for  the  delay  in  delivery.  You 
cannot  do  any  harm  by  sending  him  an  account  of  your  loss 
through  the  delay. 

Juno  (100/63). — The  requisite  form  of  application  for  the 
registration  of  a  trade-mark  oan  be  obtained  through  a 
money-order  office,  price  10s.  We  do  not  think  the  word  you 
suggest  is  registrable,  but  the  10s.  venture  will  soon  assure  you 
on  the  point.

dietary.  The  aphrodisalc  properties  of  phosphorus  are  not 
likely  to  be  a  trouble. 

S.  A.  N.  (105/28). — By  "  ung.  cerati  galeni "  cold  cream  is 
no  doubt  meant. 

W.  T.  (277/35). — Your  suggestion  for  the  Diary  has  been 
anticipated  as  far  as  space  permits. 

Bookworm  (109/27).— Pereira's  "  Materia  Medica  "  (1857)  is 
worth  about  3s.  a  volume.  We  have  seen  a  copy  sold  at  bd. 
a  volume. 

Acetum  (107/31). — Acetum  Staphisagrle  for  hair-lotions  is 
1  of  bruised  seeds,  8  of  dilute  acetic  acid.  Macerate  for 
eight  days. 

A  Country  Chemist  (141/73).— Lethal  Box.— In  "Veter- 
inary Counter-practice,"  pp.  15  and  16,  are  figured  and 
described  two  boxes  suitable  for  killing  dogs  and  cats  by 
means  of  chloroform  or  other  poisons.  You  should  refer  to 
this. 

Quinine  (122/44). — Tucker's  Asthma-cure.— The  report  of 
the  action  by  Mr.  A.  Q.  Tucker  against  "The  Lancet"  ap- 
peared in  the  C.  &  D.,  January  18,  1908,  p.  79,  and  January  25, 
1908,  p.  112.  The  latter  part  of  the  report  contains  the  in- 
formation that  you  desire. 

Digit  (85/22). — Paronychia.— We  have  received  the  follow- 
ing note  from  a  respected  and  venerable  subscriber  in  further 
reply  to  your  query  of  October  31,  p.  703  :  "  Should  the  direc- 
tions given  not  prove  successful,  try  hydrarg.  subchlor.  in 
powder  or  made  into  an  ointment  with  the  least  particle  of 
ung.  borici  and  laid  on  the  root  of  the  nail  once  or  twice 
daily."— Delta  (106/39). 

Succinum  (Natal)  (259/15). — Boot-polish. — Your  sample  did 
not  arrive,  but  no  doubt  the  stiffness  of  the  product  compared 
with  those  made  from  recipes  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas" 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  they  have  been  especially  prepared  for 
hot  climates  by  the  use  of  a  larger  proportion  of  wax.  You 
might  try  modifying  one  of  the  recipes  in  accordance  with 
this  suggestion.  Your  request  for  a  cheap  substitute  for 
turpentine  in  the  manufacture  of  boot-polish  shows  that  you 
have  reached  the  stage  with  which  those  who  make  boot-polish 
on  a  large  scale  are  early  confronted.  The  difficulty  is  that 
the  numerous  turpentine  substitutes — they  are  all  paraffin- 
derived  substances — do  not  answer  when  applied  to  the  manu- 
facture of  boot-polish.  The  direction  in  which  the  makers 
have  gone  is  to  do  away  altogether,  or  use  a  much  smaller 
amount  of  turpentine.  It  is  found  that  part  of  the  office- 
filled  by  the  turpentine  can  be  filled  by  breaking  up  the  wax 
with  caustic  soda.  The  following  formulae  have  been  evolved 
in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  considerations — they  are- 
from  an  American  source — and  we  recommend  you  to  make 
up  some  experimental  batches.  We  should  be  glad  to  have  a. 
note  from  you  as  to  the  result : 


Carnauba  wax 

Beeswax   

Solution  of  caustio  soda  (40°B. 

=  27  per  cent.)  

Water   

Oil  of  turpentine  ... 
Nigrosin  (oil-soluble) 

Melt  together  the  waxes  and  the  caustic-i 
stir  till  homogeneous.

Next  add  the  carnauba  wax,  and  when 
a  homogeneous  mass  has  been  formed  add  the  oil-soluble 
nigrosin.  The  colour  having  been  dissolved,  add  the_  hot 
water  in  6mall  quantities  at  a  time,  the  water-soluble  nigro- 
sin being  dissolved  in  the  last  portions.

The  following-  is  an  account  of  the  London  examination  last 
July  by  J.  W  .H.  (103/33): 

Practical  Chemistry  was  the  morning's  work,  and  the 
qualitative  work  was  required  first.  I  finished  this  portion 
at  11.45  a.m.,  the  fact  being  impressed  on  me  by  the  examiner 
marking  the  time  on  my  report.  Aluminium  and  potassium, 
nitrate  and  carbonate  were  proved  present.  In  the  quantita- 
tive section  I  was  provided  with  a  solution  labelled  C2H.,02, 
and  required  to  take  its  specific  gravity  and  find  the  strength 
'in  grams  per  litre.  A  bottle  labelled  Na2C03  was  on  the 
bench.  The  specific  gravity  came  out  at  1.001,  and  the  solu- 
tion contained  12  grams  per  litre.

The  work,  was  all  completed  except  the  blisters,  which  were 
not  quite  ready  at  the  call  of  time. 

In  due  course  I  received  notice  to  present  myself  for  the 
second  day's  work,  and  was  sent  first  to  Mr.  Farr  for 

Materia  Medica. — I  failed  to  recognise  a  piece  of  hard 
elemi.    I  was  asked  to  identify  belladonna-root,  hamamelis- 
bark,  elder-flowers,  wormseed,  and  raspings  of  cinchona-bark, 
the  last  of  which  I  had  never  seen  before.    "  What  is  san-  " 
tonine?   How  would  you  separate  it?  " 

Prescription-reading  followed,  and  three  short  prescrip- 
tions were  given  for  translation  into  full  Latin ;  also  three 
percentage  calculations  and  about  a  dozen  autograph  pre- 
scriptions, which  proved  quite  easy  reading.  The  doses  and 
strengths  were  not  difficult. 

Botany. — I  was  asked  the  natural  orders  of  most  of  the 
fresh  plants  for  recognition  in  the  syllabus.  The  number  of 
stamens  in  N.O.  Crucifcrce,  Lcnuminosee,  Compositce,  and 
Solanacece.  "  What  is  diastase,  and  what  do  you  know  about 
it  ?  What  is  inulin  ?  What  part  does  chlorophyll  play  in  the 
life  of  a  plant  ?  "  I  was  shown  a  piece  of  wood,  and  asked 
whether  it  was  dicotyledonous  or  monocotyledonous ;  also  one 
slide  preparation  (a  dicot.). 

Pharmacy. — Questions  on  strength  and  how  to  make  tr. 
aurant.,  tr.  benz.  co..  liq.  bismuthi.  spt.  ammon.  co.,  liq. 
calcis.  "  What  imnurities  would  you  expect  to  find  in  lime- 
water  ?  How  would  you  prove  the  presejice  of  a  chloride  or 
sulphate?  Why  do  you  wash  the  precipitate  in  making  liq. 
bismuth.  ?  "  Also  questions  as  to  the  poison  laws  and  the  regu- 
lations regarding  the  sale  of  liq.  strych.  and  acid,  carbolic. 

'Chemistry  was  the  last  subject,  but  was  over  in  about  ten 
minutes.  "What  is  silica,  and  how  would  you  make  it  ?  "  I 
described  two  methods  of  preparation.  How  to  make  As203. 
"What  does  it  form  when  dissolved  in  H20  ?  "  How  make 
As203  from  As203,  and  what  does  As203  form  when  dissolved 
is  H2O  ?  Give  formula?.  What  is  an  '  amide  '  ?  How  make 
acetamide  ?  " 

G.  M.  (180/28)  tells  in  the  following  record  how  he  passed 
the  Minor : 

Chemistry  was  the  first  subject,  and  on  arrival  at  his  bench 
he  found  the  following  paper : 

Prepare  500  s.c  of  N/5  H2SO^  from  the  concentrated  acid  on  the 
bench,  and  find  how  many  c.c.  of  N/5  acid  are  required  to  exactly 
neutralise  25  c.c.  of  the  solution  NaOH,  No.  6. 

Analyse  the  substance  No.  6,  containing'  two  acids  and  two  bases. 

Being  an  even  number  he  had  to  do  volumetric  work  first. 
The  carbonate  of  sodium  provided  not  being  marked  "  pure," 
he  heated  it  to  render  it  anhydrous.  A  l-in-10  solution  of 
H2SO4,  made  up  to  volume  after  cooling,  was  then  titrated 
with  two  weighed  quantities  of  the  pure  soda,  the  acid  proving 
to  be  practically  pure.  He  then  calculated  how  many  c.c.  of 
the  l-in-10  solution  contained  the  amount  of  acid  in  500  c.c. 
of  the  required  solution,  which  was  then  made.  Not  knowing 
whether  the  NaOH  solution  was  strong  or  weak,  he  diluted  it, 
but,_finding  it  very  weak,  he  did  three  titrations  on  the 
original  solution,  giving  in  the  mean  as  his  answer.  On 
tackling  the  salt,  zinc,  potassium  phosphate  and  acetate  were 


found,  but,  not  having  time  to  finish,  "  G.  M."  reported 
"  Nothing  confirmed."

No  difficulty  presented  itself,  although  it  was  just  on  time 
when  he  finished. 

On  the  second  day  the  first  subject  was— 

Botany. — "  G.  M."  had  to  give  the  natural  orders  of  most 
of  the  plants  mentioned  in  the  syllabus,  with  the  characters 
of  N.O.  Lcgum  inosce,  Solanacece,  and  Rosacea?,  and  the  sub- 
classes S padiciftorce  and  Corolliflorce.  Almond-blossom,  helle- 
bore, willow-catkins,  wallflower,  daffodil,  and  a  few  others 
were  shown  next,  all  of  which  he  recognised.  After  a  few 
questions  on  carbon-assimilation  and  wood-formation,  which 
he  answered  more  or  less  correctly,  he  was  sent  to  the  next 
subject — 

Materia  Medica. — Krameria-root  was  given  first  for  recog- 
nition: was  it  K.  triandra  or  K.  argent  ca-t  He  then  had 
digitalis,  matico,  belladonna,  conium,  stramonium,  and 
hyoscyamus  leaves  to  recognise.  The  last-named  were  "  first- 
year  "  leaves,  and  puzzled  him  somewhat.  White  wax  and  hard 
paraffin  were  also  shown,  with  questions  as  to  distinguishing 
between  them  by  B.P.  tests.  Following  came  capsicum-fruits 
("give  constituents"),  and,  lastly,  gentian  and  belladonna 
roots,  conium-fruits,  and  a  piece  of  gum  elemi.  The  conium- 
fruits  proved  troublesome,  as  "  G.  M."  had  always  seen  them 
as  mericarps,  and  not  united  as  cremocarps. 

Pharmacy  followed,  with  questions  on  the  strengths  of 
mercurial  preparations  and  the  constituents  of  several  plas- 
ters and  liniments.  He  was  then  handed  a  Pharmacopoeia 
and  told  to  explain  the  estimation  of  opium.  Next  questions 
were  given  on  the  various  ointment-bases,  and,  lastly,  the 
poison  regulations. 

Prescription  Reading. — He  was  asked  the  doses  of  most  of 
the  poisonous  drugs  in  the  B.P.,  then  to  read  three  prescrip- 
tions, and  translate  one  into  full  Latin.  He  also  had  a  cal- 
culation to  work  out.  and  the  following  to  translate  into  full 
Latin:  "  Send  1  oz.  liniment  of  aconite,  and  direct  that  it  be 
applied  with  a  camel-hair  pencil  to  the-  painful  part."  He 
got  a  little  bit  at  sea  with  the  translation,  but  managed  all 
right  in  the  end. 

Chemistry  was  last,  and,  in  reply  to  a  question  on  the 
elements  not  having  oxides,  he  named  two.  Then  he  had  to 
compare  the  properties  of  iodine,  phosphorus  and  its  oxides, 
arsenic,  and  ammonia.  He  was  also  asked  as  to  the  action 
of  acids  on  various  hydrocarbons,  this  being  followed  by  a  few 
questions  on  physics. 

The  congratulations  of  the  Vice-President  soon  followed, 
and  "  G.  M."  left  feeling  very  proud  at  succeeding  on  hit 
first  attempt.

He  then  purchased  for  250?.  a  similar  business  at  239  Well 
Street,  and  carried  it  on  until  he  petitioned  tho  Court  at 
the  end  of  September.  Witness  attributed  his  failure  to  the 
last-mentioned  business  having  proved  unsuccessful,  and  to 
pressure  by  a  creditor,  at  whose  instance  an  execution  was 
levied  at  his  premises.    The  examination  was  concluded.
